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Homeowners 
Rap Village 
Building Code 


Charges by an irate Elk Grove Village 


homeowner that the village board has 
"degraded" its building code resulted in 
an hour's heated discussion at the board 
meeting Tuesday and promises that the 
charges would be answered. 


The homeowner was Dick Corsigha of 


154 Hastings, a member of the Home- 
owners Association of Elk Grove Village. 
He has confronted the village several 
times with complaints of alleged faults in 
the code. He has also been critical of 
construction by Centex Corp., the vil- 
lage's major developer 


Corsigha voiced one of two complaints 


by homeowners present at the board 
meeting The other was by Mr. and Mrs 
Robert Edelmann, 1284 Aspen Ln They 
sought village action against a con- 
tractor whom they said violated the 
building code in constructing an addition 
to their home. 


Corsiglia, however, was discussing the 


standards set by the building code He 
was accompanied by several other home- 
owner association members and backed 
by Tom King, head of the local consumer 
fraud office 


INTERSPERSED WITH presentations 


of material samples and colored snap- 
shots of the alleged defects, he requested 
answers to three basic questions. 


They were: "Why have you continually 


degraded the code? Why haven't you en- 
forced the code as it applies and not as 
the engineers say it applies' And why 
have you not continually updated the 
code?" 


Previously, Corsiglia had submitted a 


list of 25 questions to the village. They 
were referred to the judiciary, planning 
and zoning committee for review with 
recommendations to be brought back to 
the village board 


The code used by tne village, the Sub- 


urban 
Building Officials Conference 


CSBOC) code, is "adequate" according to 
Corsiglia, but is "degraded" by amend- 
ments which the village board approved 
in 1965 


It is these amendments, that delete re- 


quirements, that Corsiglia said have 
caused the problems in his and other 
homes. 


Village Mgr Charles Wilhs said the 


original village code, the Building Offi- 
cials and Conference of America (BOCA) 
performance code, was found to be un- 
wieldy for single-family construction and 
the building department recommended a 
change to the new code 


IN THE PROCESS of changing, the de- 


partment found areas that "were not 
germane to the community," Wilhs said, 
explaining the deleted items 


Willis also said that there are new ad- 


ditions to both codes now and that the 
village will consider them for adoption 


for residential and non-residential build- 
ings. 


Trustees Edward Kenna and James 


O'Brien said they would be willing to dis 
cuss changes in the code but indicated 
they must seek advisement from experts 
in the field Corsiglia asked that they 
seek advice from "somebody that has no 
interest involved and wants only the best 
for the community '' 


King, who had been approached bv 


Corsiglia with complaints of faulty work 
manship, said, "I would like to see if 
there is someone on the board with the 
fortitude to make a motion not to ap- 
prove any more building permits until 
this is looked into." 


Village Atty. Edward Hofert said the 


village could look into areas directly re- 
lated to health, safety and welfare but 
that an injunction must be based on suf- 
ficient evidence of violation of the build- 
ing code at specific addresses. 


AFTER DISCUSSION between the vil- 


lage attorney, trustees and the building 
department it was determined that most 
of the Edelmann's complaints should be 
directed to their attorney. However, Ho- 
fert said alleged violations of the build- 
ing code would be investigated 


The Edelmann's had hired a private 


general contractor last spring to build a 
four-room addition to their home and 
complained of water damage and other 
faults created by the contractor, whom 
they said had not finished the job. 


Trustee Richard McGrenera, upset by 


the incidents, said, "Let's use our 
muscle. I'm tired of getting excuses 
These people can't live in their homes 
because of damage and yet it's allowed 
under the building code0 As a village we 
must have some muscle." 


The board then directed the village at- 


torney to meet with the Edelmann's at- 
torney.

Centered On Arlington Heights Issue . .. 
LWV Issues Housing Fact Sheet For Area 


The League of Women Voters of the 


Arlington Heights-Mount Prospect area 
this week issued a fact sheet on low and 
moderate income housing 


Based on the League of Women Voters 


national program, the fact sheet was pre- 
pared to update the members' own infoi- 
mntion, and to make the information 
available to the public. 


The national organization agrees there 


is a need for low and moderate income 
housing throughout the nation, and that 
both governing officials and the private 
sector share in the responsibility for pro- 
viding a remedy to the problem 


The fact sheet was prepared after local 


league members spent months reading 
material available; and talking with vil- 
lage officials, officials in the Department 
of Housing and Urban Development 
(HUD) and with the Clerics of St. Viator 
who have agreed to use 15 acres of their 
land in Arlington Heights for the devel- 
opment of low, moderate and upper in- 
come housing. 


MRS. RUSSELL Gardner, president of 


the local league, said the main purpose 
of the fact sheet was to answer some of 


the many questions which have come up 
since a proposal to build low and moder- 
ate income housing was presented in Ar- 
lington Heights. 


The league's membership 
includes 


about 150 residents of Wheeling and Elk 
Grove Townships as well as members 
from the Sehaumburg and Hoffman Es- 
tates area. 


The fact sheet is set up with a short 


introduction followed by questions and 
answers. 


In the introduction, the league stated, 


"The Viatorian Order made the decision 
this year to make 15 acres of its Arling- 
ton Heights property available for a low, 
moderate and upper income housing de- 
velopment. The decision raised many 
questions from some segments of the 
community. 


"Because one of the league's prime 


roles is to inform the public on topical 
issues, we present answers below to 
some of the qu4stions frequently asked." 


IN ANSWERING how housing pro- 


grams are financed, the league stated: 
"There is no such thing as low cost bous- 


ing. Federal programs require housing to 
be equal to, but not exceed, the quality of 
new, modest-cost housing constructed in 
the same locality during the same time 
period " 


The fact sheet states the only piece of 


land now available for low and moderate 
income housing is located in Arlington 
Heights, "Giving our village the opportu- 
nity to lead the way in solving an area- 
wide problem. 


"An indication of the need for housing 


can be found in the fact that the North- 
west Opportunity Center 
in Rolling 


Meadows (which serves the Northwest 
suburban area) has received 200 requests 
for low and moderate income housing in 
'the past six months and has been able to 
fill only 10." 


THE FACT SHEET states that "per- 


sons who are necessary to the commu- 
mty,but whose salaries are in the low or 
moderate income brackets, include hos- 
pital, school and postal employes and 
firemen and^ patrolinen. There are also 
42 manufacturing plants and many retail 
stores in Arlington Heights, all employ- 


ing persons earning less than $10,000 ' 


In answer to the question "Does feder- 


ally subsidized housing pay taxes?" the 
fact sheet states that although some 
forms of public housing do not pay taxes, 
certain programs of Federal Housing Au- 
thority are taxed at the same rate as any 
other improved property 


The fact sheet states there is no evi- 


dence that homes surrounding a devel- 
opment which include families of low and 
moderate incomes will depreciate in val- 
ue. "Housing generally falls in value 
when property deteriorates or when pan- 
ic selling or block busting begins," the 
sheet states. 


In answer to the question about wheth- 


er zoning laws should be changed, the 
fact sheet states, "Recent court decisions 
in California, New Jersey and Pennsyl- 
vania have ruled against zoning laws 
'whose primary purpose is to prevent the 
entrance of newcomers.' The Nixon ad- 
ministration has proposed legislation 
which would curb land use, construction 
codes and related practices . . . which 
have been used to bar federally-subsi- 


dized housing " 


Mrs Donald Newbart, chairman of 


the Human Resources committee which 
prepared the fact sheet and a resident of 
Elk Grove Village, said that the study of 
the issue showed members that housing 
"is not just an Arlington Heights prob- 
lem or a Northwest suburban problem." 
The problem is nationwide, she said. 


MRS. GARDNER, league president, 


said discrimination in housing is "due 
mostly to a lack of housing We support 
the concept of increasing the supply." 


The league president said the group 


cannot support the Viatorian project 
down to the last detail until some type of 
specific plans are presented. When a 
plan is presented, the league may study 
the project and issue another fact sheet, 
Mrs. Gardner said This fact sheet would 
be more detailed 


The fact sheet is available to any indi- 


vidual or organization which wants a 
copy of rt. League members hope that 
the sheet will receive wide distribution 
via church, homeowner association and 
other organization newsletters. 
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Students Aid Teachers . .. 
On The 'Road9 To Learning

"The elementary students get more in- 


dividual attention, and tiie high school 
students learn more responsibility" said 
a DLst. 59 school principal. He was dis- 
cussing the reasons behind a program hi 
which students from Forest View High 
School help instruct children in Dist. 59 
elementary schools. 
.The high school volunteer aide pro- 
gram was initiated by Leah Cummins, a 
member of the High School Dist. 214 
school board. She got the idea from a 
lecture series on education which was 
conducted at the University of Chicago 
two years ago. 


The main purpose of the program was 


to give the teachers in the elementary 
sbhool 
systems 
help 
in 
conducting 


classes, The program also aids the high 


schools involved in that it provides high 
school students with a relevant activity, 
according to officials operating the pro- 
gram. 


Approximately 70 students at Forest 


View ar'd involved in the program with 
each student spending about an hour and 
10 minutes at one of five participating 
schools in Dist. 59. 


Jam'os Fay, principal at Jay School in 


Mount Prospect, is enthused with the 
program. It was initiated at his school as 
a pilot program last year with 20 high 
school students participating, 


"THE PURPOSE OF the program is 


to give the children more individualized 
attention. It reduces the teacher-pupil ra- 
tion which is good," said Fay. "If they 
can't respond to the teacher they can re- 
spond to the high school student working

in the classroom. Silence is no longer 
golden in schools." 


Fay said the program is especially 


helpful to high school students who are 
"withdrawn" and find little to interest 
them in their high school activities. 


J. A. Wollenburg, director of the pro- 


gram at Forest View, said the purpose of 
the program is "not to serve as a dump- 
ing ground for troublemakers." 


"The motive is not to have 70 'bad 


eggs' and dump them on the elementary 
schools," said Wollenburg. "The students 
are those who have problems in that they 
... are introverted students." 


"YOUNG PEOPLE nowadays are very 


idealistic. They want something more 
relevant. They want immediate feedback 
that what they are doing is relevant, 
worthwhile," said Fay. 


The primary purpose of the high school 


students is to supervise the youngsters as 
they practice a lesson first initiated by 
the teacher. 


"What they do is drill the youngsters 


in some lesson the teacher already in- 
itiated. If the teacher tells the whole 
group of students how to break words 
down into syllables, the high school stu- 
dents take 'two or three of them aside 
and help them practice," said Fay. 


"All these kids need is a little push, a 


little more repetition," he added. 


The youngsters in the high schools do 


not receive any academic credit for the 
work they do in the elementary schools. 
They are referred to the high school 
counselor who then screens them before 
they are referred to the elementary 
school principal, who makes the final 
judgment as to whether or not they can 
participate in the program. 


Academic averages are not one of the 


prerequisites for getting accepted into 
the program according to Wollenburg 
and Fay. Instead, high school students 
who are interested in helping elementary 
school children, are sought for the pro- 
gram. 


"We have to assure that the youngst'ers 


in elementary schools are assured that 
someone is truly interested in what they 
are doing. This means individual atten- 
tion which the teacher can not always 
afford," said Fay. 


What School 
Vandalism? 


Vandalism was practically nonexistent 


at Dist. 54 schools over the Halloween 
weekend, Joseph Viso, supervisor of 
buildings and grounds for the school sys- 
tem reported. 


Viso said no window breakage or sim- 


ilar damage was noted. 


"Two cases of broken spotlights and 


minor soaping of windows wei"o the only 
problems called to my attention by build- 
ing principals," Viso said. 


He expressed pleasure over the cooper- 


ation of police departments in Hoffman 
Estates, Schaumburg and Hanover Park 
in their continuance of regular patrol of 
schools on Halloween. 


Dist. 54 officials have been continually 


c o n c e r n e d about increased window 
breakage occuring each year, and have 
also experienced heavy damage periods 
during summer months. 


During the 1969-70 school year, a total 


of $7,520 was spent for broken windows 
in the district's schools. 


"With the cooperation of students, par- 


ents and the police departments similar 
to that shown over Plalloween, this nee- 
less expenditure of money can be de- 
creased," Viso commented.

Investigators are now looking for a 


person who is believed to be a resident of 
Inverness and was reported to have seen 
the driver of a suspicious car parked 
near Jayne's home the night he was 
killed, 


Thomas Drury, head of the ciminal di- 


vision of the Chicago branch of the Illi- 
nois Bureau of Investigation, has asked 
"that this person step forward knowing 
their name will be held in tlte strictest 
confidence." 


He asked that the person notify either 


the Palatine police or the IBI immediate- 
ly. 


On the night Jayne was shot, a neigh- 


bor reported seeing a 1967 red over 
white, two door Ford, LTD parked on 
Tweed Street 200 to 300 feet from Jayne's 
1918 Banbury Lane home. 


DRURY SAID THE "hood was up and 


looked like a motorist in 
distress. 


Apparently, a passing motorist stopped to 
offer thteir assistance and this is the per- 
son we are looking for " 


The incident occurred around 5 p.m. 


The passing motorist was driving on 
Tweed Street which borders the Jayne 
property on the east. 


Asked why locating this motorist is im- 


portant, Drury said he or she would be 
asked to look at photographs of several 
people whose names "keep popping up in 
our investigation." 


Although more than 100 people have 


been question by authorities so far, Dru- 
ry said investigators "are keeping a 
close eye" on several who have been 
mentioned recurrently.

CHECKPOINT CHARLIE, East Berlin 


(UPD—They stood m the deepening 
twilight — two young women in heavy 
coats, one grasping the handle of a baby 
carriage, and a young man in an ill-fit- 
t i n g w i n t e r 
suit — and stare 


through 
the barrier toward the lights of 


West Berlin. 


Their eyes seemed to carry them 


across the ugly wall — across the barren 
and brightly illuminated "death strip," 
past the machinegun-armed guards in 
gray uniforms at this border crossing, 
into the forbidden side of their divided 
city. 


They weie not alone 
Other little 


groups 
• 


of East Berlinets kept similar vigils 
nearby, perhaps 2i in all. few of them 
talking. Occasional tour buses from the 
West, finishing their last trip of the day, 
wound through the obstacle course of the 
checkpoint into a bustle of life the East 
Berliner may visit only m his mind. 


For perhaps 20 minutes they stood 


there as the early darkness fell. Then 
slowly, they turned and walked toward 
home, past the drab store fronts, 
push- 


ing 
the 
baby carriage up dimly-lit 


Fnedrlchstrasse to the East 


No matter which side of the wall is 


theirs, one of the dominant feelings ex- 
pressed by Berllners is a longing for an 
undivided city 


On the East, the longing is told mainly 


by the eyes of those who gaze across the 
border toward parents they may not visit 
or grandchildren they have never held. 
Only occasionally will an East Berliner 
say to a visitor, a stranger, that he wish- 
es things were different 


On the West, the signs are stronger. 


New 
autobahns are planned to run 


through the entire city, although now 
they stop short at the border wall. And 
the" West Berliner, while often expressing 
hatred for the East German government, 
never seems to cease a hopeful search 
for the slightest iiint the border might be 
reopened. 


"It will be, one day," they assure you 


in conversations on the street, in shops 
and bars, in their homes "It must be. 
We are still a single city." 


There is a general feeling that the 


West German government will recog- 
nize the present border between Germa- 
ny and Poland, accepting the Eas>t Ger- 
man government's grant of two large 
areas of land to Poland. In return, West 
Berllners hope, their city will be granted 
.some concessions by East Germany, 
winch surrounds them 


Until 20 minutes after midnight on 


Aug. 
13, 1861, the two sides of Berlin 


were not entirely isolated. Many East 
Borhners worked in western sectors, and 
families from the West crossed into the 
East to viiit relatives and friends. 


Then the wall began going up. 
Today it stretches across the entire 


city, an obscene scar of white concrete 


slabs stacked eight or nine feet high, 
topped by round tiles, and of empty 
buildings with bricked-up windows and 
doors. Daily, workmen add new refine- 
ments 


"They have recently added a mercury 


vapor light system," said Lt Col. Rich- 
ard Terry, a top official in the U S Ber- 
lin Brigade

you'd find back home on the interstate 
highways or on big city streets "

Neither East Berliners nor West Ber- 


liners may cross this border now, or 
even talk across it by telephone. Those in 
the West do not try to get into the East 
and today — because word of the wall's 
formidable

has spread 


through the East — escape attempts

Virtually all of last year's 729 escapees 


from East Germany crossed into the 
West somewhere other than in Berhn 


Almost nightly there are reports of 


shots fired from the guard towers. But 
the last documented shooting of a would- 
be escapee took place months ago.

Neon signs are rare 


and generally small. 


Stylish clothes seem almost non-exis- 


tent. 
Durability, 
instead, seems the 


objective. One afternoon's ride through 
the downtown streets turned up no midi 
or mari skirts or coats, only one mini 
skirt, and absolutely no flare pants or 
other mod styles. 


Most women wore sweaters and either 


knee-length full skirts or straight-leg 
slacks. Most men were dressed in rather 
baggy trousers, generally with sweaters 
or work jackets, and the few who wore 


by the occupying western powers — the 
United States, Britain and France — 
West 
Berlin is today an international city with 
an industrial base growing toward self- 
sufficiency. 
About two-thirds of Ber- 


lin's 32 million inhabitants live in this 
part of the city. 


The West German government pays 94 


per cent of the cost of maintaining 
West Berlin's occupied status In addi- 
tion, to keep the city from being in- 
habited only by the very young and the 
very old, the West German government 
encourages migration to Berlin. 


West Germans who move to West Ber- 


lin receive income tax reductions and 
may qualify for interest-free government 
loans of up to 10,000 marks (about 
$2,740). 


In addition, the government provides 


marriage loans of up to 10,000 marks for 
eligible couples who get married in West 
Berlin. The birth of one child in the city 
erases one-fourth of this debt. Birth of a 
second child cancels another one-fourth, 
and with the birth of a third child the 
whole loan is forgotten. 


Because raw 
materials 
must 
be 


brought into West Berlin, and most man- 
ufacturered products exported, most of 
its mdlistnes are small. Nevertheless, 
the city is extremely prosperous and its 
people seem to enjoy a very high stan- 
dard of living.

But Newman has as little sympathy for 


Look Out For Backlash, Senator

WASHINGTON (UPI) - One of the 


services that journalists perform during 
an election campaign is notifying can- 
tliates of contributions made on their be- 
half 


During this year's campaign, for ex- 


ample, it is estimated that about $5 mil- 
lion was spent in certain senatorial 
races. Yet the candidates involved had 
not reported any contributions prior to 
the election. 


The reason for this is that candidates 


are only required by law to report contri- 
butions received with their "knowledge 
or consent." And usually they are the 
last to know. 


In fact, there are many cases in which 


a candidate probably would never have 


found out about a contribution had not 
some kindly newsman helpfully called it 
to his attention. 


LET US SAY, for illustration purposes, 


that the chairman of the Senate subcom- 
mittee on thongs and lashes is running 
for re-election. Where upon the National 
Association of Buggy Whip Manufac- 
turers contributes $5,000 to his campaign. 


A reporter learns of the contribution 


and, being touched by such an act of gen- 
erosity, writes a news story about it, 
pointing out that the subcommittee han- 
dles legislation of interest to the buggy 
whip industry 


Where upon the chairman issues a 


statement saying he was unaware of the 
contribution. 


Veterans' Vane 


A Veterans Administration survey re- 


vealed that one-third of the nation's vet- 
erans continue insurance coverage by 
converting their Servicemen's Group Life 
Insurance (SGLI) to commercial policies 
after military discharge. 


"This was considerably higher than ex- 


pected," commented Administrator of 
Veterans Affairs Donald E. Johnson. 


He also noted th.it 46.3 per cent of the 


veterans surveyed had other insurance 
and did not convert their SGLI, while an- 
other 20 :i per cent had no insurance at 
all. 


While in service, men and women arc 


coveied under the SGLI program which 
is supervised by the VA, but adminis- 
tered by a commercial primary insurer

panies participating. 


Johnson pointed out that most veterans 


have 120 days after military discharge to 
convert to a commercial policy at stan- 
dard rates without having to take a phys- 
icial examination. 


VETERANS WHO ARE totally dis- 


abled at separation have up to one year 
uliile still totally disabled to convert 
thoir SGLI. 


Veterans are not required to pay insur- 


ance premiums during the 120-day or 
one-year grace periods. 


The VA administrator pointed out that 


a veteran with a service-connected dis- 
ability is also eligible for a low-cost 
"RH" life insurance policy issued by VA, 
if he was separated from service after 
April 1951. The veteran must apply with- 
in one year of the date VA notifies him of 
his disability rating 


Johnson added that "RH" life insur- 


ance provides coverage for many dis- 
abled veterans who would otherwise find 
it difficult to obtain commercial life in- 
surance, except at prohibitive rates.

A child will learn only if he is inter- 


ested in learning. 


Schools today must strive to function 


ns learning centers where children are 
free to learn when they want to and not 
as jails where children are compelled to 
learn because traditionally, school is the 
place where one learns things. 


The education theory that children 


learn faster when they have a choice in 
how nnd when they will learn is being 
promoted by John Holt, author of "How 
Children Learn" and a former teacher 
from Boston. 


"I am not in favor of compulsory 


school attendance." Holt told 450 school 
social workers attending a conference at 
Arlington Park Towers this week. 


''If. on a given day, a school child feels 


he is being held in jail, he's not going to 
learn much that day. And probably he is 
arranging things so that others will not 
learn much either." 


THE SOCIAL WOKKKHS asked Holt 


how he would get his non-compulsory 
school theory across to parents and the 
public. 


"Thi; decision that schools should be 


jails, that everybody must attend school, 
is a public decision. Through the state 
legislature it has become law," he re- 
plied. 


Hence, the definition of school attend- 


ance should be broadened by school ad- 
ministrators: "On one hand a child 
should not be compelled to go to school, 
and on the other, he should not be forbid- 
den to go to a different spot to learn," 
Holt said. 


Each individual, whether he is an adult 


or a two-year-old child, is running a uni- 
versity with a student body consisting of 
one person, 


"Two-year-olds 
are 
competent 
self 


educators, They are not coerced into 
learning. They learn quickly because 
they are deciding themselves what to 
learn," 


THROUGH EXPERIENCES, the child 


develops his own "mental model" 
of 


what the universe is, Holt told the social 
workers. No one can have the experi- 
ences for him. He must learn by ex- 
periencing life himself. 


Communities are fearful of this ap- 


proach to learning: "Schools are ham- 
pcrud by suspicion and distrust between 
teachers and parents. The first step is to 
acknowledge this fear between them ex- 
ists and then remove th'e reason for the 
fear." 


Holt, who has taught kindergarten chil- 


dren as well as graduate students, said 
school people falsely assume they know 
what parents think about education when

EDUCATORS SHOULD be somewhere

kids have a good time in school, they will 
pay for it later," Holt said. "The parents 
didn't have fun in school, so they ask 
why should kids today have it so easy?" 


DESPITE PUBLIC resistance, schools 


must go ahead and make learning inter- 
esting to students. Eventually, the volun- 
tary learning process should be available 
to everybody, not just children in school, 
Holt urges. 


"Learning has to come out of the inter- 


est of the learner, but if we wait until 
everyone is ready to learn that way, 
we're never going to get started."

Inform Divorced 
Fathers On Child 
Support Laws 


The divorced father who feels finan- 


cially restricted by child support pay- 
ments may find some comfort in know- 
ing that on occasion such payments can 
be terminated before his children reach 
majority. 


A divorced parent knows that when lie 


consents to the adoption of his child, he 
relinquishes all rights to the adoptive 
parents — and he becomes secondarily 
liable for the support of the child. That 
is. if the adoptive parents become unable 
or unwilling to provide such support, he 
may be called upon to support them. 


However, explains the Illinois Slate 


Bar Association, support payments may 
also stop before the child readies his 
majority (18 for girls, 21 for boys) if the 
child becomes emancipated, or "on his 
own." Emancipation occurs under any 
on of the following circumstances: (a) 
marriage of the child, (b) full-time em- 
ployment of the child, or (c) induction of 
the child into the Armed Forces. 


In the cases where a child has been 


emancipated by military service or full- 
time employment, it is suggested that a 
father obtain a court order before stop- 
ping payments, This would not be neces- 
sary, of course, if the divorce decree 
specified that payments may be sus- 
pended under such circumstances. 


THE MARRIAGE OF A CHILD would 


lie the only situation which would termi- 
nate the support obligation. In the other 
instances, the obligation is only sus- 
pended. Should the child cease to be self- 
supporting or be released from military 
service while he is still a minor, the 
court may petitioned to reinstate the sup- 
port order. 


On the other hand, support payments 


may extend into adulthood if a child is 
physically or mentally disabled or is con- 
tinuing his or her education. However, 
there must be a court order to require 
this continuation of support. 


A divorced father should also remem- 


ber that the amount of child support 
stated in the divorce decree can be in- 
creased by the court as his income, the 
cost of living and the children's needs 
materially increase. It may also be pos- 
sible to get a court order to have support 
payments reduced if a father should suf- 
fer a cut in pay. 


Also, in some cases, a father may have 


to pay extra if his children should have 
extraordinary medical and dental ex- 
penses. Many divorce decrees provide 
that ordinary medical and dental ex- 
penses are to be covered by the regular 
child support money and that extra- 
ordinary expenses, as defined in a typi- 
cal agreement, must be borne by the fa- 
ther. Major surgery and teeth straight- 
ening also are usually classified as ex- 
traordinary expenses. 


If his income warrants it, the father 


may be required to provide or contribute 
toward the child's college education. 


A final word: the support obligation is 


one which goes across state lines and the 
father will have to continue making child 
support payments even if he or the moth- 
er and children should move to another 
state.

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Pennsylvania Collage In Washington?

WASHINGTON (UPD-The story goes 


that during his inaugural parade, John 
F. Kennedy commented that Pennsylva- 
nia Avenue looked shabby. He soon ap- 
pointed a council to do something about 
it. 


A few weeks ago Richard M. Nixon 


confessing privately that he had strolled 
on Pennsylvania very few •times during 
his many years of public life in Washing- 
ton, took a little tour to see what has 
changed since Kennedy became appalled 
at the situation nearly 10 years ago. 


Nixon quickly concluded not enough 


had been done, and ordered: "Let's get 
going with the project." 


What Kennedy started, and Nixon is 


now pushing, is a grand scheme to 
spruce up America's most famous ave- 
nue —the 1.2 mile northwesterly stretch 
of Pennsylavnia Avenue connecting the 
Capitol and the White whouse. 


OTHERS HAVE had the same notion, 


starting with Pierre L'Enfant in the 
1870s. Now the goal of Nixon and the ave- 
nue's biggest zealot — nationally known 
architect Nathaniel A. Owings—is to get 
the street ready for America's bicenten- 
nial celebration in 1976. 


There are big hurdles. 
Enabling 


legislation is stalled in the House Interior 
Committee. Some downtown business- 
men claim the plan is a $100 million 
boondoggle and would take away some of 
the main shopping areas of the nation's 
capital's predominantly black population. 


The Indiana-born Owings, often con- 


troversial and always flamboyant, de- 
signed the Chase-Manhattan Bank Build- 
Ing In New York and the 100-story John 
Hancock Building in Chicago. He lives in 


California's Big Sur country. 


He served as chairman both of Ken- 


edy's 
Pennsylvania 
Avenue Council 


and the President's temporary commis- 
sion that succeeded it. The panel's grand 
plan unmistakable bears his imprimatur. 


"I DON'T believe in the modern idea 


of tearing things down," Owings says. 
"Things that are old or seemingly out of 
place can be like a mole on a beautiful 
woman's cheek." 


And so Pennsylvania Avenue may be- 


come a sort of collage of American his- 
tory—a little old, a little new, a little or- 
dinary, a little extraordinary. 


The most striking changes at the ends 


of the avenue would be a crescent-shaped 
reflecting pool at the foot of Capitol Hill 
and a "national square" near the White 
House, 


Midway, "a great educational spine" 


would stretch from the Hirshhorn Art 
Gallery to the federal City College—a 
two block wide, 15-block long shaft run- 
ning north and south across Pennsylva- 
nia Avenue. 


Interspersed 
would be several new 


b u i l d i n g s , restored townhouses and 
shops, sidewalks of old brick lined with 
sycamore and linden trees, and the pre- 
sent complex of federal buildings. 


The National Square is one of the most 


controversial parts of tlie plan. 


Owings says it would give the capital a 


plaza at last in the tradition of Trafalgar 


• Square in London and the town squares 


of New England and the middle west. 


The National Square would serve as a 


reception 
ground and 
gateway 
for 


White House tourists, Owings says, and 
would open up space around the Treas- 
ury Building, which he calls "a delicate 


jewel." 


SOME PEOPLE have suggested tear- 


ing down the treasury because it blocks 
the view between the Capitol and the 
White House. But Owings says the trea- 
sury is a very necessary buffer between 
the White House and the rest of Pennsyl- 
vania Avenue. 


The National Square would be about 


the size of two football fields, with trees, 
a lot of concrete and a fountain. The 
south half would be the present Pershing 
Square. The north half would be on space 
now occupied by the Washington and 
Willard Hotels, which would have to be 
torn down. The Willard closed some tirae 
ago. 


Owings scoffs at any sentimental value 


of the two baroque hotels, saying the 
Willard is merely "a bad building with a 
great name." Harriet Beecher Stowe 
wrote "The Battle Hymn of the Repub- 
lic" in the Willard but the hotel then oc- 
cupied an earlier building on the same 
site. 


Most any hour there's terrible con- 


gestion at 12th and 13th Streets on Penn- 
sylvania—persons catching their buses at 
12th and hundreds o£ government work- 
ers pulling in or out of the parking lot 
fitted inside an L-shape cluster of federal 
buildings at 13th. 


OWINGS PROPOSES that the black- 


top parking lot be replaced with under- 
ground facilities. This would create 
space for a "grand plaza," framed by 
the Commerce Department on the west, 
the Labor Department on the south, the 
District of Columbia building on the 
north, and the post office on the south. 


A block farther up Pennsylvania, the 


old Post Office with its 360-foot tow- 


er—and a clock that keeps accurate 
time—looms in the city skyline almost as 
noticeably as the Washington Monument. 
M a n y persons wanted to tear it 
down—and almost won. But Owings suc- 
ceeded in preserving the tower as a 
campanile along the avenue— and per- 
haps the entire building, one 
of 


Washington's 
few Romanesque revival 


structures. 


Between 12th and 9th Streets on the 


north side of the avenue are—or will 
be—the first two buildings conforming to 
the commission's grand design. Both are 
set back 50 feet from a tree-lined side- 
walk. 


These days the tourist sees a huge hole 


in the ground—two blocks square. It's 
the start of one of the most expensive 
buildings ever erected—the $102 million, 
trapezoidal-shaped FBI Building. 


AFTER 1974,"'tourists who visit the FBI 


(some days 10,00 of them take one of 
Washington's most popular tours) will go 
across the street from the FBI's present 
cramped headquarters in the Justice De- 
partment into a beautiful courtyard of 
the new building. 


The 
presidential 
building, private- 


ly-owned, was put up in 1968. The 12-sto- 
ry buff concrete and bronze glass build- 
ing cantalevers over 12th street. A balco- 
ny walkway at the second story level,

'WASHINGTON UPI - The voters gave 


President Nixon a Senate a little more to 
his liking but Democrats retained control 
of both houses of Congress and captured 
an impressive array of governorships in 
Tuesday's election. 


Vlco President Spiro T. Agnew and 


Herbert G. Klein, a top Nixon spokes- 
man, said a GOP Senate pickup of possi- 
bly two seats—plus one by Conservative 
James L. Buckley in New York — would 
give the President a "working majority" 
even though the Republicans lack math- 
ematical control. 


Lawrence F. O'Brien, Democratic na- 


tional chairman, disputed any suggestion 
of a Nixon victory, terming the results 
"nothing short of a fantastic Democratic 
win." 


Three potential Nixon rivals in 1972 


scored one-sided wins for the Democrats. 
Former 
Vice 
President 
Hubert 
H. 


Humphrey, defeated by Nixon in the 1968 
presidential race, was sent back to the 
Senate in Minnesota. 


Sens. Edward M. Kennedy and Ed- 


mund S. Muskie, Humphrey's running 
mate two years ago, won re-election in 
Massachusetts and Maine. 


But Nixon, who barnstormed in 22 


states, was able to point to the Senate 
victories of Buckley in New York, Bill 
Brock over incumbent Sen. Albert Gore 
in Tennessee, J. Glonn Beall Jr. over 
Sen. Joseph D. Tyclings in Maryland, 
Lowell P. Weicher Jr. in Connecticut, 
and Robert Taft Jr. in Ohio. 


IN ADDITION, THE Republicans kept 


thoir power basrs in the nation's most 
populous states with the re-election of 
Gov. Nelson A. Rockefeller in New York 
and Gov. Ronald Reagan in California. 


With only (lie race in Indiana unde- 


cided, returns on Senate races showed 
the Republican winning in 11 states to 
give them 44 seats with the Democrats 
winning 21 reducing their total to 53. 
Buckley who will vote with the Republi- 
cans ami Sen. Harry F. Byrri Jr. who 
dropped the Democratic label and won 
as an independent in Virginia complete 
tlio new Senate. 


The House results gave the Republi- 


cans a total of 177 seats and the Demo- 
crats 253 with five contests undecided. 


In the governorships, the Republicans 


won 12 and tee Democrats 20 with three 
contests still in doubt. With Alaska, 
Michigan and Rhode Island not finally 
decided, the Democrats were assured of 
27 statehouses and the Republicans 20. 
The GOP held a 32-18 margin before 
Tuesday's voting.

and were leading in another.

The Way We See It 
Voters Selective 


Northwest suburban voters, who 


traditionally have cast their ballots 
for Republican candidates, showed 
a new face Tuesday. 


Rather than pulling the lever at 


the top, voters in the suburbs se- 
lected their candidates race by 
race and, although the results were 
disappointing to local Republicans 
in many cases, there are reasons 
for optimism and confidence that a 
two-party system is coming closer 
to reality. 


The number of split ballots in the 


suburbs was unparalleled. While 
Adlai E. Stevenson III was attract- 
ing close to 50 per cent of the vote 
throughout the area, Republican 
candidates were winning with 60, 
65 and 70 per cent of the vote. 


That was a clear indication that 


voters here were not abandoning 
the Republican Party .that has held 
their loyalty for so many years, 
but instead were being selective in 
the candidates they supported and 
were not following the party dic- 
tates right down the line. 


If this is the way suburbanites 


will vote in the future, and we hope 
it is. it should serve warning that 
no party can take the suburban 
vote for4 granted. Each must offer 
strong candidates and can win in 
the suburbs based on their merits, 
rather than just their party label. 


It 
should 
serve as 
encour- 


agement to suburban Democrats to 
seek the best candidates available 
for suburban races, because now, 
with the 1970 race to prove it, sub- 
urban voters will vote for Demo- 
crats. 


Tuesday's election also should be 


proof enough that the voters will 
reject low level campaign tactics. 


To be sure, there were reasons 


for disappointment in Tuesday's 
results. Foremost was the defeat of 
Robert P. Hanrahan, Cook County 
superintendent of schools, who had 
made an excellent record in four 
years but who could not weather 
the Democratic storm. 


Also, the defeats of Robert 0. At- 


cher, James Peterson, C. Bernard 
Carey and other qualified Republi- 
cans are losses which are disturb- 
ing to suburban residents. 


The victory of Michael J. Bakalis 


over Ray Page for state superin- 


tendent was particularly pleasing 
and should result in a fresh ap- 
proach to education in Illinois. 


Overall, the outcome of Election 


Year, 1970, is a reaffirmation of 
the effectiveness of the American 
governmental system. The people 


had their say and the party in pow- 
er, regardless of how strong or how 
much pressure it applies, is at the 
mercy of the voters on election 
day. That makes it all worth while, 
even in the face of disappointing 
results. 


He's A Big Boy Now 


Ready New Manager Act 


by ANNE SLAVICEK 


Wheeling's village board is readying a 


new ordinance defining the powers of the 
village manager. Once that ordinance is 
passed the board can act to hire a new 
village manager, Trustee Michael Va- 
lenza said Monday. 


The new ordinance will be the third 


adopted by Wheeling's village board. The 
new manager appointed by the board 
will be Wheeling's third village manager. 


A rough draft of the new ordinance has 


been given to Village Atty. Paul Hamer 
to prepare in its final form'for a vote by 
the trustess. 


THAT ROUGH DRAFT is much like 


the 
other 
two manager 
ordinances 


adopted by the village board in the past. 
But the new ordinance omits some 
worthwhile provisions of the earlier ver- 
sions. 


Most obvious of the exclusions from 


the new ordinance is a list of quali- 
fications which spells out who is eligible 
to be appointed to the post by the village 
board. 


The ordinance now in effect requires a 


minimum of a bachelor's degree from a 
recognized college and 
administrative 


experience in the field of public adminis- 
t r a t i o n "involving the management 
and/or analysis of a variety of local gov- 
ernment functions." 


The first village manager ordinance, in 


effect until last year, required that the 
manager have "a bachelor's degree from 
a recognized college or university and 
have actual experience in the field." 


No qualifications whatsoever for the 


manager appointee are listed in the 
rough draft of the proposed new ordi- 
nance. 


IT HAS BECOME public knowledge 


that one of the applicants for the vacant 
manager seat in Wheeling is Trustee Ro- 
ger Strieker. 


The omission of the 
earlier quali- 


fication restrictions leaves the manager 
selection at the total discretion of the vil- 
lage board. 


The omission of qualifications from the 


new ordinance opens the door for Striek- 
er to be appointed to the manager post 
even though he has neither a college de- 
gree nor the administrative experience 
in ".public administration" 
which the 


current ordinance requires. 


Strieker may be well qualified to run 


the village by virtue of his experience as 
a board member and his professional ex- 
perience in administering a private busi- 
ness. 


But his experience is in private busi- 


ness rather than public administration 
and he has not been educated to be a 
village manager. Thus he cannot meet 
the requirements of the existing ordi- 
nance. 


It is hard to imagine that the village 


officials originally included paragraphs 
in the two earlier ordinances setting up 
qualifications for the manager's position 
merely as a formality. 


Because they included those para- 


graphs in the earlier ordinances, 
the 


trustees must have felt it important that 
a village manager have those education- 
al and professional qualifications. 


BUT SOMEHOW, inexplicably, that 


section of the old ordinance has not been 
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included in the new draft. 


It's hard not to assume that the village 


board was aware of that omission and 
knew what it was doing when it allowed 
the rough draft of the ordinance to be 
finalized without adding any restrictions 
as to who can qualify for the manager 
post. 


It would be a mistake for the board to 


pass a village manager ordinance in the 
next few weeks without some restrictions 
as to who can be appointed to the job. 
Even a requirement that a man have a 
high school diploma and experience in 
administering personnel and 
finances 


would be preferable to no qualification 
requirements at all. 


Scaring Up Local News

It's nice Palatine has a local news- 


paper. For that matter it's nice all the 
Northwest suburban communities have 
one. 


All it takes is a headline murder to 


realize what localization means, but 
probably not many people know it. In 
fact, there's probably lots of people who 
like all the juicy reading they've been 
getting from the Chicago papers lately. 


George Jayne, the colorful and well- 


known Inverness horseman, was shot to 
death last week in his home, and the Chi- 
cago newspapers swooped into the sub- 
urbs like vulchers. 


Some of us from The Herald quickly 


learned that judo course we missed last 
year would have come in handy just to 
fight our way to the watch commander 
at the Palatine police station. To see the 
police chief meant taking your life in 
your hands. 


BUT THAT'S ALL in the game we're 


playing, and we know when it comes to 
murder every man is for himself. 


A good reporter respects his com- 


petitor's right to pursue a story. A good 
reporter will even admit when he's been 
"scooped." 


But ONLY when the "scoop" is thor- 


ough, accurate and in perspective. 


By the first part of this week every 


downtown paper had violated journal- 
ism's cardinal rule: accuracy. There 


were stones in all the papers talking 
about a suspect the Palatine police had 
apprehended. Of course, they were care- 
ful to avoid a monumental libel suit and 
didn't mention any names, but the sen- 
sationalism was there. One paper even 
went as far as to excite their readers 
with a beginning sentence, "An ex-ccn- 
viet and one-time bodyguard." 


Who wouldn't pick up that story with 


glaring eyes? It's better than Mike Ham- 
mer. 


But unfortunately it's not the truth 


Palatine police were careful to empha- 
size the "suspect" was not a suspect. He 
was questioned in connection with the 
murder, but not charged with more than 
illegal possession of firearms. 


However, you couldn't get that story 


from any other paper than The Herald. 
It's not that we're so great, but that the 
others are so bad. 


IN THE PAST WEEK there've been 


several other instances of inaccuracies 
and sensationalism which are only ob- 
vious to the trained eye. To those sitting 
on the train with a downtown morning 
paper or enjoying an evening cocktail 
with the afternoon paper the stories 
seem true enough. 


Although the Jayne murder is impor- 


tant news, there's a lot more significant 
events in the country reported by Chi- 
cago papers. I wonder how many of 
them are written just to sell newspapers 
with no thought for the real story.

I experienced a first this week. 
I was driving south down Rte. 53 for an 


appointment near Harrington and Hlg- 
gins Road and was faced with a mild 
dilemma as I approached the entrance to 
the tollvvay.

I have, and I think you will too. 
The tollway, by definitions I under- 


stood, is an expressway that you pay to 
use. 


Paying to use a road each time you 


enter the Illinois Tollway Commission's 
domain was fine, I always thought, as 
long as a choice existed. 


But, when I approached the ramp on 


Rte. 53, there was no choice and I feel 
that more and more the tollway will be- 
come the regular way to go locally, par- 
ticularly across Sehaumburg Township.

Northwest Travelers On The Way 
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A new product is coming out in the 


market, aimed directly at Northwest 
Suburban residents. 


It will be known by its red, white and 


blue color scheme.

said Ron Wittmeyer of Arlington 
Heights. As president of Northwest Pro- 
fessional Sports, Inc., Wittmeyer and 
four other local business men are betting 
their money that Northwest Suburbanites 
will turn out in large numbers to see pro- 
fessional basketball games. 


Northwest Travelers is the name of 


their team, of the Continental Basketball 
Association (CBA), the first professional 
basketball club to come to the Northwest 
Suburbs. The team will play its first 
game this Sunday in Milwaukee. The 
Travelers team will play their first home 
game in the Prospect gym Nov. 22. 


"As a businessman, you have to have 


good management, and a good product at 
the right price." said Wittmeyer. He 
thinks he and his management team 
have the right combination to launch pro- 
fessional sports in the area, although he 
notes that there will be no indication of 
its success until the first home game. 


"THERE ARE- 
250,000 people in our 


market area," said Wittmcyer. "We 
chose Prospect High School in Mount 
Prospect because it is centrally located, 
and because of the excellent facilities. 
Wo need about 3,000 people a game to 
support the operation." 


"If the idea of professional basketball 


goes over, we could even expand into 
other sports later," said Wittmeyer. 


A love of basketball combined with the

The group would 
be happy just to break even financially 
this season, he said.-

under way," reports the U S Labor De- 
partment. 


IN THE Iflfiz-Gfi crafts growth rate, the 


department reported that women sur- 
passed men as auto mechanics, bakers, 
compositors and typesetters, decorators 
and window dressers, 
opticians, lens 


grinders and polishers, tailors and uphol- 
sterers. 


The department said 1,800 women were 


enrolled as apprentices in 1969 in pro- 
grams registered with its Manpower Ad- 


ministration, a 72 per cent increase over 
the previous year. 


They said women worked as plumbers 


in Rochester, N. Y ; operators of heavy 
equipment in Phoenix and Boston, ship 
fitters at the Puget Sound Naval Ship- 
yard, aircraft mechanics in Newark, 
Ohio, as well as sheetmetal workers, 
carpenters, pipe fitters and shoe repair- 
ers in various other parts of the country. 


Officials said most of the female train- 


ees did very well, despite the he-man na- 
tuie of their work. And if that's not 
enough, labor statistics show that of the 
women in the crafts who are not trainees 
but full time workers, one-third are fore- 
men — twice the comparable proportion 
for men 


WOMEN ALSO HAVE moved into key 


executive and political positions once 
practically "for men only." 


Last year's credits alone include: Ang- 


le Brooks, a veteran diplomat from Lib- 
eria, became the second woman presi- 
dent of the United Nations General As- 
sembly; Helen D. Bentley became the 
new U.S. Federal Maritime Commission 
chairman, and Dr. Cynthia Wedel be- 
came the first woman president of the 
National Council of Churches 


What has been the male reaction to all 


these women moving into many of their 
once sacred domains? Amicable in most 
cases Where there have been objections, 
the women appear to have been vic- 
torious.

Signs A Child Needs Help

NEW YORK (UPI) - We will just call 


him Sam. Sam, at 12, is a boy in trouble 
mentally. He is withdrawn H« seems to 
daydream most of the time. He has no 
close friends and does not respond even 
when another child makes friendly over- 
tures. For him, no phone calls, no birth- 
day party invitations, no baseball team 
His report card also spoils trouble 


These are just some of the danger sig- 


nals Sam is showing But Sam is far 
from alone . . . the National Association 
for Mental Health says that 14 million 
children under 18 are in need of psy- 
chiatric care, that estimate is a con- 
servative one, and yet only one third are 
receiving the help needed 


Sam's symptoms differ from those of 


many of the others mentally ailing. An- 
other child might be noisy and dis- 
ruptive, forever intruding on other's 
privacy, even stealing. 


"CHILDREN SEND out their cries for 


help in a variety of ways, and they show 
many symptoms,' too, besides the ones 
described," says "Help for Your Trou- 
bled Child," a new publication from tire 
Public Affairs Committee, a .nonprofit 
educational organization headquartered 
m New York. 


Its authors are Mrs Alice-rose Bar- 


man, associate director in charge of edu- 
cation, and Mrs Lisa Cohen, a child 
therapist, both affiliated with the North 
Shore (111.) Mental Health Association 
and the Irene Josselyn Clinic, Northfield, 
111. 


The two warn against interpreting ev- 


ery little childish act as a sign of trouble 
— "the range of normal behavior is 
wide" and parents should expect to see 
"individual differences in intellectual 
ability, motor coordination, 
tempera- 


ment, disposition, sociability, ways of 
learning, and life styles. . ." 


BUT PROFESSIONAL help should be 


sought when the parents honestly answer 
these questions: 


—Is the child's behavior very different 


from that of his or her peers? 


—Does he lack the ability to direct his 


impulses, to control himself as might be 
expected at his age7 


—Does he have trouble getting along 


with children of his own age? 


—Is he having difficulty learning' 
—Does he have recurring physical 


symptoms? 


—Is the child so withdrawn or so ag- 


gressive that his behavior worries you' 


The authors explore the areas to which 


parents can turn for help — to psy- 
chiatrists, psyhcoanalysts, psychologists, 
social workers — and such agencies as 
mental health clinics, family service, 
school psychological services and so on.

Female 'Inferiority Trap9

NEW YORK (UPI) - A mass in- 


orlty complex is at work in the typical 
female, says a management consultant 
who runs seminars on "managing the 
working woman." 


Ann Howard, director of research for 


Cleaver and McMamts Inc , of Princeton, 
N.J., of Worchester, Mass.; and of Belt- 
vllle, Md., told the annual session of the 
National Association of Bank Women, 
sex stereotyping is the reason for "the 
inferiority trap " 


The female devaluation, as Miss How- 


ard called it, begins in childhood. Little 
girls arc given dolls and toy kitchens. 
They are scolded for soiling their pretty 
dresses. 


Bovs, meanwhile, aie plied with me- 


chanical toys and doctor's kits. Then- 
dirty, rough or naughty behavior is dis- 


STOR1ES ON TELEVISION and in 


bookb cast females as timid, passive, 
missed with "Boys will be boys " 
unambitious and uncreative "They are 
seldom achievers,'1 Miss Howard said. 


Males, meanwhile, come across as 


winners of success through bravery, ad- 
venturenesi, and imagination, 


Early the inferiority complex mani- 


fests itself in females. Miss Howard said 


in one survey, asked if they could be 
born again and select their sex, there 
was a difference between the answers 
from boys and girls. 


Five per cent of the boys would prefer 


being reborn as girls But 89 per cent of 
the little girls preferred to be reborn as 
boys. 


"If you ask adults the same question," 


Miss Howard said, "about three per cent 
of the men would change to being wom- 
en, but somewhere between one fifth and 
one third of the women would rather be 
men." 


IN BUSINESS, Miss Howard said a 


woman's first step out of the inferiority 
trap is to view herself as an exception 


"You 
must see yourself first and fore- 


most as confident and capable," Miss 
Howaid said. "But iC your self-esteem it 
to permeate your whole self-concept, it is 
important that you accept the woi thinesb 
of the entire female sex 


"For as long as these demeaning ster- 


eotypes are allowed to persist, even the 
most able women are climbing to the 
skies with rocks still tied to their icet,"

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Paris Talks: WhaVs Behind The Scenes 


EDITOR'S NOTE: The Vietnam peace 


talks in Paris have been going on be- 
tween the United 
States 
and 
North 


Vietnam since May 10, 1968, and the ex- 
panded talks that brought South Vietnam 
and the Viet Cong to the table have gone 
on sice Jan. 19, 1D69. There has been no 
evident progress over that long period. 
In this dispatch a veteran reporter who 
covered the war itself for more than 
three years, and has been reporting the 
peace talks for two years, seeks to put 
into perspective the sitaution as it stands 
today on the basis of the latest proposals.

PARIS 
(UPD-The 
Paris peace 


conference Is a place where everybody 
involved thinks the other fellow is trying 
to get something for nothing. 


As the Viet Cong and North Vietnam- 


ese see It, President Nixon and the South 
Vietnamese government are trying to get 
them to surrender the only leverage 
they 
have 
—the prisoners they hold, 


the pressure they are maintaining on 
U.S. and South Vietnamese forces, and 
the unpopularity of the war among the 
American people —without giving any 
real value in return. 


As the United States and South VI- 


nam see it, North Vietnam and the Viet 
Cong aren't offering any bargains either. 
In simplest terms it looks to Washington 
and Saigon as through the Communists 
want to move into a house (Saigon), 
evacuate the occupants and take over the 
keys before they will even discuss wheth- 
er they'll pay anything for the house. 


President Nixon did mako certain con- 


cessions to the Communists in his last 
peace plan but to Hanoi and the Viet 


Cong the asking price still was too high. 


President Nixon's five-point peace plan 


basically called for 1) A stand-still cease- 
fire, 2) An international peace confer- 
ence to deal with all of Indochina, 3) The 
immediate and unconditional release by 
both sides of all war prisoners, 4) An 
unspecified political settlement, and 5) 
The offer to talk about the total with- 
drawal of U.S. troops "as part of an 
overall settlement." 


As gleaned from their statements and 


private comments, this is how the Com- 
munists view these proposals: 


The cease fire: 
1) The Vietnam War is a "presidential 


war," not a popular 
war declared 


by Congress; 2; The U.S. president is 
popularly elected, so 3) One way to make 
the presidential war — and thus the 
President himself — more unpopular is 
to make American casualties go up from 
time to time. 


Therefore, if the Communists agreed to 


the cease-fire, they would be surrender- 
ing their ability to influence U.S. public 
opinion, surrendering their ability to 
bring greater pressure on the White 
House because they would no longer be 
causing American casualties. 


Moreover, if the Communists agreed to 


a stand-still ceasefire, they would be tac- 
itly admitting that U.S. troops have the 
right to stay on Vietnamese soil —some- 
thing they do not admit. So much for the 
cease-fire. 


An international conference: 
Ever since the Soviet Union and Red 


China pressured North Vietnam's Ho Chi 
Minn into accepting half the cake, so to 
speak, in the 1954 Geneva conference, the 
Hanoi leadership has been wary of the 


idea of settling its problems in big inter- 
national conferences. 


Just as Red China openly expresses 


fears that Russia and the United States 
will come to some arrangement and then 
impose it on Peking, the Vietnamese 
Communists are fearful that the Rus- 
sians and Americans might get together 
in some side room of a conference hall, 
and Hanoi would get sold out in the pro- 
cess. 


Prisoner releases? 
The 
Communists 
attitude toward 


prisoner releases is basically this: Pris- 
oners are one of Mr. Nixon's problems, 
not one of theirs. Hanoi does not even

U.S. troops in the back . . . 


The Viet Cong "global peace solution" 


is a complex maze of 10 points, to which 
Viet Cong Foreign Minister Nguyen Thi 
Binh offered eight "clarifications" on 
Sept. 17. But the Communists have only 
two demands they say are "fundamen- 
tal." 


The fundamental 
demands, 
which 


Washington has always rejected, require 
the rapid, total, unilaterial and uncon- 
ditional pullout of U.S. troops, and the 
overthrow of the Saigon government as 
the troops withdraw. 


The only new elements in the re- 


vamped Viet Cong package of Sept. 17 
were the offers of a limited cease-fire, a 
suggested U.S. withdrawal deadline of 
June 30, 1971, and the promise to talk 
about prisoner releases after Washington 
gives up the fight 


Given the best interpretation, the Viet 


Cong cease-fire offer could mean that 
Communist troops would be ordered to 
stop attacking U.S. troops as soon as 
Nixon agreed to their withdrawal dead- 
line. 


At worst, it could mean that the 


Viet 
Cong 
are 
only promising not 


to shoot U.S. troops in the back as they 
board planes and ships to leave, and that 
any troops not actually 
withdrawing 


would be fair game. 


Once the United States has given up 


the fight, then the Viet Cong promise o 
talk about prisoner exchanges. But that 
is all they are promising —to talk. 


The juxtaposition of the prisoner ques- • 


tion and Vietnamese Communist 
de- 


mands for indemnification from the 
United States makes it appear that Hanoi 
and the Viet Cong want to blackamil the 
United States into paying millions of dol- 
lars in indemnifications (read ransom 
money) 
to get the prisoners back. 


All the while, the Viet Cong say South " 


Vietnam's problems will be solved by the 
South Vietnamese. What about all those 
North Vietnamese making war in the 
South? There are none, of course, reply 
the Viet Cong. 


Some day, presumably, there will be 


some kind of settlement. But first, some- 
thing, or one side or both, must give 
more than has been seen so far. 


admit to having troops in the South, so 
how could there be any North Vietnam- 
ese prisoners? Even though it is fal- 
lacious reasoning (there is ample proof 
that Hanoi's troops fight and many have 
been captured in the South), the prison- 
ers are not an emotional issue in North 
Vietnam.

"But if anything is going to be done," 


he said, "It's going to be done for a prof- 
it motive; I think a job like this has to be

CAPE KENNEDY (UPI) - Dr. Kurt 


H. Debus pointed to the telephone and 
said BO years ago most people considered 
it a useless gadget. 


And, he said, so it is with the space 


program. 


"The problem is that we cannot make 


it understood yet to the point where you 
and T want to put 10 bucks every month 
in a piggy bank that supports the space 
program. But it will come, it svill come." 


Debus speaks with 
conviction. He 


launched America's first satellite nearly 
12 years ago antl. as director of the Ken- 
nedy Space Center, sent men to the moon 
last year, 


TODAY. HE IS still launching men to 


thu moon and preparing for the nation's 
entry into the space station business in 
late 1972. But, at lit, he also is looking to 
the future and he's concerned. 


"I don't understand why so many 


people say, 'Let's kilt the space program 
and do something better.' There's really 
nothing much better you can do," Debus 
said during an interview in his office 
overlooking 
the 
Apollo 
launch com- 


plex. 


But then he sat 'back, thought for n 


moment and said, "You have to bring an 
innovation to the point where society will 
make use of it. It's almost a natural 
law." 


Debus, bearing the facial scars of 


collegiate 
saber dueling in Germany, is 


confident the space program will be able 
to prove Itself if given the chance. 


"I THINK IN the next few years we 


will really get our eyes opened to the 
usefulness of space. We already have a 
very handsome list of so-called byprod- 
ucts of space. I don't think these will be 
the main achievement. 


"Of what space will be good for is not 


yet even fully identified," he said. "It Is 
only shaping up in the minds of some of 
the most forward thinking people who 
worry about the year 2000, or the year 
1990." 


Debus, too, Is a man of vision. He talks 


of using space to solve the down-to-earth 
problems 
of 
an 
exploding popu- 


lation and a burgeoning technology. He 
sees the exploration of plants as a way to 
gain an insight into the intricate relation- 
ship between planetary atmospheres and 
the sun which in turn might lead to ways 
to manage weather here on earth. 


"And probably the greatest return will 


bo something that many people may 
even 
take issue with 
and say 
we 


shouldn't have it. That is the trans- 
national development of commerce, of 
communications and eventually of poli- 
tics. 


"I BELIEVE the survival of the earth 


will just simply depend on us learning to 
manage together our problems," Debus

done by private industry and the real 
way to get private industry interested is 
to show a way to make a profit, as well 
as doing some good. 


"If you want1 something done, you have 


to appeal to a selfish motive. I've been 
on too many well-meaning 
committees 


that have gone nowhere." 


Gutman said he is not interested only 


in really, historical buildings associated 
with important people or events, but also 
in good examples of the various styles of 
architecture popular in different periods 
of American history in different parts of 
the country. These would include the 
Cape Cod homes of New England, the 
Colonial and Federal styles of the East, 
as well as the Victorian wedding cake 
houses of the Midwest and the West. 


"I'm appalled by the wholesale de- 


struction of some of the finest remaining 
examples of Colonial, 
Georgian, 
Tus- 


can, Tudor, Gothic Revival and antebel- 


lum architecture." he said. 


"We are destroying a lot of what our 


forefathers created for us. Go to Europe 
and you see the flavor of the different 
cities. They don't tear dowJPchurches to 
put 
up 
aluminum 
and glass sky- 


scrapers." 


Gutman hopes his committee will act 


as a clearing house for commercial home 
refurbishers, alterting them to the need 
for preserving 
buildings, 
particularly 


those over 100 years old. He also hopes it 
will be able to help community groups 
interested in such projects, and individ- 
uals who may be in doubt about the stat- 
us of their own homes.

said. "And 'us' means all nations, the 
whole population of the world. 


"That is the point that is obviously 


driven home to the astronauts. Every 
time they're out there and they look back 
and say 'there's earth and what are we 
really doing there, killing off each other 
and competing with each other.'

Debus was born in Frankfurt, Germa- 


ny, received degrees in mechanical and 
electrical engineering at Darmstadt Uni- 
versity and joined Wernher von Braun's 
rocket development team at 
Peene- 


in 1939. 
HD LEFT the missile base with Von 
Braun and other German engineers at 
the end of World War II, surrendered to 
the Allies and went to work for the U.S. 
Army at Ft. Bliss, Texas in 1945. Five 
years later the Von Braun group moved 
to the Redstone arsenal at Huntsville, 
Ala., and developed the Redstone rocket 
that put America in the space age. 


Debus came to what was then Cape 


Canaveral in 1952 and supervised con- 
struction of Redstone launch pads. The 
Cape then was an isolated scrubland with 
a virtually unlimited potential. 


The Cape now is a multibim'on dollar 


base, but it is fighting for survival as the 
country's spaceport for the decades to 
come. Two out of every five jobs have 
been wiped out by cutbacks during the 
past two years and the future is clouded 
by White House and congressional 
re- 


luctance 
to commit hard-pressed fi- 


nances to costly new space projects. 


Despite the uncertainties, Debus is 


confident manned spaccflight is here to 
stay. He expects the Capo to develop into 
a major international terminal for in- 
coming and outgoing traffic. 


"THEHE MAY be others, but I don't 


think they will be as major as we will 
because we are in just about an ideal 
situation," he said. 


The veteran space engineer who at 


home tunes out his space age problems 
by. listening to classical music, expects 
enough government and 
commercial 


business to develop to require shuttle 
flights to orbit every few days. 


Debus also said there is a chance the 


shuttle could develop into a globe gird- 
ling earth transport. He said it could be 
more economical than ordinary jets for. 
long distance flights. 


"If you take a 747 or a 707 to go from 


here to Australia, it takes more fuel to 
get a certain payload through the air 
than to shoot it up and go into partial 
orbit and go down again. 


"There is a possibility, and I'm very 


careful in my estimates, but I think it's 
bound to come that you go with shuttle 
machines into earth traffic, partial orbits 
where you fly for nothing.

Stress — The Seed Of Illness

What is stress? This term is thrown 


around loosely as one of the major 
causes for man's i llnesses. Stress is 
blamed for ulcers, high blood pressure, 
heart disease and emotional discomfort. 
The truth Is there are many kinds of 
stress, Some are good for you. Physical 
exercise Is a "physical stress" and, when 
done properly, is beneficial. It can offset 
the adverse effects of "psychic stress," 


You can't escape stress. A recent study 


of doctors presenting cases to the rest of 
the medical hospital staff showed their 


heart rates rose to levels as high as 187 
beats per minute. The lowest heart rate 
for any doctor presenting a case was 130 
beats per minute. 


In general, psychic stress from any 


cause stimulates the endocrine glands, 
particularly the small pituitary gland un- 
der the brain and the adrenal glands 
over the kidneys. Adrenalin and other 
hormones are poured out into the blood. 
These chemicals stimulate the heart. 
They may cause the blood pressure to 
rise. They may cause the stomach to 
form increased amounts of acid. 


Improper Traction 
Causes Accidents 


Inadequate traction is one of the main 


reasons drivers are involved in winter 
crashes. 


This observation was made after a re- 


view of traffic statistics from last year. 


Winter-slick roads demand different 


driving habits, it was shown, and com- 
mon-sense counter-measures for drivers 
were offered. 


Slow down. Brake easy and early. Plan 


each maneuver in advance to avoid sud- 
den changes in either speed or direction. 


In addition to skidding and control 


problems on snow or ice, motorists were 
reminded that winter brings wet pave- 
ments. And wet pavements bring about a 
problem known as "hydroplaning." 


Hydroplaning, Is the tendency of a 


car's tires to ride up — to float — on a 
layer of water covering the road. The 
tires lose contact with the pavement. 


Just when hydroplaning happens de- 


pends on the speed, the amount of water, 
the tires and the weight of the vehicle. It 
usually affects the front wheels. Steering 
is lost without the driver's realizing it 
until he tries to turn and can't. 


The trick, is to slow down to let the 


tires break through the water film and 
grab the pavement once again. Good tire 
treads, of course, help considerably. 


THE NATIONAL SAFETY Council's 


Committee on Winter Driving Hazards 
released the following warning. 


Traction aids such as studded tires and 


tire chains on the rear wheels can in- 
crease traction considerably, but they're 
of little value in helping a driver main- 
tain steering ability unless used on all 
four wheels. 


Studded tires on the rear wheels only, 


for instance, develop about three times 
the pulling ability of regular tires on 
glare ice; while reinforced tire chains 
provide about seven times the pulling 
ability of regular tires. But even so, 
these products on the rear wheels only 
do not appreciably improve cornering 
ability because the front wheels are "un- 
protected." 


As in hydroplaning, starring control 


on hard-packed snow or ice can be lost. 
Too late, the driver realizes he can't con- 
trol his car. His front wheels are sliding, 
even though he still has driving traction 
through the rear wheels. 


Drivers must recognize the serious 


limitations of driving on slippery pave- 
ments and develop common-sense driv- 
ing techniques to compensate for these 
limitations. Finally, drivers should take 
advantage of the built-in safety features 
of modern cars as well as special safety 
equipment by utilizing them sensibly.

While They Last 


The excess chemicals, like adrenalin 


products, are stored in the heart and 
brain, which affects their function. Ex- 
ercise uses up these excess chemicals 
and allows the body to return to more 
normal function. A psychic stress liter- 
ally mobilizes the body for action. If the 
action isn't carried out, the accumulated 
mobilized products can be harmful. In a 
way, inability to take action can be con- 
sidered as frustration. In the end it is 
frustration that causes health problems. 


Whenever the heart speeds up, it is 


working harder. This is fine if you have 
a good heart, but in advanced heart dis- 
ease this is not always good. Anger, ex- 
citement or excess emotions are capable 
of working the heart so hard that it will 
cause a heart attack. Many a person has 
died in this way during a fit of rage. 
Intermittent chest pain from heart dis- 
ease can be caused this way, too. 


During periods of "tension" or stress, 


the skeletal muscles often contract and 
may cause pain. The muscles at the back 
of the neck are frequently involved. This 
may cause headaches. The muscles in 
the chest wall may become sore and 
cause chest pain in this manner, instead 
of from the heart. 


Unresolved stress is a frequent factor 


in causing medical problems or it may 
occur as a complication of a medical 
problem. A heart attack, for example, 
will induce a large amount of stress and 
anxiety in the normal person, This fur- 
ther adds to the patient's problem. It il-

sire to help other people, according to 
psychologist Richard H. Myers. 


He addressed 250 members of the 


Baird & Warner, Inc., sales staff at a 
meeting in Hillside. 


Myers is vice president of Marketing 


Survey and Research Corp., New York, 
which has evaluated over 100,000 real es- 
tate professionals. The firm has also 
studied salespeople in many other fields. 


Ho listed personality traits which are 


important in real estate sales: 


Ego drive, or the desire for self-satis- 


faction that comes from closing a trans- 
action. "It's like hunger, a basic need 
that has to be satisfied," Myers said. 
"The person with ego drive feels 10 feet 
tall after he has closed a deal." 


Empathy, the ability to put yourself in 


the other fellow's shoes. "The sales per- 
son with empathy can identify with his 
prospect and anticipate the kind of house 
he really wants," he said. "Empathy 
comes from effective communication, 
which means really listening to what the 
prospect Is saying." 


The desire to help people is also impor- 


tant, Myers said. 


Myers said a salesman wiio lacks the 


desired degree of these traits can still 
succeed If he is properly guided by his 
manager and can compensate for this. 
"A person with lots of ego drive but no 
empathy Is likely to use bulldozer tactics 
to get his prospects to close a deal," he 
said. "On the other hand, a person with a 
high degree of empathy and little ego 
drive may find it difficult to bring his 
prospects to the closing stage. Psy- 
chological evaluation makes the person 
aware of his shortcomings so he can do 
something about them."

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Bank Study Of Behavior 


A study of deposit behavior was 


recently completed by the Federal Re- 
serve Bank of Chicgo, using a represen- 
tative group of Seventh District Banks as 
a sample. 


The findings indicate that deposits fluc- 


tuate more at large banks (over $100 mil- 
lion) than at small banks ($15 to $100 
million) on a day-to-day basis. Over long- 
er periods of time, however, deposit vol- 
atility is greater at small banks. 


According to the report, differences in 


the volatility of deposits at different sizes 
of banks reflect how closely debits and 
credits are synchronized in various cate- 
gories. On a day-to-day basis, demand 
deposits accounted for much of the high- 
er fluctuation at the large banks. During 
a nine-week period of J969, daily swings 
in demand deposits averaged 3.13 per 
cent for these banks compared with 2.33 
per cent for the small banks. Biweekly 
demand deposit data over a three-year 
period, after 
adjustment 
for growth 


trends, showed an average fluctuation of 
3.16 per cent for large banks, 3.56 per 
cent for medium size banks and 3.77 per 
cent for small banks. 


• This pattern is consistent with the gen- 
eral tendency for large banks to cover a 
big share of their needs in the day-to-day 
money market, while smaller banks 
make their adjustments for somewhat 
longer periods of time, according to the 
bank. 


FIGURES REPORTED by both banks 


and savings and loan association (S&Ls) 
in 33 Seventh District Metropolitan areas 
show continued increases in personal 
savings-type deposits in August, The in- 
crease, however, was smaller than the 
strong growth in July. Last year there 
were net outflows in both July and Au- 


gust as high rates obtainable on direct 
investments attracted funds away from 
financial institutions. 


In the major cities of each of the five 


district states, banks fared somewhat 
better than S&Ls. But in the other 28 
areas for which data are reported by 
both types of financial institutions, per- 
centage gains at S&Ls were relatively 
greater than at banks. 


SAVINGS DEPOSITS, which either de- 


clined or slowed to a trickle at many 
banks throughout 1969, appear to have 
regained some vitality. With only a few 
exceptions, the performance of these de- 
posits was substantially improved for 
district metropolitan areas in the first 
half of 1970 compared with the last half 
of 1969 some improveent is attributable 
to increases in rates paid following the 
adjustment from 4 to 4% percent in the 
rate ceiling last January, according to 
the bank. 


Despite the shift in emphasis 
from 


regular passbook savings to other types 
of time deposit contracts over the pre- 
vious five years, at the end of 1969 sav- 
ings deposits still accounted for 53 per 
cent of total time deposits of individuals 
and businessess in all commercial banks 
in the U.S. 


The poorest showing for August 1970 


may be attributed in part to the issuance 
of 7Vz per cent U.S. Treasury notes 
which were available in denominations 
as small as $1,000. The effect of the notes 
appars to have been greatest in Chicago, 
where the offering was highly publicized 
and the securities could be conventiently 
purchased. Chicago S&Ls reported a net 
outflow of more than $12 million in Au- 
. gust, compared with a net inflow of $15 


million in July. In most other areas, 
however, net savings inflows in August 
exceeded those for July in line with the 
normal seasonal pattern.

Bank Looks Ahead 


In the face of faltering sales and pro- 


duction 
cutbacks, 
total 
business 
in- 


ventories continued to rise during the 
1909-70 business adjdustment, although at 
a slower rate. 


This is in sharp contrast to net declines 


in business inventories during the ac- 
knowledged postwar recessions begin- 
ning in 1948, 1953, 1957, and 1960, accord- 
ing to the Federal Reserve Bank of Chi- 
cago in its monthly review, Business 
Conditions. 


For business as a whole, the book val-. 


ue of inventories currently totals almost 
$170 billion, about 5 per cent higher than 
a year earlier. However, some manufac- 
turing industries — notably producers of 
cars, foods, and textiles — reduced in- 
ventories in this period. Declining or 
slower increases in sales brought prompt 
reductions in output by many manufac- 
turers. Combined with cautious ordering 
by retailers and distributors, these ac- 
tions prevented involuntary inventory 
buildup on a broad scale. 


The rate of spending on all goods and 


services, the Gross National Product 
(GXP), rose $35 biilion from the first 
quarter of 1969 to the third quarter of 
1969, while the rate of final spending (to- 
tal spending less inventory investment) 
rose S31 billion, according to the bank. In 
the next two quarters, GXP rose only $17 
billion while final spending increased $26 


billion, almost as much as the first peri- 


od. The difference in the trend of total 
spending compared to final spending re- 
flects changes in business inventory in- 
vestment. In the first period inventory 
accumulation rose to a rate of $11 bil- 
lion; in the second period it declined to 
an annual rate of less than $2 billion. 


It is an oversimplification, the bank 


said, to characterize the business de- 
clines since World War II as "inventory 
recessions." Many factors were at work 
in each case, and components of total 
spending other than inventories also de- 
clined or rose at a slower pace. Never- 
theless, one of the major factors depress- 
ing business activity in the past year has 
been the reduced rate of inventory accu- 
mulation. This trend appears to have 
halted in recent months. 


Looking ahead to 1971, most business 


forecasters expect an increase in final 
sales of goods of about 7 per cent over 
1970 — more than $30 billion. To keep 
pace with this anticipated sales increase 
on the basis of past relationships, in- 
ventories would have to rise by more 
than .$10 billion. A faster rate of in- 
ventory accumulation probably will be 
one of the major factors, along with con- 
sumer spending and residential construc- 
tion, that will contribute to the revival of 
general business activity in 1971, the 
bank said.

Dollars Are Put To Work 


An analysis of the Tax Reform Act of 


1969 and its effect on prospective in- 
vestors was recently | given by Paul J. 
Brack, president of Arlington Financial 
Services, Inc., in Elk Grove Village. 


Bruck said the new law has changed 


the tax incentives offered to individuals 
and corporations seeking to put their dol- 
lars to work. 


A tax shelter, according to Bruck, is 


the favorable treatment of an investment 
under the Internal Revenue Code. "The 
objective of the investor in making a tax- 
sheltered investment is to convert tax- 
payers' present ordinary income into fu- 
ture capital gains which are taxed at a 
lower rate," he said. 


Tax-sheltered investments include such 


areas as citrus groves, cattle breeding, 
equipment leasing, real estate and oil 
drilling, Bruck said. He offered individ- 
ual analyses of these investment ve- 
hicles. 


"Cattle breeding has had some of the 


attraction removed by the Tax Reform 
Act," said Bruck. "During participation 
the cash basis taxpayer may still deduct 
the expenses of feeding and maintaining 
the herd, but with certain limitations. 
Feed in excess of a year's requirement 
may have to be inventoried. 
, 


"It would appear that new citrus grove 


investments were hit hardest by the new 
law," said Bruck. "The write-off is re- 
duced and the rate at which long-term 
capital gains are taxed has been in- 
creased." 


Bruck said equipment leasing became 


popular as a sheltering opportunity with 
the advent of accelerated depreciation 
and the investment credit. 


"After Reform, maximum accelerated 


depreciation is still available even 
though the direct credit against the in- 
vestors tax has been eliminated, for all 
practical purposes, on equipment pur- 
chased after April, 1969, he said. Acceler- 
ated depreciation and excess interest ex- 
pense also qualify as tax preference 
items and possibly are subject to the 10 
per cent minimum tax penalty. 


Commercial real estate was hit hard 


by the new law, according to Bruck, 
while investment in residential realestate 


was given favorable treatment. 


The reduction in the oil depletion al- 


lowance from 27% per cent to 22 per cent 
is not of great consequence to the in- 
vestor compared to the benefits of in- 
tangible drilling costs, according to 
Brack. "During participation, an in- 
vestor may deduct from 70 per cent to 80 
per cent of the total investment as an 
intangible drilling cost deducation," said 
Bruck. "Depending upon the program 
structure, about 100 per cent of it will 


be deductible over a three-year period. It 
is important to note that no part of these 
deductible amounts has an adverse 
addback. recapture or inclusion factor as 
exists in other tax areas." 


Noting that by 1972 an effective 40 per 


cent taxation rate on long term gains 
over $50,000 will be in effect, Bruck con- 
cluded that investment in oil and gas 
stands alone as a vehicle fulfilling the 
requirements of the investor seeking the 
ideal tax dollar investment. 


Stolen Card Can 
Cost You Money 


Do you know the Illinois law regarding 


your responsibility for charges on lost or 
stolen credit cards? 


You have no responsibility if you have 


never used the card, stated Dorothy 
Goss, University of Illinois Extension 
family economics specialist. But if you 
have used the card and it is signed, you 
are liable up to $75 if someone else uses 
your lost or stolen card. 


For a previously used but unsigned 


card, you must assume liability for as 
much as S25 of the charges that the un- 
authorized person makes. 


If you have requested the card, your 


responsibility is contained in the agree- 
ment you signed with the issuing com- 
pany. Often your responsibility includes 
all charges until the company receives 
notification of the lost or stolen card. 


Miss Goss offered these precautions for 


credit card users: 


Carry your cards in such a way that 


you are unlikely to lose them. 


Make certain the sales clerk returns 


the card to you immediately after you 
make a purchase. 


Don't leave cards in the car for use by 


all family members. Thieves often check 
glove compartments for credit cards. 
Upon request, companies will issue dupli- 
cate cards so each family member can 
have his own card. 


Have a list readily available of what to 


do for each card you have in case of loss. 
This inofrmation — often on the back 
side of the card — may vary from com- 
pany to company. If you do not record 
This information — often on the bak 
may be delayed in reporting the loss 
while trying to find out the correct proce- 
dure. 


If you do lose your credit cards, call or 


telegraph the company immediately and 
then follow up with a registered letter so 
the company will have a record of your 
notification. 


Consider carrying insurance to cover 


costs related to credit card loss. Often 
you can have such coverage added to a 
household policy.

Finding A Cure 
For Cold Rooms 


Is there one room in your house which 


is persistently cold although the rest of 
the house Is comfortable? 


If so, the Chicago Better Heating-Cool- 


Ing Council has suggestions which may 
help you in finding a cure. 


Before you call in a heating contractor, 


make sure that all the heating unite in 
the room are working, If it is a hydronic 
(modern hot water) system, there may 
be air in that section of baseboard 
panel. This Is easy to fix, Find the near- 
est air vent (in newer homes they are 
usually located at the boiler), and after 
turning up your thermostat, open the 
vent until water escapes. 


In warm air systems, the damper in 


the register may be closed or clogged. 
This requires a good cleaning. 


If you have electric heat, the unit may 


not be working because of faulty wiring 
or because the thermostat may not be 
very sensitive to changes in the tempera- 
ture. 


If the heating units in the cold room 


are in good working order, the council 
suggests that you find out if they are ca- 
pable of handling the heat loss in this 
room. Unless you know how to calculate 
heat loss accurately, it will be best to 
call in a heating contractor. 


If your contractor says you need more 


heat, it will be relatively easy for him to 
add more baseboard panels if you have a 
hydronic system. On the other hand, 
there is another solution which may have 
longer-lasting benefits — cut down on the 
heat loss. 


Adding storm windows and doors, 


weatherstripping for windows and seal- 
ing cracks are important first steps to 
take. Putting a rug or carpeting on the 
floor will help. To do a really effective 
job of keeping the room free of drafts, 
the

adding 
in- 


sulation to the walls and exposed ceil- 
ings, and to floors over unheated ga- 
rages.

A Platter 


For both city and country folk, game is 


now a fairly common food item. Most 
game can be obtained from the market, 
particularly during fall 
and winter 


months, if you enjoy the products but not 
the sport. Duck and goose are now in 
season for hunters, and the Illinois quail 
and pheasant season opens Nov. 14. 


If you have a husband who is a hunter, 


by all means encourage him and admire 
the birds or bird he brings home. Cook it, 
serve it, make a party out of it for a few 
friends whose tastes are well enough 
known to be sure your feast will be ap- 
preciated. 


Roast A Wild Duck 


Not all wild ducks are good eating. The 


mallard is the most plentiful and best; 
teal and butterball are also good. Con- 
noisseurs of wild duck usually want them 
roasted whole and generally have them 
dressed at a market where removing 
feathers and cleaning is handled by ex- 
perts. As the flavor is quite gamey, don't 
stuff with any of the usual stuffings, Sim- 
ply fill cavities with lemon, onion, celery 
and parsley. 


Eleanor Lynch, author of Reynolds 


Wrap "Creative Cooking with aluminum 
foil," suggests Roast Wild Duck With 
Currant Sauce. 


Fill cavities with lemon wedges, slices 


of onion, celery tops and parsley sprigs. 
(These are for flavoring, not for eating.) 
Line a pan with foil, place a rack in the 
pan and arrange ducks on rack. Place 
strips of bacon or salt pork over ducks. 
Roast in a 450-degree oven for 40 min- 
utes, basting with drippings and a little 
white wine several times. Remove bacon 
or salt pork as soon as it is brown. 


REMOVE DUCK TO carving board, 


discard stuffing, and cover with foil to 
keep piping hot. Add a little brandy .and 
about Vt cup white wine for each duck to 


drippings in foil. Stir to dissolve browned 
on juices, then pour into a saucepan. 
Skim off fat. Add 1 tablespoon currant 
jelly for each duck and simmer until jel- 
ly is melted and sauce concentrated. 
Slice breast and thigh meat of duck with 
a very sharp knife in thin slices. It 
should be rare. Pour sauce over the 
duck. 


Wild rice, watercress and cooked brus- 


sels sprouts should go with this, epicu- 
rean duck. 


WILD DUCK COUNTRY STYLE 


There is little meat except on the 


breasts of wild duck. Also, it is hard to 
remove the feathers. Many people be- 
lieve the best way to handle them is to 
cut out the breasts, remove the skin, and 
soak the breasts in a. pan of water to 
which has been added 2 tablespoons of 
salt and 1 tablespoon of soda for each 
gallon. Or, if you wish to keep them 
whole, remove insides and skin them, 
then soak for about 8 hours. Salt and 
soda water help to remove the gamey 
taste. Be sure to cut away any shot or 
flesh marked by shot, as this will be 
strong. Rinse the ducks with fresh'water. 


then dry. They may now be wrapped in 
foil and frozen, or cooked within a day or 
two. 


Baked Duck Breasts 


Arrange duck breast in a foil-lined pan 


and sprinkle with salt, pepper, herbs, 
lemon juice, and top with strips of salt 
pork. Bake in a 375-degree oven for 40 
minutes, basting occasionally with a 
little boiling water or white wine and 
melted 
butter. 
Remove breasts 
to 


serving platter, pour drippings into 
saucepan and remove all but a little of 
the fat. Stir in flour, add water or chick- 
en broth and stir and cook until thick- 
ened. Add additional seasonings to taste. 


Roast Whole Ducks 


Fill cavities with sliced apples, onions

and carrots. Arrange in a foil-lined roast- 
ing pan. Place a slice of salt pork over 
each breast. Roast in a 375-degree oven 
for 1 to 1H hours, basting frequently 
with boiling water or white wine and 
melted butter. Discard stuffing. Cut 
ducks in half to serve them; make gravy 
as for duck breasts. 


Serve duck breasts or whole ducks 


with tart applesauce and wild or brown 
rice and hearty fall vegetables, such as 
turnips, cauliflower or squash. 


Wild Rice Stuffing is a chicken-fla- 


vored stuffing which can be used with 
either wild duck or pheasant. 


WILD RICE STUFFING 


% cup (4 ounces) wild rice 
3Va cups chicken broth 


1 small onion, chopped 
3 tablespoons chopped 


celery 


4 tablespoons butter 
2 tablespoons chopped parsley 


Giblets, cooked 


Vi teaspoon salt 


Grating of fresh pepper 


% teaspoon poultry seasoning 


Wash rice through several waters; add 


to boiling chicken broth. Cook covered, 
stirring occasionally, for about 40 min- 
utes or until all water is absorbed. Saute 
onion, celery in the butter; add with 
chopped parsley, giblets and seasonings 
to the rice. Makes 3 cups of stuffing, 
enough for 2 pheasant, or 1 duck. 


Pheasant: The Royal 


Family Among Birds 


Cooking pheasant is decided by age. If 


the spur at the back of the foot is pliable 
and the end is rounded you have a young 
bird appropriate for roasting. Older birds 
had better be cooked in the pressure 
cooker or pot roast fashion. 


Braised celery, wild rice or the brown 


variety of rice along with cranberry jelly 
and all tart jellies are good company for 
pheasant. 
, Refrigerate pheasant with a few stalks 
of celery inside each bird for 2 days be- 
fore cooking. One pheasant serves 2 to 4. 


Pheasant is regarded as royal family 


among game birds. It is expensive, it is 
rare, and the bird is very, very dry. It 
should be well "larded" to produce a 
moist delicious roast bird. 


- 
"THE COOKBOOK of Fabulous Foods 


for People You Love" by Carol Coggins, 
suggests two ways for achieving a moist 
bird. One is conventional and time con- 
suming; the other is effective and re- 
quires no watching at all. Roast Phea- 
sant Au Vin Blauc is the former; phea- 
sant can be roasted in a paper bag for 
the more convenient method. 


To prepare pheasant for roasting, in 


case th heunter didn't do it: Allow phea- 
sant to develop slight aroma, usually 
about 4 to 5 days after it is killed, and 
the breast begins to change color. Only 
then must the bird be plucked and 
cleaned for cooking, much as you would 
a chicken. Fill the cavity lightly with a 
stuffing with lots of butter in it or put a 
whole quartered orange inside. 


ROAST PHEASANT 


AU VIN BLANC 


A brace of pheasants (2 birds) 
prepared for roasting 


J/4 pound butter softened 
Vz cup bacon drippings, softened 
2 cups dry white wine 
1 teaspoon salt 
% teaspoon freshly ground 


pepper 
Soften the butter and bacon drippings 


by allowing them to stand at room tem- 
perature. Mix together and use them to 
coat the birds so they have a thick, even 
layer of the fat. Place in open roasting 
pan and bake in a slow oven (325 degree) 
until tender, 1 to IVi hours. Baste 
frequently with a wine mixture which is 
made by combining the salt and pepper 
with the white wine. Serves 2. 


PHEASANT ROASTED 


In Paper Bag: 


Proceed exactly as you would for 


roasting the pheasant in the oven with 
this one exception. Prepare the wine 
sauce, dunk 2 slices of dry bread in it 
until they absorb the wine, then place 
one inside each bird. Oil two brown pa- 
per bags, large enough to completely 
cover the bird and be twisted shut at the 
end, by pouring about 1/3 to1 % cup cook- 
ing oil into the bag and shaking and turn- 
ing it until it is wen coated. Put the 
birds one inside each bag, twist the aids 
shut tightly, place in a roasting pan and 
bake in a very slow oven (300 degrees) 2 
hours without opening the bags.

Our hearts may sdll belong to Daddy, 


but some of our taste buds seem to have 
slipped quietly down across the border to 
Mexico. Restaurants and food companies 
report an unprecedented boom in Mexi- 
can-style cuisine' all across the country. 


Mexican food is fun. Much of it is 


snack oriented or can at least be adapted 
to snacks. The snappy chili flavor that is 
so characteristic brings a refreshing 
change to the American diet. Any ratal 
becomes a fiesta. Of course, key to the 
new popularity is the happy discovery 
that we can have a taste of Mexico with- 
out scorching our palate. 


It's still true that the Mexicans them- 


selves like their food a lot hotter than the 
average American does, but there is 
more to their cooking than beat. Chili 
powder, which gives us a taste of Old 
Mexico, is a blend of several flavors. The 
heat is in the chili peppers it contains, 
but there are many kinds of chilies used 
in Mexico, not all of them fiery. In addi- 
tion to the peppers, chili powder contains 
oregano, cumin seed and garlic — sea- 
sonings that are extremely popular south 
of the border. Depending on the manu- 
facturer, it may also include such as 
ground cloves, ground allspice and some- 
times powdered onion. 


November is a good time to try these 


Mexican adaptations from the test kitch- 
ens of the American Spice Trade Associ- 
ation. 


TORTAS COMPUESTAS 
(Mexican Sandwiches) 


1 can (1 Ib. 4 oz.) red kidney beans 
1 teaspoon chili powder 
% teaspoon salt 
% teaspoon ground black pepper 
1/8 teaspoon garlic powder 


4 individual French rolls 
% cup finely shredded lettuce 
1 large tomato, thinly sliced 


]A pound thinly sliced cooked pork, 


tongue, turkey or ham 


1 avocado peeled and thinly sliced

Sparks Sales Promotion 


What to do with 10.1 billion pounds of 


rice? That's what we've got on hand 
these days — about 50 pounds for each 
man, woman and child. 


Well, actually it only comes to 30 


pounds apiece after the rice is milled. 
And you don't really have to eat your 
whole 30-pound share though it would 
help if you'd do a little something to in- 
crease the eight pounds you ate last year 
(that is, if you beEeve per capita con- 
sumption figures). 


We'll send a lot of that rice overseas, 


where people really are rice-eaters — 
some places they eat more than a pound 
a day. Fact is, during the past couple of 
years, we've become the world's biggest 
rice exporter. In the past, Burma and 
Thailand held that title. 


But still, we've got a lot of rice — 


more than can be sent overseas or used 
at home, unless we get busy and eat 
some more. 


SO THE U. S. Department of Agricul- 


ture's Plentiful Foods Program is pulling 
out all the stops in November and De- 
cember to call this fact to your attention, 
to help get the currently abundant sup- 
plies off the grocer's shelves and onto 
your dinner plate. Or soup bowl. Or des- 
sert dish. 


There are all kinds of ways to use rice, 


and USDA and the food trades which co- 
operate in promoting plentiful foods are 
going to see to it that you hear about 
them. 


For example, here are some ideas sug- 


gested by USDA's Plentiful Foods Pro- 
gram Staff: 


Cook rice in tomato juice and serve 


topped with cheese sauce. 


Serve creamed salmon, hard-cooked 


eggs, peas and pimiento over hot fluffy 
rice. 


Pour hot chili con carne over cooked 


rice. 


Add rice to homemade vegetable soup 


. about 20 minutes before cooking time is 
over. 


MAKE A RICE salad using rice, min- 


ced onion, shredded cabbage, celery, cut- 
up fresh or canned tomatoes, and serve 
on salad greens with French dressing. 


Pour hot pea soup over rice, and add 


frizzled luncheon meat. 


Mix sweetened, 
cooked rice with 


whipped cream and layer in parfait 
glasses with cling peach slices. 


And don't forget good old rice pudding. 
While you're in the kitchen stirring up 


the pudding, USDA and the rice industry, 
retailers, wholesalers and food service 
people (those who operate restaurants, 
cafeterias 
and other 
eating 
estab- 


lishments) will be out there stirring up 


ideas for pushing rice through advertis- 
ing and promotion. 


Several large supermarket chains have 


promised to give rice prominent billing 
in their ads and store displays during 
November and December. 


DINAH SHORE is going to plug rice — 


and other items on USDA's monthly 
Plentiful Foods List — on her new day- 
time TV show. 


Newspaper and magazine food editors 


will be running recipes and feature sto- 
ries on rice, cooperating as they regu- 
larly do with the Plentiful Foods Pro- 
gram. 


Even NASA (National Aeronautics and 


Space Administration) is getting into the 
act. NASA has promised to lend its 
mock-up of the lunar landscape at Hous- 
ton for some promotional picture-taking 
— featuring a make-believe astronaut 
and the ever-present rice. 


And at the annual Pan American Hos- 


pitality Exposition in Miami, the rice in- 
dustry is going to give away a ton of the 
nourishing little nuggets. 


Now, then — how about mixing up a 


batch of chop suey — a nice curry — a 
rice-stuffing for your Thanksgiving or 
Christmas turkey — or maybe just a 
plain dish of rice with butter or gravy?

"I became acquainted with yeast 


dough in a junior high home economics 
course," Sue explained. She examined 
bread recipes in her mother's cookbooks 
to find one that suited her.

That was two short years ago; now Sue 


handles yeast dough with the expertise of 
an experienced chef! Her bread has a 
light, even texture with a crispy, golden 
crust. 


HER INTEREST IN cooking dates 


back even further. She started to learn 
by helping her mother in the kitchen 
when she was about 10. This piqued her 
curiosity, and she began to read recipes, 
then try them, 


"Sue is far more adventuresome than 


I," said her mother, Pauline, who is an 
excellent cook in her own right.

hanced by onion, garlic, Worcestershire 
sauce and catsup. Beef strips and mush- 
rooms are added, with sour cream blend- 
ed in. It is served over boiled rice. 


Although made in a matter of minutes, 


the recipe turns leftovers into, elegant 
family or company fare. 


When time permits, Sue likes to sur- 


prise her family with a special dessert. 
Not one to rely on mixes, she prefers 
baking from scratch. 


Eye appeal is as important to this 


youthful cook as flavor; thus a colorful 
cherry cake is one of her favorites. This 
consists of a layer of yellow cake batter 
and a layer of canned cherry filling 
baked in an oblong pan with a streussel 
topping. Moist in textitfe, it will keep 
well — providing that your family 
doesn't gobble it up! 


to addition to her parents, Sue's family 


includes her brothers, John, 19, a soph- 
omore at Purdue University, and Tom, 
16, a high school junior. 


SUE'S CREATIVITY carries over into

Let rise in a warm 
place, free from draft, until doubled in 
bulk, about one hour.

Divide in half; let rest 15 to 20 min- 


utes. Shapte into loaves. Place in greased 
bread pans, 9 by 5 by 3-inches. 


Cover again with waxed paper and a 


towel. Let rise in a warm place, free 
from draft, until center is slightly higher 
than pon, about one hour. 


Before baking, brush top of bread with 


melted butter for a golden crust. Bake in 
hot oven, 400 degrees, about 50 minutes. 
Bread is done when it sounds hollow 
when tapped. Cook out of pan on racks. 
Yield: two loaves. 


BEEF STROGANOFF 


J/2 cup chopped onion 
1 small clove garlic or garlic salt 
2 tablespoons butter 
2 tablespoon flour 


% cup water plus liquid 


from mushrooms 


2 beef bouillon cubes, crushed 
1 teaspoon Worcestershire sauce 
2 tablespoons catsup 


1% to 2 cups cooked beef, 


cut in strips 


1 4-ounce can mushrooms 
% cup sour cream (optional) 
Cook onion and garlic in melted butter 


until onion is clear. Blend in flour. Add 
liquid from mushrooms and bouillon 
cubes which have been dissolved in the 
water.

3 eggs

Cream butter and sugar until light and 


fluffy. Add eggs and beat thoroughly.

What's Thawing For Dinner? 


Temperature Is The Key 


by CHARLOTTE ERICKSON 


The answer to many problems in cook- 


ing is to maintain the proper tempera- 
ture in both your oven and freezer. This 
has become very obvious to me during 
the question and answer sessions con- 
ducted after my talks and cooking dem- 
onstrations. 
Most 
food 
failures 
are 


caused by either freezing, storing or 
cooking it at an improper temperature. 
It is very simple for you to make the 
proper diagnosis. 
Thermometers 
are 


quite inexpensive, especially when con- 
sidering the high cost of food that may 
be spoiled. When you are baking breads, 
cakes and cookies you cannot expect the 
proper results if your oven temperature 
is off. 


The same may also be said for your 


freezer. Food stored above 0 degrees 
Fahrenheit will not keep and retain its 
nutritional quality as compared to food 
frozen and kept at 0 degrees or less. In 
fact, if your freezer will allow it, I would 
suggest that you maintain 10 degrees be- 
low 0 temperature. Not only is this better 
for your food, but it also gives you a 
hedge against the time that you might 
wish to freeze a larger quantity of food 
or in the event of electrical failure. A 
year of storage at 0 degrees Fahrenheit 
is roughly equivalent to 5 months at 5 
degrees Fahrenheit, 2 months at 10 de- 
grees Fahrenheit and 1 month at 15 de- 
grees Fahrenheit, 1 week at 25 degrees 
Fahrenheit and only 1 day at 30 degrees 
Fahrenheit. 


If your freezer compartment will not 


register at 0 degrees, use your food 
quickly. Some people say, "Well, my 
food is frozen solid." Water freezes at 32 
degrees and is just as solid at 32 degrees 
as it is at 0. This is absolutely no in- 
dication as to the correct freezer tem- 
perature. Invest in a small freezer ther- 
mometer to make sure that all the ex- 
pensive foods you have in your freezer 
are being stored properly. 


THE SAME can be said for oven 


temperatures. If you are baking at too 
high a heat you are inviting failure, as 
well as it you are baking at too low a 
temperature. Testing your oven tempera- 
ture is very simple. Place the thermome- 
ter in the center of the oven where you 
can read it through the glass or where 
you can read it quickly with the door 
very slightly ajar. The temperature 
drops quickly when the oven door is 
opened. 


Ovens have different cycling patterns, 


but there usually is a range of 40 degrees 
between the high and low points. That is 
to say, that within a cycle 20 degrees 
above or btetow the temperature setting 
is within the variable limits. Now, with 
the thermometer in the oven record the 
temperature reading at 5 minute inter- 
vals for approximately % hour. If your 
temperature reading is no more than 50 
degrees higher or lower than your set- 
ting, the easy solution is simply to set 
your dial that much higher or lower than 
the recipe calls for. Just remember to do 
this consistently. I understand some 
ranges have thermostats that can be ad- 
t 


justed according to the user's manual. 
Otherwise, call your serviceman and 
have him adjust or repair your oven 
thermostat. 


It may also be well to check the relia- 


bility of your oven both at 400 degrees 
and at 200 degrees. Some ovens are more 
accurate within one range than in anoth- 
er. So, if you've been having rather dis- 
couraging results with your baking, this 
would be the first thing to check. 


You should have fine results with the 


following recipe if your oven thermostat 
is accurate. 


Filbert Torte has littte flour in it; the 


ground nuts serve as the "flour." It is a 
light and rich European cake that will 
make 20 to 25 servings. Serve in thin 
slices. Single recipe yields one 10-inch 
tube cake or 20-25 servings 


FILBERT TORTE 


1 pound filberts or hazelnuts 


(blanched or unblanched)* 


12 egg yolks 
2 cups sugar 
% cup sifted flour 


• 
1 teaspoon grated lemon rind 
2 tablespoons lemon juice 


V& teaspoon vanilla 
% teaspoon salt 
% teaspoon cinnamon 
% teaspoon mace 
12 egg whites, beaten stiffly 
Preheat to 325 degrees. Grind filberts, 


using fine blade of food chopper or grind 
in blender about Vt pound at a time. In a 
large mixing bowl, beat egg yolks thor- 
oughly, gradually adding sugar. Beat un- 
til thick and lemon colored, approximate- 
ly 5 to 8 minutes at medium fast speed. 
Add flour, lemon rind, lemon juice, vanil- 
la, salt, cinnamon and mace, mixing 
well. Now add the ground nuts. 


In a separate bowl beat egg whites un- 


til stiff. Fold into nut mixture one-fourth 
at a time. Line bottom of an ungreased 
10-inch tube pan with waxed paper, fill 
with batter and bake at 325 degrees for 1 
hour and 10 minutes or longer. Be sure 
to test for doneness. Invert on flat sur- 
face to cool. When completely cool, loo- 
sen cake with spatula or knife and re- 
move from pan. Dust with confectioners 
sugar and garnish with whole blanched 
filberts dipped in semi-sweet chocolate. 


TO BLANCH FILBERTS 


(Hazelnuts) 


Cover filberts with boiling water and 


continue boiling uncovered for about 8 
minutes. | Remove from heat, rinse with 
cold water and the skins will slip off eas- 
ily. Set nuts out on a flat pan to dry. If 
you wish to use them shortly, put them 
in a shallow pan in a preheated 300-de- 
gree oven for about 5 minutes. Turn with 
a spatula and return to oven for about 3 
additional minutes. If you wish nuts to 
have a slightly toasted flavor, return to 
oven for a few additional minutes until 
very lightly brown. 


* Although it is more work, slightly 


toasted and blanched filberts are much 
preferred in cakes and cookies. However, 
the choice is yours, and the Filbert Torte 
is delicious either way. 
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Color And Flavor 
In Salmon Combo 


In a section of France in the south- 


ernmost tip bordering the Mediterra- 
nean, known as Provence,the epicure 
will find a haven of contentment. Here, 
as ia all regions of France, the French- 
man loves his food, but the cooking is the 
down to earth, no nonsense type of cook- 
ing in which economy plays an important 
role. 


The natives of Provence prefer olive 


oil to butter and garlic to truffles, and 
use both in lavish quantities. They make 
the most of the sheep which graze on the 
salt marshes, but what they do to fish is 
beyond reproach. Bouillabaisse, bour- 
ride, baudrois, brandade, each is a

strange local work defining an exotic yet 
inexpensive way of preparing the fruit of 
the Mediterranean; hearty dishes with 
little of the extravagance and subtleties 
of French cooking. 


They know that good fresh fish has an 


affinity to garlic, tomato and green vege- 
tables, and they are aware of the impor- 
tant role that color plays in the psy- 
chology of food. What more wonderful 
combinations of flavors and colors could 
one dream of than in a Proveneale rec- 
ipe for salmon divan? The pastel pink of 
salmon, resting on a bed of broccoli clus- 
ters, is bathed in a robust cheese sauce, 
brightened by specks of tomato, in- 
gredients that are available to American 
homemakers in all seasons of the year; 
ingredients that are colorful, flavorful 
and nourishing. Economical, too, for 
there is no shrinkage to salmon as it 
cooks and almost no waste to the con- 
tents of a can. Add to this the fact that 
salmon has rightfully earned its title of 
King of the Sea for its delicacy of flavor 
•and its richness of color and you have a 
dish which is bound to please. Good ac- 
companiments are a tossed green salad 
and hot French bread. 


SALMON DIVAN PROVENCALE 


1-pound can salmon 


Milk 


2 packages (10 ounces each) frozen 


broccoli spears 


4 tablespoons butter 
% teaspoon minced garlic 
5 tablespoons flour 
% teaspoon salt 
Vi teaspoon white pepper 
% cup shredded cheddar cheese 
1-pound can tomatoes, well drained 
2 tablespoons buttered bread crumbs 
Drain salmon into measuring cup and 


add milk to make a total of 1% cups 
liquid. Flake salmon into large chunks 
and set aside. Cook broccoli half as long 
as directed on package and drain thor- 
oughly.

In a saucepan melt butter. Add garlic 


and flour and cook, stirring, until mix- 
ture bubbles. Add salt and pepper. Grad- 
ually stir in salmon-milk mixture and 
cook, stirring, until sauce is thickened. 
Adj cheese andiconlicue to cggk iulirricg 


Add cheese and continue to cook, stir- 


ring until cheese is melted. Cut tomatoes 
into chunks and add to sauce. Pour 
sauce over salmon and broccoli. Sprinkle 
with bread crumbs. Bake in preheated 
400 degree oven for 20 to 25 minutes, or 
until crumbs are lightly browned. Serves 
4. 


The Way To A Man '* Heart 


The way to a man's heart is through 


liis stomach. Fact or fancy? It depends 
on tho objective, according to the Heart 
Association of'North Cook County. As a 
device for courtship days, the stomach to 
heart route shapes up merely as a ro- 
mantic cliche. 


However, at a diet-lieart workshop held 


at Evanston Hospital, 2500 north subur- 
ban homemnkers learned the cliche has 
taken on new significance. The work- 
shop, sponsored by the Heart Association 
of North Cook County and the North Sub- 
urban Association for Health Resources, 
discussed "The Way to Protect a Man's 
Heart" through low cholesterol, low satu- 


rated fat diets and weight control. 


Many people who show no evidence of 


having developed heart disease may be 
increasing their risk of heart attack by 
eating too many eggs, which are high in 
cholesterol, and too much meat, butter, 
cream and whole mlik, which are rich in 
saturated fats. 


TO REDUCE THIS risk, the North 


Cook Heart Association recommends a 
meal plan that is low in saturated fats 
and cholesterol and still provides all the 
essential nutrients. 


Certain moderate changes in eating 


and cooking habits have been shown to 
r e t a r d 
the development of athe- 


rosclerosis, a primary cause of heart at- 


tacks and strokes. 


Egg yolks and organ meats such as 


liver, kidney and sweetbreads are very 
high in cholesterol, and shellfish have 
moderate amounts. However, foods of 
plant origin such as fruit, vegetables, 
grains, cereals and nuts have no choles- 
terol. 


Saturated fats tend to raise the level of 


cholesterol in the blood. These fats are 
found in many animal products and a 
few vegetable products. Foods containing 
a high proportion of saturated animal 
fats include beef, lamb, pork and ham, 
butter, whole milk, cream, and cheeses 
made from whole milk and cream. Satu- 
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rated vegetable fats are found in coconut 
oil, chocolate, and many solid shorten- 
ings. 


Polyunsaturated fats tend to lower the 


cholesterol level. These usually are liq- 
uid oils of vegetable origin, such as corn, 
cottonseed, safflower. 


A risk-reducing diet can be adopted 


without drastic changes. The Heart Asso- 
ciation recommends: 


EAT NO MORE than three egg yolks a 


week. 


EAT MORE meals of fish, veal, chick- 


en and turkey, which contain small 
amounts of saturated fats, and fewer 
meals of fatty beef, lamb, pork and ham. 


USE SKIM milk, fortified with vita- 


mins A and D, and cheese made from 
skim milk instead of whole milk and 
cream, and cheeses made from whole 
milk and cream. 


INSTEAD OF butter, use margarines 


rich in polyunsaturated fats. Substitute 
polyunsaturated vegetable oils for lard 
and other solid cooking fats. 


FOR A nutritionally sound diet, the 


daily meal plan should also include vege- 
tables, fruit, cereals, and breads made 
with a minimum of saturated fat. Among 
these breads are white enriched bread, 
whole wheat, French, Italian, pump- 
ernickel and rye bread, and English muf- 
fins, 


Mostly 
for Men

On a cool fall evening there's some- 


thing about the aroma of a pork roast 
"mit" sauerkraut that sends one to the 
table eager and hungry. 


This recipe is a combination of glazed 


pork roast, kraut, and pan browned red 
potatoes which offers hearty and de- 
licious fare.1 


I used a 2 pound piece of pork tender- 


loin but it could just as easily have been 
a loin, rib or shoulder roast .The princi- 
pal point is to cook pork slowly and until 
it's well done, about 35 minutes per 
pound or until a meat thermometer 
reaches 185 degrees. 


Score the fat side of the roast, rub with 


salt and pepper and stick with a few 
whole cloves. Place the roast on a rack 
in the center of a suitably sized pan and 
surround with 1 quart of good quality 
sauerkraut. 


BAKE IN A 350-degree oven. While the 


roast and kraut are cooking, mix 1 cup 
apricot juice, 2 cups water, % cup brown 
sugar, and 1 tablespoon corn starch. Af- 


ter the roast has been in the oven begin 
basting with the apricot-brown sugar 
mixture. Brush on frequently during re- 
maning cooking time until the roast 
takes on a beautiful golden glaze. 


For the browned potatoes, put 8 me- 


dium sized reds in a pan and cover with 
water. Bring to a boil, covered, and cook 
for 15 minutes. Drain off water and allow 
potatoes to cool slightly, then hold with a 
fork and remove skins with a sharp 
knife. 


Cover the bottom of an iron skillet with 


fresh bacon drippings and add the peeled 
whole potatoes. Put the skillet in the 
oven, along with the roast and kraut and 
cook for at least 30 minutes or more, 
turning the potatoes as they brown. 


When ready to serve, remove the roast 


to a board and slice, then place in the 
center of a platter and surround with the 
sauerkraut. The potatoes — prepared in 
real Irish fashion — are best Served sep- 
arately. 


If using a roast other than tenderloin, 


which is boneless, allow about a half 
pound per serving. 


Scientist Notes Dangers 


In Meat Inspection Bill 


One of the country's leading micro- 


biologists has issued a warning that two 
meat import inspection bills now before 
Congress are potentially harmful to con- 
sumers. 


Dr. E. M. Foster, director of the Food 


Research Institute of the University of 
Wisconsin, and president of the Ameri- 
can Society for Microbiology, has issued 
a statement on companion bills S. 3942, 
introduced by Senator Mansfield, and H. 
R. 17444, by Representative Melcher, 
both of Montana. 


The bills would require piece-by-piece 


inspection of all canned and frozen meats 
as they enter this country. Cans of pro- 
cessing meat would have to be opened, 
and frozen meats thawed. 


"It is my opinion," Dr. Foster said, 


"that gross piece-by-piece inspection of 
imported meat products on arrival in the 
United States would accomplish little in 
improved consumer protection. In fact, it 
would actually do more harm than good 
by providing circumstances under which 
spoilage and potentially harmful micro- 
organisms might grow after frozen meat 
is defrosted or after cans of heat treated 
meat are opened.'? 


SENATOR MANSFIELD'S bill has al- 


ready passed the Senate despite charges 
by critics that it is trade protectionism in 
the disguise of consumer protection. 


At present imported meat is inspected 


by officials in the countries of origin. The 
only foreign meat plants which may ship 
here are those which have been certified 


by United States Department of Agricul- 
ture review officers as having facilities 
and physical set-ups equal to the best 
plants here. The imported meat is in- 
spected again upon arrival here on a 
sampling basis by U.S.D.A. officials. 


Dr. Foster claims that even if the in- 


spection procedures in the Mansfield and 
Melcher bills were adopted they would, 


"offer no significant protection against 
the common food-borne disease organ- 
isms." 


"It would seem," Dr. Foster said, 


"that inspection activities should be con- 
centrated at the slaughter houses in the 
countries of origin where at least there is 
opportunity to detect insanitation and 
gross disease." 


Soup Fits The Budget 


A country-soup supper provides an in- 


expensive but appetizing meal, one that 
men especially will like. Serve the meal- 
in-a-pot with a crusty bread and salad 
and perhaps a dessert such as blueberry 
cobbler. 


After so many excessively heavy and 


rich meals the last few weeks, even 
guests will appreciate a flavorful simple, 
soup dinner.

BRUSSELS SPROUTS

2 pints (4 cups) cherry tomatoes,

sonings. Stir over medium heat until 
cheese melts. Pour sauce over brussels 
sprouts. Broil 3 inches from source of 
heat 2 minutes, or until sauce lightly 
browns. 


The Miracle Bean 
Ripe Olives; 


You might not think that oleomarga- 


rine and non-dairy coffee creamers have 
something in common, but they do. Both 
are made from soybeans. 


Sometimes called the "miracle bean," 


the soybean has a high percentage of oil 
and protein, each of which has many 
uses. For example, soy protein is used in 
coffee creamers, while soy oil is used in 
margarine. 


To obtain these valuable byproducts, 


soybeans are put through a process 
called solvent extraction during which 
the oil is removed from the bean. The 
result is a crude oil and rough meal. The 
rough meal can be fed to livestock as a 
protein supplement or processed into soy 
flour. From soy flour, pure vegetable 
protein can be extracted and used in a 
variety of products for human con- 
sumption. 


THE CRUDE OIL is edible. It has a 


dark color and a sweet, nutty flavor. But 
most Americans prefer oil with a neutral 
flavor so the oil is usually refined. Re- 
fined soybean oil has an attractive color, 
lighter than corn oil. It also has the de- 
sired mild flavor and longer shelf life 
than crude soybean oil. You will find that 
most cooking and salad oils labeled only 
"vegetable oil" are primarily soybean 
oil. 


But cooking and salad oils are relative- 


ly recent markets for soybean oil. For 
the past 20 years, it has been the main 
vegetable oil used in making oleomarga- 
rine. 


Most margarine, in fact, is 80 per cent 


hydrogenated soybean oil with salt, dry 
skim milk and water making up the dif- 
ference. 
Many vegetable shortenings 


used for baking and frying are also made 
from soybean oil. 
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The meal from soybeans is just as ver- 


satile as the oil. The rough meal is 
ground into a fine soy flour. Not normal- 
ly found at the supermarket, soy flour is 
often available at specialty stores. This 
flour cannot be used alone, in bakery 
products because it does not contain 
enough gluten, which gives cohesiveness 
to dough, but it can be mixed with wheat 
flour to make a more nutritious bread. 


The most important contribution of soy 


flour, from a nutritional standpoint, is its 
high protein content. 


Although different from animal and 


dairy protein, plant protein is just as 
good for both adults and children. For 
this reason many people turn to the plant 
world — especially soybeans — for their 
protein. 


SOY PROTEIN IS particularly popular 


with people allergic to animal or dairy 
protein, those on low cholesterol diets 
(soybeans contain no cholesterol), and 
religious and philosophical vegetarians. 
Institutional use of soy protein, in the 
form of artificial meats, is also increas- 
ing. 


Among other popular soy protein prod- 


ucts are non-dairy coffee creamers, ijon- 
egg meringues," baby formulas, and new 
foods such a wheat-soy macaroni and 
porridge called CSM (corn, soy, and non- 
fat dry milk) which can also be baked. 
CSM is available at some supermarkets, 
and wheat-soy macaroni may be avail- 
able soon. 


Golden in color, wheat-soy macaroni 


has more protein than regular macaroni 
and docs not stick together when cooked. 
The U.S. Department of Agriculture is 
now buying this tasty, protein-packed 
macaroni for distribution to needy fami- 
lies and schools because its purpose in 
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these programs is to provide the most 
nutrition per pound of food. 


When any of the soybean products such 


as wheat-soy macaroni or soybean salad 
oil brought by USDA for its distribution 
programs, they receive the same thor- 
ough inspection as other foods purchased 
by USDA. 


Soybean products are tested for quality 


by trained technicians of the Grain Divi- 
sion of USDA's Consumer and Marketing 
Service. In the Grain Division's labora- 
tories in Beltsville, Md., technicians test 
oil products for color, flavor, pliability, 
and keeping qualities. 


THEY TEST MEAL products such as 


the wheat-soy macaroni for appearance, 
protein content (to determine that the 
required amount of soy flour was added), 
and moisture content (too much moisture 
will reduce storability). All products 
must meet government specifications or 
they are not purchased or distributed. 
This ensures that needy families and 
school-children receive only the best. 


By now you may be wondering why 


you didn't know you were using so many 
soybean products. Federal labeling laws 
do not require that the specific type of 
vegetable oil or protein be named. Most 
labels for cooking or salad oils, there- 
fore, only say "vegetable oil." 


THE SMALL-PRINT ingredients list 


may include the specific kind, such as 
soybean oil. By the same token, the in- 
gredients list on a jar or box of non-dairy 
coffee creamer may only say "vegetable 
protein." Nonetheless, most vegetable 
protein and oil products are made from 
soybeans. So read the fine print if you 
want to know when you are buying the 
oil or protein of the "miracle bean."

such as emulsifier, di-gylceride or but- 
ylated hydroxanisole puzzle or frighten 
you? There's really no need to be 
alarmed. 


Muriel Brink, University of Illinois Ex- 


tension foods and nutrition specialist ex- 
plains that food additives are needed to 
inhibit food spoilage and to maintain uni- 
form consistency. Although food addi- 
tives are used for many other reasons, 
these are two common purposes. 


Bread, cheese, syrup, fruit juices, 


shortenings and cake mixes often contain 
additives to maintain appearance, pal- 
atability and wholesomnses. You may 
have read many of these chemical 
names on food labels: propionic acid, as- 
corbic acid, butylated hydroxyanisole 
( B H A ) or butylated hydroxytoluene 
(BHT). Although they may sound fore- 
boding, they actually help to delay un- 
desirable changes in food caused by mi- 


crobial growth or oxidation. In other 
words, these additives prolong the shelf- 
life of certain foods. 


On the labels of baked goods, cake 


mixes, salad dressings, ice cream or 
chocolate milk you'll often see lecithin, 
mono-and di-glycerides or gum arable 
listed. By serving as emulsifiers or sta- 
bilizers, these additives import and 
maintain consistency. 


Emulsifiers permit the distribution of 


tiny particles of one liquid in another liq- 
uid. Therefore, they improve the texture, 
homogeneity and keeping-quality of vari- 
ous foods. 


Stablizers and thickeners give smooth, 


uniform textures and flavors as well as 
consistency. 


To further relieve your fears, com- 


mercial industries cannot use food addi- 
tives without a regulation issued by the 
Food and Drug Administration that per- 
mits use of the additive.

Italian Style

good Italians when it comes to saucing 
pastas, topping pizzas, floating in min- 
estrone and shining on the antipasta 
tray. Ripe olives' mellow, nutty flavor 
blends beautifully with the herbs and 
cheese so prominent in Italiam cuisine 
and th'eir meaty texture helps round out 
meatless dishes. 


Instead of the usual sauce-over-pasta 


spaghettis, we've come up with a quick 
a 1 l-in-one version. Simmer browned 
ground beef, onion, celery and spaghetti 
together in one pot, then add ripe olives, 
cheese and pimiento when' the noodles 
are tender. And that's all there is to it! A 
good dish for toting to potluck suppers, it 
stays hot a long time and is easy to mul- 
tiply for larger groups. 


Ripe olive lasagne is another favorite 


with a time saving short cut. The well 
seasoned sauce combines tuna with can- 
ned cream of celery soup and requires 
no preliminary cooking. Put together 
layers of cooked lasagne, sauce, three 
ch'eeses and ripe olives and bake in the 
oven. A big green salad is all that's 
needed to go with this hearty entree. 


Consider ripe olives, too, for dressing 


up vegetables. Mix them with chopped 
spinach and capers to heat in a garlic 
seasoned olive oil. On other occasions, 
you might put ripe olives in cream sauce 
to go over vegetables.

This 
past year mushroom output was in- 
creased 
by 3 per cent to a huge 


194,000,000 pounds. Because mushrooms 
are as rich in flavor as they are light in 
weight, even a few mushrooms — fresh, 
canned or frozen — add epicurean flavor 
and pleasing texture to many thrifty 
main dishes, 


A pound of fresh mushrooms, or its 


processed equivalent, can add appetite 
appeal to several meals in a small house- 
hold. Add a few sliced to scrambled eggs 
for breakfast, to a tossed salad for lunch, 
to green beans, tomatoes or other vege- 
tables for dinner and, equally good, to 
sauces, stuffings and garnishes for meats 
and main dishes. 


CANNED AND frozen mushrooms are 


ready to use, so no further preparation is 
necessary. Fresh mushrooms are readied 
almost as easily.. Don't peel them, for 
instance. This is not only extra work but 
wastes good mushroom flavor. Do slice 
off a thin bit of the stem end if it appears 
brown, but use the rest of the stem. 


Cook mushrooms briefly, especially

Combine 3% quarts (14 
cups) dry bread cubes, Vt cup chopped 
parsley, 1 tablespoon sage, 1 teaspoon 
pepper and 1 teaspoon poultry seasoning.

our investigation." 


Although more than 100 people have 


been question by authorities so far, Dru- 
ry said investigators "are keeping a 
close eye" on several who have been 
mentioned recurrently.

owned stables in this area and their ri- 
valry allegedly stems from a bitter busi- 
ness competition. 


Silas Jayne, as well as other members 


of the Jayiw family, have been ques- 
tioned by investigators. 


The Palatine police are now working 


closely with the IBI, the Cook County 
Sheriff's Police and several other outside 
agencies including the State Police on 
the Jayne case 


Jayne, 47, was killed by a single 30- 


cal. bullet firtjd through the basement 


window of bis palatial home, which is 
perched on a knoll overlooking his three- 
acre estate. 


Police theorized the assailant parked 


his car near Tweed Street (the closest 
street to the basement window) and ap- 
proached the house under the cover of 
darkness.

Marion, their daughter, Linda and hei 
husband, Mickey Wright of Chicago at 
the time of his death 


The family get-together was called to 


celebrate the 16th birthday of George 
Jayne Jr, who was upstairs when his 
fattier was killed.

The League of Women Voters of the 


Arlington Heights-Mount Prospect area 
this week issued a fact sheet on low and 
moderate income housing 


Based on the League of Women Voters 


national program, the fact sheet was pre- 
pared to update the members' own infor- 
mation, and to make the information 
available to the public 


The national organization agrees there 


is a need foi low and moderate income 
housing throughout the nation, and that 
both governing officials and the private 
sector share in the responsibility for pro- 
viding a remedy to the problem. 


The fact bheet was prepared after local 


league members spent months reading 
material available: and talking with vil- 
lage officials, officials in the Department 
of Housing and Urban Development 
(HL'D) and with the Clerics of St. Viator 
who have agreed to use 15 acres of their 
land m Arlington Heights for the devel- 
opment of low, moderate and upper in- 
come housing. 


MRS. RUSSELL Gardner, president of 


the local league, said the main purpose 
of the fact sheet was to answer some of 
the many questions which have come up 
since a proposal to build low and moder- 
ate income housing \vas piesented in Ar- 
lington Heights 


The league's membership includes 


about 150 residents of Wheeling and Elk 
Grove Townships as> well as members 
from the Schaumburg and Hoffman Es- 
tates area. 


The fact sheet is set up with a short 


introduction followed by questions and 
answers. 


In the introduction, the league stated, 


"The Viatorian Order made the decision 
this year to make 15 acres of its Arling- 
ton Heights property available for a low, 
moderate and upper income housing de- 
velopment 
The decision raised many 


questions from borne segments of the 
community. 


"Because one of the league's piime 


roles is to inform the public on topical 
issues, we present answers below to 
some of the questions frequently asked " 


IN ANSWERING how housing pro- 


grams are financed, the league stated: 
"There is no such thing as low cost hous- 
ing Federal programs require housing to 
be equal to. but not exceed, the quality of 
new, modest-cost housing constructed in 
the same locaht> during the same time 
period " 


The fact sheet statcb the only piece of 


land now available for low and moderate 
income housing is located in Arlington 
Heights. "Giving our village the opportu-

Still searching for final figures the day 


after the general election, the losers in 
Wheeling Township were happy while the 
winners were unhappy. 


The paradox resulted when the voters 


in the traditionally Republican township 
produced pluralities for the GOP candi- 
dates, but in some cases not as large as 
expected 


The domination of Democratic candi- 


dates throughout the state and county 
added to the Republican dismay and the 
Democrat's delight. 


James McCabe, Wheeling Township 


Democratic 
committeeman, 
said 
he 


didn't expect the ticket to win in the 
township, but "definitely expected to do 
better than in the past." McCabe added, 
"Nobody (Democrats) has ever won out 
here, but considering what we did this 
time we did fantastically well." 


ON THE OTHER side of the political 


fence, Richard Cowen, Wheeling Town- 
ship Republican Committeeman, said, 
"We're very happy with the performance 
of the Wheeling Township Republican or- 
ganization." 


Cowen, who said the voter turnout was 


about 80 per cent, added, "The township 
produced very spectacular pluralities es- 
pecially for county candidates and the 
state treasurer contest." The com- 
mitteeman said he expects that those 
pluralities will fall within those produced 
by the top five political units in the state. 


While the Republicans were happy 


with the pluralities produced in the town- 
ship for their candidates, the Democrats, 
although they lost in the township, were 
pleased with the gains they believe they 
made. 


"Democratic strength is increasing in 


the suburbs. If you're talking trends, the 


Democratic party has made tremendous 
inroads in the suburban areas. Forty- 
five per cent of the vote indicates a sub- 
stantial breakthrough," McCabe said. 


SPOKESMEN FOR both parties in- 


dicated the splitting of tickets by voters 
had a great effect on the results. 


M c C a b e said, "The split ticket 


throughout the county would indicate 
that the people are picking their candi- 
dates more than ever and are not just 
voting along party lines." He added,

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Students Aid Teachers ... 
On The 'Road' To Learning

"The elementary students get more in- 


dividual attention, and the high school 
students learn more responsibility" said 
a Dist. 59 school principal. He was dis- 
cussing the reasons behind a program in 
which students from Forest View High 
School help instruct children in Dist. 59 
elementary schools. 


The high school volunteer aide pro- 


gram was initiated by Leah Cummins, a 
member of the High School Dist. 214 
school board. She got the idea from a 
lecture series on education which was 
conducted at the University of Chicago 
two years ago. 


The main purpose of the program was 


to give the teachers in the elementary 
school 
systems 
help 
in 
conducting 


classes. The program also aids the high 
schools involved in that it provides high 
school students with a relevant activity, 
according to officials operating the pro- 
gram. 


Approximately 70 students at Forest 


View afe involved in the program with 
each student spending about an hour and 
10 minutes at one of five participating 
schools in Dist. 59. 


Jam'es Fay, principal at Jay School in 


Mount Prospect, is enthused with the 
program. It was initiated at his school as 


a pilot program last year with 20 high 
school students participating. 


"THE PURPOSE OF the program is 


to give the children more individualized 
attention. It reduces the teacher-pupil ra- 
tion which is good," said Fay. "If they 
can't respond to the teacher they can re- 
spond to the high school student working 
in the classroom. Silence is no longer 
gold'en in schools." 


Fay said the program is especially 


helpful to high school students who are 
"withdrawn" and find little to interest 
them in their high school activities. 


J. A. Wollenburg, director of the pro- 


gram at Forest View, said the purpose of 
the program is "not to serve as a dump- 
ing ground for troublemakers." 


"The motive is not to have 70 'bad 


eggs' and dump them on the elementary 
schools," said Wollenburg. "The students 
are those who have problems in that they 
. . . are introverted students." 


"YOUNG PEOPLE nowadays are very 


idealistic. They want something more 
relevant. They want immediate feedback 
that what they are doing is relevant, 
worthwhile," said Fay. 


The primary purpose of the high school 


students is to supervise the youngsters as 
they practice a lesson first initiated by 
the teacher. 


"What they do is drill the youngsters 


in some lesson the teacher already in- 
itiated. If the teacher tells the whole 
group of students how to break words 
down into syllables, the high school stu- 
dents take two or three of them aside 
and help them practice," said Fay. 


"All these kids need is a little push, a 


little more repetition," he added. 


The youngsters in the high schools do 


not receive any academic credit for the 
work they do in the elementary schools. 
They are referred to the high school 
counselor who then screens them before 
they are referred to the elementary 
school principal, who makes the final 
judgment as to whether or not they can 
participate in the program. 


Academic averages are not one of the 


prerequisites for getting accepted into 
the program according to Wollenburg 
and Fay. Instead, high school students 
who are interested in helping elementary 
school children, are sought for the pro- 
gram. 


"We have to assure that the youngsters 


in elementary schools are assured tha't 
someone is truly interested in what they 
are doing. This means individual atten- 
tion which the teacher can not always 
afford," said Fay.

The fact sheet states the only piece of 


land now available for low and moderate 
income housing is located in Arlington 
Heights, "Giving our village the opportu- 
nity to lead the way in solving an area- 
wide problem. 


"An indication of the need for housing 


can be'found in the fact that the North- 
west Opportunity Center in Rolling 
Meadows (which serves the Northwest 
suburban area) has received 200 requests 
for low and moderate income housing in 
the past six months and has been able to 
fill only 10." 


THE FACT SHEET states that "per- 


sons who are necessary to the commu- 
nity,but whose salaries are in the low or 
moderate income brackets, include hos- 
pital, school and postal employes and 
firemen and patrolmen There are also 
42 manufacturing plants and many retail 
stores in Arlington Heights, all employ- 
ing persons earning less than $10,000 " 


In answer to the question "Does feder- 


ally subsidized housing pay taxes?" the 
fact sheet states that although some 
forms of public housing do not pay taxes, 
certain programs of Federal Housing Au- 
thority are taxed at the same rate as any 
other improved property. 


The fact sheet states there is no evi- 


dence that homes surrounding a devel- 
opment which include families of low and 
moderate incomes will depreciate in val- 
ue. "Housing generally falls in value 
when property deteriorates or when pan- 
ic selling or block busting begins," the 
sheet states. 


In answer to the question about wheth- 


er zoning laws should be changed, the

Godfrey L Duke, library architect, 


said the contractors' bids, 
totaling 


$89,615, were "quite good," because they 
were considerably lower than the $95,000 
the district had expected to be charged 
for the remodeling. 


CHARLES J. DuBois Jr., district presi- 


dent, commented that the low bid was 
"especially noteworthy" because it will 
pay for remodeling the basement (for a 
children's library) as well as for the first 
floor remodeling plans 


The contractors that were awarded 


contracts included Meyer Ross Inc , of 
Northbrook, chosen as the general con- 
tractor. Its bid was $57,170. 


Other contractors awarded bids by the 


board included American 
Engineering 


Inc., 415 Harvester Ct., Wheeling, which 
received the heating contract for a bid of 
$10,650; Wheeling Plumbing Co., Ine , 345

Wolf Rd., Wheeling, awarded the 


plumbing contract for $3,000 and Lemke

Still searching for final figures the day 


after the general election, the losers in 
Wheeling Township were happy while the 
winners were unhappy. 


The paradox resulted when the voters 


in the traditionally Republican township 
produced pluralities for the GOP candi- 
dates, but in some cases not as large as 
expected 


The domination of Democratic candi- 


dates throughout the state and county 
added to the Republican dismay and the 
Democrat's delight. 


James McCabe, Wheeling Township 


Democratic 
committeeman, said 
he 


didn't expect the ticket .0 win in the 
township, but "definitely expected to do 
better than in the past." McCabe added, 
"Nobody (Democrats) has ever won out 
here, but considering what we did this 
time we did fantastically well." 


ON THE OTHER side of the political 


fence, Richard Cowen, Wheeling Town- 
ship Republican Committeeman, said, 
"We're very happy with the performance 
of the Wheeling Township Republican or- 
ganization." 


Cowen, who said the voter turnout was 


about 80 per cent, added, "The township 
produced very spectacular pluralities es- 
pecially for county candidates and the 
state treasurer contest." The com- 
mitteeman said he expects that those 
pluralities will fall within those produced 
by the top five political units in the state. 


While the Republicans were happy 


with the pluralities produced in the town- 
ship for their candidates, the Democrats, 
although they lost in the township, were 
pleased with the gains they believe they 
made. 


"Democratic strength is increasing in 


the suburbs. If you're talking trends, the 


Democratic party has made tremendous 
inroads in the suburban areas. Forty- 
five per cent of the vote indicates a sub- 
stantial breakthrough," McCabe said 


SPOKESMEN FOR both parties in- 


dicated the splitting of tickets by voters 
had a great effect on the results 


M c C a b e said, "The split ticket 


throughout the county would indicate 
that the people are picking their candi- 
dates more than ever and are not just 
voting along party lines" He added, 
"The election showed that if we can pro- 
duce a candidate attractive to the subur- 
banite, the people will vote Democratic " 


James T. Ryan, Wheeling Township 


Republican campaign chairman, said, "I 
think it is interesting to note that it (the 
splitting) took place in the suburbs, not 
in the city. The Democrats followed the 
straight Democratic line, and that's what 
made the difference." Ryan added, "Un- 


der those circumstances, the results 
were entirely predictable." 


Cowen also noted that the ticket split- 


ting was true to a "pretty wire degree " 
He noted, however, that the large plural- 
ities for both Phillip M Crane and Adlai 
Stevenson III indicated "a tremendous 
swing vote" Cowen explained 
that 


people were voting for both candidates 


"THERE WAS MORE ticket splitting 


among Republicans than ever in the 
past," Cowen noted. "And that worked 
against Republicans, especially Ralph 
Smith and Joe Woods." 


Both Ryan and Cowen said the adver- 


tising campaigns waged by Smith and 
Woods were detrimental to the Republi-

"There's no question about it," Cowen

Jayne Mystery Missing A Link 


An Inverness resident could be the 


missing link In the search for the kilter 
of George Jayne. 


Investigators are now looking for a 


person who Is believed to be a resident of 
Inverness and was reported to have seen 
the driver of a suspicious car parked 
near Jayne's home the night he was 
killed. 


Thomas Drury, head of the ciminal di- 


vision of the Chicago branch of the Illi- 
nois Bureau of Investigation, has asked 
"that this person step forward knowing 
their name will be held in the strictest 
confidence." 


He asked that the person notify either 


the Palatine police or the IBI immediate- 
ly. 


On the night Jayne was shot, a neigh- 


bor reported seeing a 1967 red over 
white, two door Ford, LTD parked on 
Tweed Street 200 to 300 feet from Jayne's 
1918 Banbury Lane home. 


DHURY SAID THE "hood was up and 


looked like a motorist in distress. 
Apparently, a passing motorist stopped to 
offer their assistance and this is the per- 
son we are looking for."

ONE MAN WAS arrested last Friday 


in Elgin 
after 
police 
received 
an 


anonymous phone call identifying the 
man who had the rifle which took 
Jayne's life last Wednesday. 


The man, an ex-convict and self-em- 


ployed horseman, was charged with ille- 
gal possession of three pistols and later 
released on a $10,000 bond. 


IBI agents are investigating this man 


now but have not identified him as a 
cjear cut suspect. When questioned he re- 
fused to comment on the Jayne killing, 
but admitted to knowing both Silas and 
George Jayne personally. 


Drury said these are the main clues 


investigators now have to go on. Two let- 
ters in which George Jayne foretold his 
fear of meeting with a violent death have 
also been uncovered, but offer no new 
leads. 


One letter was written in 1961 and 


found by police in Jayne's home safe. 
The other was written approximately in 
July of 1967 and was left with Jayne's 
lawyer.

BOTH LETTERS DEAL with the long 


feud George had with his 'elder brother 
Silas, Drury said, The exact contents of 
the letters are not being released, how- 
ever. 


George, like his elder brother, was one 


of the country's top horsemen. Both also 
owned stables in this area and their ri- 
valry allegedly stems from a bitter busi- 
ness competition. 


Silas Jayne, as well as other members 


of the Jayrfe family, have been ques- 
tioned by investigators. 


The Palatine police are now working 


closely with the IBI, the Cook County 
Sheriff's Police and several other outside 
agencies including the State Police on 
the Jayne case. 


Jayne, 47, was killed by a single .30- 


cal bullet fifed through the basement 
window of his palatial home, which is 
perched on a knoll averlooking his three- 
acre estate. 


Police theorized the assailant parked 


his car near Tweed Street (the closest 
street to the basement window) and ap- 
proached the house under the cover of 
darkness. 


Jayne was playing cards with his wife, 


Marion, their daughter, Linda and her 
husband, Mickey Wright of Chicago at 
the time of his death. 


The family get-together was called to 


celebrate the 16th birthday of George 
Jayne Jr., who was upstairs when his 
father was killed. 


OVer 100 homeowners from Winston 


Park will meet tonight to discuss the 
proposed change of Palatine Road at 
Winston Drive. 


Residents of the area got their first 


glimpse of the proposal Monday night 
when Village Trustees examined the plan 
at a preliminary discussion. 


The meeting will begin at 8 p.m. 


tonight at St. Thomas of Villanova School 
at the corner of Anderson and Williams 
Drive. 


This is the fifth plan for the realign- 


ment of Palatine Road which the Illinois 
Division of Highways has submitted. 


Each of the plans met with opposition 


from the residents of Winston Park. In 
particular, people were against a plan 
which cut off all access to Palatine Road 
from Winston Drive 


THE FIFTH AND new plan calls for a 


fully signalized intersection at Palatine 
Road and Winston Drive. Village Mgr. 
Berton G. Braun said the intersection 
will be similar to the one at Kennicott 
and Palatine Road. 


Currently, motorists have to enter Pal- 


atine Road from frontage roads which 
run parallel to Palatine Road. 


"This turn is both awkward and haz- 


ardous," one resident said Monday night 


The plan also calls for the termination 


of the frontage roads at Williams Drive, 
making access to Palatine Road possible 
only at Winston Drive. 


Three of the previously submitted 


plans provided access only to Williams 
Drive from the frontage roads and one 
for access to Palatine Road from both 
Winston and Williams drives. 


BRAUN SAID this new plan "Should 


satisfy most of the people," except those 
whose homes must be condemned. 


Five homes on or near the corners of 


Winston Drive and Palatine Road will 
have to be taken down to put the propos- 
al into effect. At each of the four corners 


the frontage roads will be re-aligned to 
flare out and away from Palatine Road 
before connecting to Winston Drive. 
Homes now stand in the path of this rea- 
lignment. 


If approved, construction on the pro- 


posal will begin and be completed next 
summer. Braun said he did not have any 
estimate of how much the project will 
cost. 


"This is just in the planning stages," 


he said, A formal public hearing on the 
proposal will be held in December, how- 
ever 
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SOME OBVIOUS WATER drainage problems have 
caused delays in construction of Pepper Tree 
Farms School, although Dist. 15 officials have said 


the school will definitely be ready for use by Sep- 
tember 1971. Late installation of a storm sewer at 


the school caused the pools of water to form in 
side the building. 


Schools May Lag Behind Schedule 


Several construction delays may place 


the opening of Willow Bend and Pepper 
Tree Farms schools behind schedule, but 
Dist. 15 officials are still pushing for an 
early 1971 opening date. 


At this point, work on the Pepper Tree 


School in Palatine is more complete than 
work on the Willow Bend building in 
Rolling Meadows. Although both schools 
will be the same size and design, poor 
subsoil at the Willow Bend site on Barker 
Avenue required the support of caissons 
to be included in the school's construc- 
tion, officials said. 


District officials have said the schools 


will be ready for instructional pro- 
gramming no later than September of 


1971, and possibly sooner. 


Student assignments for the current 


school year have been made without 
the inclusion of the two new schools, 
which would each accommodate 760 stu- 
dents. If the schools are ready sometime 
during the year, entire classrooms will 
be moved to the new schools rather than 
individual students according to their ge- 
ographical location. 


BOTH SCHOOLS.will house kindergar- 


ten through sixth grade students and will 
be composed of a total of 26 classrooms. 
A relatively new concept in architectural 
planning was involved in the construction 
of the schools in which the classrooms 
just off from a central workshop area. 


The central room will provide facilities 


for team teaching sessions and larger 
group activities. 


Construction of Willow Bend was ap- 


proved in the voter referendum of De- 
cember 1967 and was built as the last 
phase of a three-school project which in- 
cluded construction of Hunting Ridge 
and Lake Louise schools. Land for the 
school site was donated to the district by 
developers of the Georgetown and Willow 
Bend subdivision. 


The Illinois School Building Committee 


granted $898,000 worth of interest-free 
state loans for construction of the school. 


PEPPER TREE Farms School, ap- 


proved for construction by voters in the 


referendum last November, is the first 
school in a three-year building program. 
The Smith Street School site on which a 
$2 million junior high school will be built 
will be the second phase of the program. 


The third phase calls for construction of 


a school in Rolling Meadows, but is not 
to be completed until the end of three 
years. 


Schools in Dist. 15 have been growing 


at an average rate of one per year dur- 
ing the past few years. Because total en- 
rollment has been increasing about 650 
students each year for the last 10 years, 
school officials predicted last year they 
would have to maintain their school- 
a-year pace to keep up to students.

"The elementary students get more in- 


dividual attention, and the high school 
students learn more responsibility" said 
a Dist. 59 school principal. He was dis- 
cussing the reasons behind a program in 
which students from Forest View High 
School help instruct children in Dist. 59 
elementary schools. 


The high school volunteer aide pro- 


gram was initiated by Leah Cummins, a 
member of the High School Dist. 214 
school board. She got the idea from a 
lecture series on education which was 
conducted at the University of Chicago 
two years ago. 


The main purpose of the program was 


to give the teachers in the elementary 
school 
systems 
help 
in conducting 


classes. The .program also aids the high 
schools involved in that it provides high 
school students with a relevant activity, 
according to officials operating the pro- 
gram.

James Fay, principal at Jay School in 


Mount Prospect, is enthused with the 
program. It was initiated at his school as 
a pilot program last year with 20 high 
school students participating. 


"THE PURPOSE OF the program is 


to give the children more individualized 
attention. It reduces the teacher-pupil ra- 
tion which is good," said Fay. "If they 
can't respond to the teacher they can re- 
spond to the high school student working 
in the classroom. Silence is no longer 
golcfen in schools." 


Fay said the program is especially 


helpful to high school students who are 
"withdrawn" and find little to interest 
them in their high school activities. 


J. A. Wollenburg, director of the pro- 


gram at Forest View, said the purpose of 


the program is "not to serve as a dump- 
ing ground for troublemakers." 


"The motive is not to have 70 'bad 


eggs' and dump them on the elementary 
schools," said Wollenburg. "The students 
are those who have problems in that they 
. . . are introverted students." 


"YOUNG PEOPLE nowadays are very 


idealistic. They want something more 
relevant. They want immediate feedback 
that what they are doing is relevant, 
worthwhile," said Fay. 


The primary purpose of the high school 


students is to supervise the youngsters as 
they practice a lesson first initiated by 
the teacher. 


"What they do is drill the youngsters 


in some lesson the teacher already in- 
itiated. If the teacher tells the whole 
group of students how to break words 
down into syllables, the high school stu- 
dents take two or three of them aside 
and help them practice," said Fay. 


"All these kids need is a little push, a 


little more repetition," he added. 


The youngsters in the high schools do 


not receive any academic credit for the 
work they do in the elementary schools. 
They are referred to the high school 
counselor who then screens them before 
they are referred to the elementary 
school principal, who makes the final 
judgment as to whether or not they can 
participal'e in the program. 


Academic averages are not one of the 


prerequisites for getting accepted into 
the program according to Wollenburg 
and Fay. Instead, high school students 
who are interested in helping elementary 
school children, are soughi for the pro- 
gram. 


"We have to assure that the youngsters 


in elementary schools are assured that 
someone is truly interested in what they 
are doing. This means individual atten- 
tion which the teacher can not always 
afford," said Fay.

A man's home is his castle. A new 


course offered at Fremd High School is 
now giving students insight as to the 
makings of his or her castle. 


Housing and interior design, a new 


course offered'at Fremd High School this 
year, instructs students in housing, ar- 
chitecture, interior design, home traffic 
patterns and interior decorating. 


The course, taught by Mrs. Paul 


Davis, is offered this year by the home 
economics department, but it will be of- 
fered jointly with industrial arts next 
year. 


Current enrollment in the course is 30, 


of which most are girls. However, the 
course is becoming popular and there is 
a waiting list for next year. About 40 stu- 
dents will be able to take the course in 


the second semester of the current school 
year. 


"We are holding down the enrollment 


to 30 because this was the first time we 
are teaching such a course," said Mrs. 
Davis. "This is the pilot program. We 
are experimenting. Next year, I will 
teach the course jointly with an industri- 
al arts teacher and more will be able to 
take this course." 


The course is open to juniors and se- 


niors. It can currently be taken for a 
home economics credit or as an elective. 


As part of the course, students visited 


the Hunting Ridge project where the 
Centex-Winston Corp. is building a new 
subdivision. 


Students were shown floor plans and 


toured some of the homes. The boys in 
the course were particularly interested 


in the architect's drawings and the elec- 
trical and heating specification. The girls 
were partial toward the interiors, floor 
plans, selections of colors and optional 
features of the Hunting Ridge homes. 


Students have also had guest speakers 


in their class speaking about other hous;- 
ing related topics like real estate and in- 
surance. 


Blueprints of homes were studied by 


the class for design and traffic pattern 
studies. 


Mrs. Davis explained that the objective 


of the course was to develop the concept 
of what makes a home different from a 
house. She said the course emphasized 
the changing housing needs a family ex- 
periences — from young marrieds, gro'w;- 
ing family to empty nest.

The League of Women Voters of the 


Arlington Heights-Mount Prospect area 
this week issued a fact sheet on low and 
moderate income housing. 


Based on the League of Women Voters 


national program, the fact sheet was pre- 
pared to update the members' own infor- 
mation, and to make the information 
available to the public. 


The national organi/ation agrees there 


is a need for low and moderate income 
housing throughout the nation, and that 
both governing officials and the private 
sector share in the responsibility for pro- 
viding a remedy to the problem. 


The fact sheet was prepared after local 


league members spent months reading 
material available; and talking with vil 
lage officials, officials in the Department 
of 
Housing and 
Urban Development 


(HUD) and with the Clerics of St. Viator 
who have agreed to use 15 acres of their 
land In Arlington Heights for the devel- 
opment of low, moderate and upper in- 
come housing. 


MRS. RUSSELL Gardner, president of 


the local league, snid the main purpose 
of the fact sheet was to answer some of 
the many questions which have come up 
since a proposal to build low and moder- 
ate income housing was presented in Ar- 
lington Heights 


The league's 
membership includes 


about 150 residents of Wheeling and Elk 
Grove Townships, as well as members 
from the Schaumburg and Hoffman Es- 
tates area. 


The fact sheet is set up with a short 


introduction followed by questions and 
answers. 


In the introduction, the league stated, 


"The Viatonan Order made the decision 
this year to make 15 acres of its Arling- 
ton Heights properly available for a low, 
moderate and upper income housing de- 
velopment. The decision raised many 
questions from some segments of the 
community. 


"Because one of the league's prime 


roles is to inform the public on topical 
issues, wo present answers below to 
some of the questions fiequently asked." 


Ii\ ANSWERING how housing pro- 


grams are financed, the league stated: 
"There is no such thing as low cost hous- 
ing. Federal piograms require housing to 
he equal to, but not exceed, the quality of 
now, modest-cost housing constructed in 
the same locality dining the same time 
period " 


The fact sheet states the only piece of 


Liiid now available for low and moderate 
income housing is located in Arlington 
Heights, "Giving our village the opportu- 
nity to lead the way in solving an area- 
H itlc problem 


"An indication of the need for housing 


CMII bo found in the fact that the North- 
west 
Opportunity Center in 
Rolling 


Meadow* (which serves the Northwest 
suburban aipa) has received 200 requests 


for low and moderate income housing in 
the past six months and has been able to 
fill only 10." 


THE FACT SHEET states that "per- 


sons who are necessary to the commu- 
nity.but whose salaries are in the low or 
moderate income brackets, include hos- 
pital, school and postal employes and 
firemen and patrolmen. There are also 
42 manufacturing plants and many retail 
stores in Arlington Heights, all employ- 


ing persons earning less than $10,000 " 


In answer to the question "Does feder- 


ally subsidized housing pay taxes?" the 
fact sheet states that although some 
forms of public housing do not pay taxes, 
certain programs of Federal Housing Au- 
thority are taxed at the same rate as any 
other improved property. 


The fact sheet states there is no evi- 


dence that homes surrounding a devel-

Students Teach 
Other Pupils

"The elementary students get more in- 


dividual attention, and the high school 
students learn more responsibility" said 
a Dist. 59 school principal. He was dis- 
cussing the reasons behind a program in 
which students from Forest View High 
School help instruct children in Dist. 59 
elementary schools. 


The high school volunteer aide pro- 


gram was initiated by Leah Cummins, a 
member of the High School Dist. 214 
school board. She got the idea from a 
lecture series on education which was 
conducted at the University of Chicago 
two years ago. 


The main purpose of the program was 


to give the teachers in the elementary 
school 
systems 
help 
in 
conducting 


classes. The program also aids the high 
schools involved in that it provides high 
school students with a relevant activity, 
according to officials operating the pro- 
gram. 


Approximately 70 students at Forest 


View are involved in the program with 
each student spending about an hour and 
10 minutes at one of five participating 
schools in Dist. 59. 


James Fay, principal at Jay School in 


Mount Prospect, is enthused with the 
program. It was initiated at his school as 
a pilot program last year with 20 high 
school students participating. 


"THE PURPOSE OF the program is 


to give the children more individualized 
attention. It reduces the teacher-pupil ra- 
tion which is good," said Fay. "If they 
can't respond to the teacher they can re- 
spond to the high school student working 
in the classroom. Silence is no longer 
goWen in schools." 


Fay said the program is especially 


helpful to high school students who are 
"withdrawn" and find little to interest 
them in their high school activities. 


J. A. Wollenburg, director of the pro- 


gram at Forest View, said the purpose of 


the program is "not to serve as a dump- 
ing ground for troublemakers." 


"The motive is not to have 70 'bad 


eggs' and dump them on the elementary 
schools," said Wollenburg. "The students 
are those who have problems in that they 
. .. are introverted students." 


"YOUNG PEOPLE nowadays are very 


idealistic. They want something more 
relevant. They want immediate feedback 
that what they are doing is relevant, 
worthwhile," said Fay. 


The primary purpose of the high school 


students is to> supervise the youngsters as 
they practice a lesson first initiated by 
the teacher. 


"What they do is drill the youngsters 


in some lesson the teacher already in- 
itiated. If the teacher tells the whole 
group of students how to break words 
down into syllables, the high school stu- 
dents take two or three of them aside 
and help them practice," said Fay. 


"All these kids need is a little push, a 


little more repetition," he added. 


The youngsters in the high schools do 


not receive any academic credit for the 
work they do in the elementary schools. 
They are referred to the high school 
counselor who then screens them before 
they are referred to the elementary 
school principal, who makes the final 
judgment as to whether or not they can 
participate in the program. 


Academic averages are not one'-ef-the 


prerequisites for getting accepted into 
the program according to Wollenburg 
and Fay. Instead, high school students 
who are interested in helping elementary 
school children, are sought for the pro- 
gram. 


"We have to assure that the youngsters 


hi elementary schools are assured that 
someone is truly interested in what they 
are doing. This means individual atten- 
tion which the teacher can not always 
afford," said Fay.

Hears Talk On 
Drug Abuse

Has your child been sleeping more 


than usual? Has he been unable to get 
rid of the "sniffles?" 


You probably think he is coming down 


with a virus. And you may be right. But, 
if his personality is also changing, if he 
is withdrawing, you may have a more 
serious problem. 


Your child might be on drugs. 
These are the most apparent symp- 


toms of drug usage, according to Tom 
Jaust, counselor at the Dist. 26 River 
Trails Junior High School. 


"At least 70 per cent of the school chil- 


dren today are 
experimenting 
with 


drugs," according to Jause. "And this 
area (Northwest suburbs) is more in- 
volved with drugs than many parts of 
Chicago." 


JAUST ATTENDED a meeting of the 


Dist. 26 school board Tuesday, to explain 
the current drug abuse program at the 
junior high school and to proposed ex- 
pansion of the program. Currently, he di- 
vides his time between the school and 
the Northwest Human Resources Devel- 
opment Center, which he operates in 
Rolling Meadows. 


"The drug scene isn't small. It ranges 


from young kids to middle-aged adults. 
My fifth grader was offered 'speed' on 
the playground. Drugs are in every part 
of the community," said Jaust. 


According to Jaust the drug scene "is 


a new development, a product of our 
modern, drug oriented society. 


"We could all go to our medicine cabi- 


nets and clear out a lot of drugs that we 
really don't need. Affluence is part of the 
problem. And so is the greater sophis- 
tication of education today." 


But the real root of the problem, ac- 


cording to Jaust, is the parents "Adults 
have to understand that permissiveness 
just isn't making it. Kids can't take too 
much freedom. Many need more paren- 
tal control." 


Control doesn't mean moralizing, said 


Jaust. "If you start talking about what is 
good and bad, the kids won't listen. And 
if you tell them not to use drugs becouse 
you didn't they'll just call you a 'juice 
freak.' " 


KIDS HAVE TO BE approached truth- 


fully and they have to be given the facts 
said Jaust. "The biggest thing drug edu- 
cation does is put the situation in per- 
spective. And the kids are receptive to 
the program." 


Currently eighth grade students at Riv- 


er Trails Junior High study drug abuse 
for 
2Vfe weeks, as part of a nine-week 


health program. 


Both Jaust and Louis Bissa, instruc- 


tor of the heath program, agree the pro- 
gram should be expanded. "We need 
more time for discussion and to integrate 
the program 
with counseling," said 


Jaust. 


"I also think the drug abuse program 


has to go lower than the junior high 
school. Children are aware of what is 
happening They need to be educated 
about the dangers of drugs." 


"In class we teach the kids that all 


drugs aren't medicine," said Bissa. "We 
don't frighten or threaten the kids. We 
discuss the problem and answer their 
questions." 


A booklet prepared by Bissa for the 


program explains the four categories of 
drugs, how they are used and their ef- 
fect. It tells how a drug abuser can be 
identified and how he can be treated. 
The booklet also includes a glossary of 
terms.

Sidewalks will be installed and Thomas

added Hanson. 


Board Rejects Table Games Ordinance 


A village ordinance allowing not-for- 


profit organizations to operate table 
games was rejected by the Mount Pros- 
pect Village Board Tuesday. 


The board, by a vote of 4 to 3, rejected 


the ordinance and asked the judiciary 
committee and Village Atty. John Zim- 
mermann to redraft it because the sec- 
tion of the ordinance, legalizing the oper- 
ation of table games in the village, was 
not clearly stated. 


At a village board meeting Oct. 22, the 


trustees unanimously approved the ordi- 
nance. However, an ordinance required 
two readings before it becomes law. The 
board defeated the ordinance on the sec- 
ond reading Tuesday. 


The ordinance allowed not-for-profit or- 


ganizations to "offer prizes, awards or 
compensation to the contestants in any 
bona fide contest for the determination of 
skill, speed, strength or endurance." It 
thus allowed not-for-profit organizations 
to operate table games and certain car- 
nival games. 


THE OPERATION of all table' games, 


even those which do not constitute gam- 
bling under the state statutes, is prohibit- 
ed in Mount Prospect by village ordi- 
nance. 


Trustee George Reiter was first to 


question the ordinance because "its lan- 
guage is misleading." He said not-for- 
profit organizations might think they 


could operate table games in which con- 
testants paid money in order to win a 
prize. "And I think this constitutes gam- 
bling," Reiter said. 


Trustee Daniel Ahern, chairman of the 


judiciary committee which recommend- 
ed the board approve the ordinance, told 
trustees the ordinance "in no way con- 
tradicts with the Illinois statutes prohib- 
iting gambling." 
"Although our present ordinance prohib- 
its the operation of all table games, this 
doesn't mean that every table game con- 
stitutes gambling and is thus prohibited 
by the state statutes. The new ordinance 
is just lessrestrictive than the old ordi- 
nance," Ahern explained. 


"A bona fide game of skill, speed, en- 


durance or strength is exempt from the 
state's gambling statutes but prohibited 
by the old village ordinance. The new 
ordinance will still prohibit carnival 
games as in the past, except that not-for- 
profit organizations can operate games 
— as long as they don't violate the state 
statutes," Ahern said. 


REITER SAID the ordinance wasn't 


explicit. "The way I interpret the state 
gambling statutes, there is no way for a 
not-for-profit organization to run games 
or bona fide contests in which the con- 
testant pays a playing fee in order to win 
a prize," be said. 


Ahern added that table games which 


would not be allowed under the state 
statutes are ones "in which chance alone 
determines the prize." 


Mayor Robert Teichert told the board, 


based on his interpretation of the sta^e 
statutes, that table games involving a 
playing fee and a prize constitutes gam- 
bling "Our local ordinance prohibits all 
table games, even those designed for en- 
tertainment and not gambling A table 
game for entertainment, just as an ex- 
ample, \vould be-one in which the con- 
testant pays a quarter to throw a pie m 
the police chief's face," Teichert e.v 
plained.

who was sitting in the audience, boosted 
the price to S3. 


Reiter said if only pie-throwing con- 


tests and dunk tanks were allowed under 
the ordinance, then the ordinance is 
"definitely misleading." "I think not-for- 
profit organizations, for example the 
Lions Club, will assume they can oper- 
ate ring-toss games, dart games or any 
game where skill is the key factor, when 
in fact, these games constitute gam- 
bling," he said. 


"IF ONLY pie-throwing contests and 


dunk tanks will be allowed under the new 
ordinance, then I don't think it's neces- 
sary to allow only not-for-profit organiza- 
tions to operate them. I doubt if I'd vol- 
unteer to sit in a dunk tank operated by 
a commercial carnival, but I don't think 
we can stipulate that only not-for-profit 
organizations can operate table games," 
Trustee John Kilroy said. 


The board then voted to reject the ordi- 


nance and redraft it following additional 
study 
by 
the 
judiciary committee. 


Trustees Ahern, Robert Soderman and 
Donald Furst voted in favor of the ordi- 
nance, while Trustees Reiter, Kilroy and 
Lloyd Norris voted against it. Teichert 
split the tie by voting against the ordi- 
nance. 


Ahern said the judiciary committee 


will discuss the ordinance at its meeting 
next Thursday. 


The controversy over the legality of 


table games played at carnivals oc- 
curred last summer when most of the 
games at the World of Wold carnival 
were closed for violating the village ordi- 
nance. In view of the village's action 
against the World of Wold carnival, the 
Lions Club asked the village either to 
allow them to operate table games or to 
amend the village ordinance to exempt 
not-for-profit organizations. 


All proceeds from the Fourth of July 


Carnival, sponsored by the Lions Club, 
are donated to helping blind and handi- 
capped children. Although the Lions 
Club held the carnival on schedule, it 
was not allowed to operate any table 
games.

The man, an ex-convict and self-em- 


ployed horseman, was charged with ille- 
gal possession of three pistols and later 
released on a $10,000 bond. 


IBI agents are investigating this man 


now but have not identified him as a 
clear cut suspect. When questioned he re- 
fused to comment on the Jayne killing, 
but admitted to knowing both Silas and 
George Jayne personally. 


Drury said these are the main clues 


investigators now have to go on. Two let- 
ters in which George Jayne foretold his 
fear of meeting with a violent death have 
also been uncovered, but offer no new 
leads. 


One letter was written in 1961 and 


found by police in Jayne's home safe. 
The other was written approximately, in 
July of 1967 and was left with Jayne's 
lawyer. 


BOTH LETTERS DEAL with the long 


feud George had with his 'elder brother 
Silas, Drury said. The exact contents of 
the letters are not being released, how- 
ever. 


George, like his elder brother, was one 


of the country's top horsemen. Both also 
owned stables in this area and their ri- 
valry allegedly stems from a bitter busi- 
ness competition. 


Silas Jayne, as well as other members 


of the Jayifc family, have been ques- 
tioned by investigators. 


The Palatine police are now working 


closely with the IBI, the Cook County 
Sheriff's Police and several other outside 


agencies including the State Police on 
the Jayne case. 


Jayne, 47, was killed by a single .30- 


cal. bullet fired through the basement 
window of his palatial home, which is 
perched on a knoll overlooking his three- 
acre estate. 


Police theorized the assailant parked 


his car near Tweed Street (the closest 
street to the basem'ent window) and ap- 
proached the house under the cover of 
darkness. 


Jayne was playing cards with his wife, 


Marion, their daughter, Linda and her 
husband, Mickey Wright of Chicago at 
the time of his death. 


The family get-together was called to 


celebrate the 16th birthday of George 
Jayne Jr., who was upstairs when his 
father was killed.

Cowen, who said the voter turnout was 


about 80 per cent, added, 'The township 
produced very spectacular pluralities es-

While the Republicans were happy

A study on the low icproductive rate of 


the osprey is in its fifth year at the Uni- 
versity of Montana Biological Station 
south of here 


Giaduate student Don MacCarter sjid 


t h e r e is no statistical information 
on how many ospiey once nested on 
the lakeshore and its islands, but a good 
indication is abandoned nests There are 
nearly 50 nesting sites surrounding the 
lake Only about half are occupied 


MacCartei, whose twin brothei Doug 


jomcd the osprey research effott m 1968, 
estimates the birds are repioducmg at 
less than half the rate of a normal popu 
lation 


The brothers say the young that hatch 


usually survive, but egg productivity and 
hatching success are abnormally low Of 
the eggs laid only 45 or 50 per cent 
hatch 


In the last four yeais at Flathead, the 


number of eggs pei utilized nest has 
been 1 5 In companson, the osprey popu- 
lation at Eagle Lake, Calif produces an 
average of 2 75 eggs per utilized nest No 
pesticide contamination has been found 
at Eagle Lake 


The MacCaiters found that eggs that 


don't hatch at Tlathead have thin and 
flaky shells Tests show the addled eggs 
contain an aveiage of neatly 17 parts per 
million DDT lesidue The highest amount 
found in wi addled egg was 135 parts 
DDT per million 


The souice of the pesticide con- 


tamination has not been pinpointed The 
MacCartei s say DDT had once been used

"The elementary students get more in- 


dividual attention, and the high school 
students learn more responsibility" said 
a Dist, 59 school principal, He was dis- 
cussing the reasons behind a program in 
which students from Forest View High 
School help instruct children in Dist. 59 
elementary schools. 


The high school volunteer aide pro- 


gram wns initiated by Leah Cummins, a 
member of the High School Dist, 214 
school board, She got the idea from a 
lecture series on education which was 
conducted at the University of Chicago 
two years ago. 


The main purpose of the program was 


to give the teachers in the elementary 
school systems 
help 
in conducting 


classes. The program also aids the high 
schools involved in that it provides high 
school students with a relevant activity, 
according to officials operating the pro-

•Approximately 70 students at Forest 
View are involved in the program with 
each student spending about an hour and 
10 minutes at one of five participating 
schools in Dist. 59. 


Janres Fay, principal at Jay School in 


Mount Prospect, is enthused with the 
program. It was initiated at his school as 
a pilot program last year with 20 high 
school students participating. 


"THE PURPOSE OF the program is 


to give the children more individualized 
attention. It reduces the teacher-pupil ra- 
tion which is good," said Fay. "If they 
can't respond to the teacher they can re- 
spond to the high school student working 
in the classroom. Silence is no longer 
golcTen in schools." 


Fay said the program is especially 


helpful to high school students who are 
"withdrawn" and find little to interest 
them in their high school activities. 


J. A. Wollenburg, director of the pro- 


gram at Forest View, said the purpose of 
the program is "not to serve as a dump- 
ing ground for troublemakers." 


"The motive is not to have 70 'bad 


eggs' and dump them on the elementary 
schools," said Wollenburg. "The students 
are those who have problems in that they 
... are introverted students." 


"YOUNG PEOPLE nowadays are very 


idealistic. They want something more 
relevant. They want immediate feedback 
that what they are doing is relevant, 
worthwhile," said Fay. 


The primary purpose of the high school 


students is to supervise the youngsters as 
they practice a lesson first initiated by 
the teacher. 


"What they do is drill the youngsters 


in some lesson the teacher already in- 
itiated. If the teacher tells the whole 
group of students how to break words 
down into syllables, the high school stu- 
dents take two or three of them aside 
and help them practice," said Fay. 


"All these kids need is a little push, a 


little more repetition," he added. 


The youngsters in the high schools do 


not receive any academic credit for the 
work they do in the elementary schools. 
They are referred to the high school 
counselor who then screens them before 
they are referred to the elementary 
school principal, who makes the final 
judgment as to whether or not they can 
participate in the program. 


Academic averages are not one of the 


prerequisites for getting accepted into 
the program according to Wollenburg 
and Fay. Instead, high school students 
who are interested in helping elementary 
school children, are sought for the pro- 
gram. 


"We have to assure that the youngsters 


• in elementary schools are assured that 
someone is truly interested in what they 
are doing. This means individual atten- 
tion which the teacher can not always 
afford," said Fay. 


A village ordinance allowing not-for- 


profit organizations to operate table 
games was rejected by the Mount Pros- 
pect Village Board Tuesday. 


The board, by a vote of 4 to 3, rejected 


the ordinance and asked the judiciary 
committee and Village Atty. John Zim- 
mermann to redraft it because the sec- 
tion of the ordinance, legalizing the oper- 
ation of table games in the village, was 
not clearly stated. 


At a village board meeting Oct. 22, the 


trustees unanimously approved the ordi- 
nance. However, an ordinance required 
two readings before it becomes law. The 
board defeated the ordinance on the sec- 
ond reading Tuesday. 


The ordinance allowed not-for-profit or- 


ganizations to "offer prizes, awards or 
compensation to the contestants in any 
bona fide contest for the determination of 
skill, speed, strength or endurance." It 
thus-allowed not-for-profit organizations 
to operate table games and certain car- 
nival eames. 


THE OPERATION of all table games, 


even those which do not constitute gam- 
bling under the state statutes, is prohibit- 
ed in Mount Prospect by village ordi- 
nance. 


Trustee George Reiter was first to 


question the ordinance because "its lan- 
guage is misleading." He said not-for- 
profit organizations might think they 
could operate table games in which con- 
testants paid money in order to win a 
prize. "And I think this constitutes gam- 
bling," Reiter said. 


Trustee Daniel Ahern, chairman of the 


judiciary committee which recommend- 
ed the board approve the ordinance, told 
trustees the ordinance "in no way con- 
tradicts with the Illinois statutes prohib- 
iting gambling." 
"Although our present ordinance prohib- 
its the operation of all table games, this 
doesn't mean that every table game con- 
stitutes gambling and is thus prohibited 
by the state statutes. The new ordinance 
is just lessrestrictive than the old ordi- 
nance," Ahern explained. 


"A bona fide game of skill, speed, en- 


durance or strength is exempt from the 
state's gambling statutes but prohibited 
by the old village ordinance. The new 
ordinance will still prohibit carnival 
games as in the past, except that not-for- 
profit organizations can operate games 
— as long as they don't violate the state 
statutes," Ahern said. 


REITER SAID the ordinance wasn't 


explicit. "The way I interpret the state 
gambling statutes, there is no way for a 
not-for-profit organization to run games 
or bona fide contests in which the con- 
testant pays a playing fee in order to win 
a prize," he said.

would not be allowed under the state 
statutes are ones "in which chance alone 
determines the prize." 


Mayor Robert Teichert told the board, 


based on his interpretation of the state 
statutes, that table games involving a 
playing fee and a prize constitutes gam- 
bling. "Our local ordinance prohibits all 
table games, even those designed for en- 
tertainment and not gambling. A table 
game for entertainment, just as an ex- 
ample, would be one in which the con- 
testant pays a quarter to throw a pie in 
the police chief's face," Teichert ex- 
plained. Police Chief Newell Esmond,

Students

pal, is pulling a switch this year and in- 
viting students in grades four through six 
to attend tomorrow's parent-teacher con- 
ference.

The idea of inviting students is a de- 


parture from earlier years' conference. 
Gatto hopes the experiment, if success- 
ful, will spread to other schools in the 
district. Gatto said "few if any schools in 
the Northwest suburban area" have in- 
vited students to attend parent-teacher 
conferences. 


IN A LETTER SENT to parents Gatto 


said the purpose of inviting students is 
"to give our pupils a more accurate un- 
derstanding of their academic perform- 
ance and ability, and possibly remove 
the 'mysterious' aspects of parent-teach- 
cher conferences." 


"The child is the most important pur- 


pose of having these conferences and he 
is never involved at all," said Gatto. 
"Another important aspect of having the 
child present is that he can get informa- 
tion of what happens at the meetings 
first-hand instead of second-hand through 
his parent. This avoids possible mis- 
interpretation 
and 
misunderstanding 


about what happened at the conference. 


"Also, the teacher will be able to ob- 


serve first-hand the parent-child rela- 
tionship," said Gatto. 


Gatto said about 40 students from each 


fourth, fifth and sixth grade class were 
chosen "at random" to appear at the 
conference. He said recommendations as 
to the success of the experimental pro- 
gram would be given to the Dist. 57 ad- 
ministration and possibly the board of 
education. 


No children from, the primary grades 


— one through three — will attend the 
conference, which will be conducted as 
usual. 


Action Committee To Spell Out Drug Plan 


A master plan, spelling out details for 


action programs concerning drug use 
and abuse in Mount Prospect, will be dis- 
cussed by the Mayor's Plan for Action 
committee tonight. 


The committee will meet at 7:30 p.m. 


in the municipal building, 112 E. North- 
west Hwy. It will be open to the public. 


A Plan for Action committee of more 


than 100 community leaders, representa- 
tives and students will discuss drafting a 
final plan for the program, which was 
launched last spring by Mayor Robert 
Teichert. 


The concept of the Mayor's Plan for 


Action, which was developed by the staff 
at Forest Hospital in Des Plaines, is to 
motivate the community to solve its own 
social problems by establishing action 


programs which will involve every seg- 
ment of the community. 


A FINAL PLAN, outlining these action 


programs and ways in which to imple- 
ment them in the community, will be dis- 
cussed tonight. 
' 


"I hope we'll be able to draft our final 


plan Thursday, but it will all depend on 
the progress reports from the subcom- 
mittees assigned to study different proj- 
ects which will he included In the final 
plan, We'lLthen formulate an action plan 
based on these suggestions. I imagine 
this will be the first phase of the final 
step," Teichert .said. 


Last summer, Teichert divided the 


Plan for Action committee into 10 study 
groups and asked each group to review 


certain concepts and methods for imple- 
menting the program. General topics for 
discussion and review have been youth 
associations; community education; vil- 
lage communications networks; drug 
rescue centers with telephone "hot lines" 
open 24 hours; drug information cen- 
ters; police-youth associations; under- 
ground newspapers; government; school 
drug education; and a high school drug 
corps. 


TEICHERT SAID some of the key 


problems identified by the Plan for Ac- 
tion committee concern the lack of facil- 
ities in the community to cope with resi- 
dents with drug problems; the lack of 
community agencies 
for referral ol 


youths with drug problems, family prob- 
lems or personal problems; and the lack 


of communications 
between parents, 


youths and police. 


"What we must decide now is how 


many of these programs can be imple- 
mented, what will we need in the way of 
funding, and how can they be consoli- 
dated to constitute a master plan for cop- 
ing with drug use and abuse at the local 
level," Teichert explained. 


Teichert said the Plan for Action is 


geared to be a community effort, using 
the mayor's office as a pivotal point for 
organizing the plan. "This will not be the 
village board's plan or the school dis- 
trict's plan but the community's plan 
which will utilize all the departments, or- 
ganizations and groups within the vil- 
lage," he explained. 


"This is why I hope as many residents 


as possible attend the meeting Thursday. 
The success of the Plan for Action calls 
for the participation of everyone in the 
village, whether they are members of the 
action committee or not," he said.

gal possession of three pistols and later 
released on a $10,000 bond. 


IBI agents are investigating this man 


now but have not identified him as a 
clear cut suspect. When questioned he re- 
fused to comment on the Jayne killing, 
but admitted to knowing both Silas and 
George Jayne personally. 


Drury said these are the main clues 


investigators now have to go on. Two let- 
ters in which George Jayne foretold his 
fear of meeting with a violent death have 
also been uncovered, but offer no new 
leads. 


One letter was written in 1961 and 


found by police in Jayne's home safe. 
The other was written approximately in 
July of 1967 and was left with Jayne's 
lawyer. 


BOTH LETTERS DEAL with the long 


feud George had with his elder brother 
Silas, Drury said. The exact contents of 
the letters are not being released, how- 
ever. 


George, like his elder brother, was one 


of the country's top horsemen. Both also 
owned stables in this area and their ri- 
valry allegedly stems from a bitter busi- 
ness competition. 


Silas Jayne, as well as other members 


of the Jaynfe family, have been ques- 
tioned by investigators. 


The Palatine police are now working 


closely with the IBI, the Cook County 
Sheriff's Police and several other outside 


agencies including the State Police on 
the Jayne case 


Jayne, 47, was killed by a single .30- 


cal bullet fired through the basement 
window of his palatial home, which is 
perched on a knoll overlooking his three- 
acre estate. 


Police theorized the assailant parked 


his car near Tweed Street (the closest 
street to the basem'ent window) and ap- 
proached the house under the cover of 
darkness.

'Low Income 
Housing Now' 


-Why? 


Editor's Note: The following are ex- j 


ccrpts (rom the fact sheet on low and 
moderate Income housing issued this 
week by the League of Women Voters of 
the Arlington Heights-Mount Prospect 
urea. The excerpts Include portions of 
the sheet which were not mentioned in 
another story In today's Herald. 


The main purpose of the fact sheet is 


to present answers to questions most 
frequently asked about low and moderate 
Income housing and the proposed devel- 
opment on the Viatorlan land in Arling- 
ton Heights. 


"Why Is low and moderate income 


housing needed now? 


"The burgeoning population figures in 


the United States demand that 2.6 million 
housing units be started every year. In 
1969, only 125 million units were in the 
construction stage. As the demand far 
exceeds the supply, prices spiral upward, 
pushing the cost of proper housing even 
further beyond the reach of families of 
low income. 


"But why should subsidies be available 


for only a few? 


"Subsidies come in many forms and 


are received by many persons — not jut 
those of low and moderate income. All 
persons who own property and are subsi- 
dized through income tax deductions for 
mortgage interest and real estate taxes. 
Federal and state funds subsidize high- 
ways, schools, hospitals and water and 
sewer systems which increase the value 
of suburban property 


"In addition, homeowners whose mort- 


gages are guaranteed by the Federal 
Housing Authority have paid less interest 
in the past. When the FHA Act was in- 
itially passed, it was designed to open up 
the housing market to a majority of 
American citizens. Recent additions to 
the Act have provisions which encom- 
pass more persons. 


"WHILE ITEMIZED tax deductions 


for mortgage interest and real estate 
taxes reduce total federal taxes by $3 bil- 
lion annually, only $125 billion was spent 
on subsidies for the poor during the five- 
year period of 1962-67. 


"How are housing programs financed1' 
"There are several government pro- 


grams which related to low and moder- 
ate Income housing. Included are housing 
for the elderly (FHA sections 231 and 
236) which provides for rental units by 
public or private developers; public 
housing, which is owned and operated by 
housing authorities; rent supplement pro- 
grams, which provide for grants to pri- 
vate owners to make up the difference 
between 25 per cent of the renters' in- 
come and the market rental of the unit; 
and Turnkey I (FHA sections 9, 10, 231- 
1937) which provides for the estab- 
lishment of a local housing authority to 
provide residences for low income per- 
sons 
f 


"IN 1088, FHA sections 235 (sale) and 


236 (rental) were passed to involve pri- 
vate developers in housing for low and 
moderate income families. Units are 
built with federal financial aid through 
interest reduction payments. Require- 
ments for FHA 236 run on a graduated 
scale. For example, the net maximum 
income for a family of three is $6,750; for 
a family of six, $8,505. 


"Why Arlington Heights? 
"The only piece of land now available 


for low and moderate income housing is 
located in Arlington Heights, giving our 
village the opportunity to lead the way in 
solving an area-wide problem... 


"In Arlington Heights alone, there are 


1,069 households earning under $5,000 and 
3,953 earning under $10,000 (Sales and 
Management Magazine, Survey of Buy- 
ing Power, June, 1970). These statistics 
undoubtedly include some households of 
elderly persons. 


"IN CONNECTION with the proposed 


250-unit housing for the elderly in Arling- 
ton Heights, the village recently sent 
questionnaires to older persons asking if 
they met the requirements for the hous- 
ing ($4,800 for a couple and $3,800 for a 
single person). By August, 1970, 236 af- 
firmative responses were received. But 
even if the proposed housing for the el- 
derly is constructed, the housing needs of 
at least 800 households in the village 
earning under $5,000 remain unsolved. 


"Will the schools be affected by a 


housing development in the area? 


"Of course. This is true when any de- 


velopment is constructed. However, the 
housing is to help fill a need in Arlington 
Heights and many of the children are al- 
ready accounted for in the schools. 


"Still, there will undoubtedly be more 


children in this area and Windsor, the 
school most affected, is close to capacity. 
Children have been bused within the dis- 
trict in order to equalize class size in the 
past, and this can be done again, if nec- 
essary ... 


"STATE AID TO the school district 


would be increased because the amount

Centered On Arlington Heights Issue ... 
L WV Issues Housing Report 


The League of Women Voters of the 


Arlington Heights-Mount Prospect area 
this week issued a fact sheet on low and 
moderate income housing. 


Based on the League of Women Voters 


national program, the fact sheet was pre- 
pared to update the members' own infor- 
mation, and to make the information 
available to the public. 


The national organization agrees there 


is a need for low and moderate income 
housing throughout the nation, and that 
both governing officials and the private 
sector share in the respon<"Nlity for pro- 
viding a remedy to the problem, 


The fact sheet was prepared after local 


league members spent months reading 
material available; and talking with vil- 
lage officials, officials in the Department 
of Housing and Urban Development 
(HUD) and with the Clerics of St. Viator 
who have agreed to use 15 acres of their 
land in Arlington Heights for the devel- 
opment of low, moderate and upper in- 
come housing 


MRS. RUSSELL Gardner, president of 


the local league, said the main purpose 
of the fact sheet was to answer some of 
the many questions which have come up 
since a proposal to build low and moder- 
ate income housing was presented in Ar- 
lington Heights. 


The league's membership includes 


about 150 residents of Wheeling and Elk 
Grove Townships as well as members 
horn the Schaumburg and Hoffman Es- 
tates area. 


The fact sheet is set up with a short 


introduction followed by questions and 
answers. 


In the introduction, the league stated, 


"The Viatorian Order made the decision 
this year to make 15 acres of its Arling- 
ton Heights property available for a low, 
moderate and upper income housing de- 
velopment The decision raised many 


questions from some segments of the 
community. 


"Because one of the league's prime 


roles is to inform the public on topical 
issues, we present answers below to 
some of the qu4stions frequently asked." 


IN ANSWERING how housing pro- 


grams are financed, the league stated: 


Busse Extension Opposed 


A proposed extension of Busse Road 


through Arlington Heights seemingly 
took It on the chin last night during a 
meeting of an Arlington Heights Plan 
Commission subcommittee charged with 
studying the matter 


At the same time, an alternative plan 


for the development of a second north- 
south street through the village came 
into the spotlight 


The meeting, which preceded two plan 


commission hearings, was convened to 
consider setting a date for a public hear- 
ing on the proposed extension. 


Jack Edwards, subcommittee chair- 


man, said at a previous meeting that the 
subcommittee wanted to get the views 
and opinions of village residents before 
making its report to the plan commis- 
sion, That report is scheduled to be pre- 
sented Nov. 25. 


LAST NIGHT, the subcommittee mem- 


bers in attendance expressed strong op- 
position to the proposed extension 


In opposing the proposal of the State 


Highway Department to extend Busse 
Road from Central Road through Arling- 
ton Heights, they expressed fears of po- 
tential results of such an extension. 


"This would become Rte. 83, because it 


would be a direct shot northward," com- 
missioner 0. V. Anderson said. He 
added, "The people of Arlington Heights 
would be hurt. The whple idea scares the 
daylights out of me." 


After the Busse Road proposal fell to 


obvious disfavor 
the 
commissioners 


agree'd to begin looking into plans to ex- 
tend Busse Road north only to Northwest 
Highway. They then considered the pos- 
sibility of developing a second north- 
south through street from Northwest 
Highway north along Dryden Avenue, 
eventually connecting with Rand Road. 


"There is no such thing as low cost hous- 
ing Federal programs require housing to 
be equal to, but not exceed, the quality of 
new, modest-cost housing constructed in 
the same locality during the same tune 
period " 


The fact sheet states the only piece of 


land now available for low and moderate 
income housing is located in Arlington 
Heights, "Giving our village the opportu- 
nity to lead the way in solving an area- 
wide problem. 


"An indication of the need for housing 


can be found in the fact that the North- 
west 
Opportunity Center in Rolling 


Meadows (which serves the Northwest 
suburban area) has received 200 requests 
for low and moderate income housing in 
the past six months and has been able to 
fill only 10." 


THE FACT SHEET states that "per- 


sons who are necessary to the commu- 
nity,bjt whose salaries are in the low or 
mode'ate income brackets, include hos- 
pital, school and postal employes and 
firemen and patrolmen There are also 
42 manufacturing plants and many retail 
stores in Arlington Heights, all employ- 
ing persons earning less than 810,000." 


The fact sheet is available to any indi- 


vidual or organization which wants a 
copy of it. League members hope that 
the sheet will receive wide distribution 
via church, homeowner association and 
other organization newsletters.

wrote the village before the ordinance 
was approved to find out whether side- 
walks would be installed in the area of 
the proposed retail development. 


IN REPLY TO Grodsky's letter, Han- 


son said the sidewalks would be installed 
only within the village, which ends just 
east of the proposed development. "We 
have no way of demanding sidewalks or 
other similar improvements be installed 
in those areas outside of the corporate 
limits." 


"The village is continually upgrading 


its streets and sidewalks by special as- 
sessment at the rate of nearly $1 million 
a year, so I believe we are cognizant of 
the fact that developed streets, in- 
cluding sidewalks, are a necessity. 


"It seems to me that the people in the 


unincorporated areas don't realize that 
they have the responsibility to install 
sidewalks and improve the streets like 
any other citizen, rather than to want to 
continue to live in a rural atmosphere 
which no longer exists in Cook County," 
added Hanson.

Students Teach 
Other Pupils 


by DAVE PALERMO 


"The elementary students get more in- 


dividual attention, and the high school 
students learn more responsibility" said 
a Dist. 59 school principal. He was dis- 
cussing the reasons behind a program in 
which students from Forest View High 
School help instruct, children in Dist. 59 
elementary schools. 


The high school volunteer aide pro- 


gram was initiated by Leah Cummins, a 
member of the High School Dist. 214 
school board. She got the idea from a 
lecture series on education which was 
conducted at the University of Chicago 
two years ago. 


The main purpose of the program was 


to give the teachers in the elementary 
school 
systems 
help 
in conducting 


classes. The program also aids the high 
schools involved in that it provides high 
school students with a relevant activity, 
according to officials operating the pro- 
gram. 


Approximately 70 students at Forest 


View are involved in the program with 
each student spending about an hour and 
10 minutes at one of five participating 
schools in Dist. 59. 


James Fay, principal at Jay School in 


Mount Prospect, is enthused with the 
program. It was initiated at his school as 
a pilot program last year with 20 high 
school students participating. 


"THE PURPOSE OF the program is 


to give the children more individualized 
attention. It reduces the teacher-pupil ra- 
tion which is good," said Fay. "If they 
can't respond to the teacher they can re- 
spond to the high school student working 
in the classroom. Silence is no longer 
golcfen in schools." 


Fay said the program is especially 


helpful to high school students who are 
"withdrawn" and find little to interest 
tlicm in their high school activities. 


J, A. Wollenburg, director of the pro- 


gram at Forest View, said the purpose of 
the program is "not to serve as a dump- 
ing ground for troublemakers." 


"The motive is not to have 70 'bad 


eggs' and dump them on the elementary 
schools," said Wollenburg. "The students 
are those who have problems in that they 
. . . are introverted students." 


"YOUNG PEOPLE nowadays are very 


idealistic. They want something more 
relevant. They want immediate feedback 
that what they are doing is relevant, 
worthwhile," said Fay. 


The primary purpose of the high school 


students is to supervise the youngsters as 
they practice a lesson first initiated by 
the teacher, 


"What they do is drill the youngsters 


in some lesson the teacher already in- 
itiated. If the teacher tells the whole 
group of students how to break words 
down into syllables, the high school stu- 
dents take two or three of them aside 
and help them practice," said Fay. 


"All these kids need is a little push, a 


little more repetition," he added. 


The youngsters in the high schools do 


not receive any academic credit for the 
work they do in the elementary schools. 
They are referred to the high school 
counselor who then screens them before 
they are referred to the elementary 
school principal, who makes the final 
judgment as to whether or not they can 
participate in the program. 


Academic averages are not one of the 


prerequisites for getting accepted into 
the program according to Wollenburg 
and Fay. Instead, high school students 
who arc interested in helping elementary 
school children, are sought for the pro- 
gram. 


"We have to assure that the youngsters 


in elementary schools are assured that 
someone is truly interested in what they 
are doing. This means individual atten- 
tion which the teacher can not always 
afford," said Fay.

Cullerton's office explained that reduc- 
tions are granted according to the num- 
ber of occupants in the building after a 
total assessment is made. 


These reductions are made after tax 


levies are set by the individual agencies, 
such as the school districts and the city, 
Rose said. Such reductions leave the 
various agencies at a loss.

near Jayne's home the night he was 
killed. 


Thomas Drury, head of the ciminal di- 


vision of the Cliicago branch of the Illi- 
nois Bureau of Investigation, has asked 
"that this person step forward knowing 
their name will be held in the strictest 
confidence." 


He asked that the person notify either 


the Palatine police or the IBI immediate- 
ly. 


On the night Jayne was shot, a neigh- 


bor reported seeing a 1967 red over 
white, two door Ford, LTD parked on 
Tweed Street 200 to 300 feet from Jayne's 
1918 Banbury Lane home 


DRURY SAID THE "hood was up and 


looked like a motorist in distress. 
Apparently, a passing motorist stopped to 
offer their assistance and this is the per- 
son we are looking for." 


The incident occurred around 5 p.m 


The passing motorist was driving on 
Tweed Street which borders the Jayne 
property on the east. 


Asked why locating this motorist is im- 


portant, Drury said he or she would be 
asked to look at photographs of several 
people whose names "keep popping up in 
our investigation." 


Although more than 100 people have 


been question by authorities so far, Dru- 
ry said investigators "are keeping a 
close eye" on several who have been 
mentioned recurrently. 


ONE MAN WAS arrested last Friday 


in Elgin 
after 
police received

anonymous phone call identifying the 
man who had the rifle which took 
Jayne's life last Wednesday. 


The man, an ex-convict and self-em- 


ployed horseman, was charged with ille- 
gal possession of three pistols and later 
released on a $10,000 bond 


IBI agents are investigating this man 


now but have not identified him as a 
clear cut suspect. When questioned he re- 
fused to comment on the Jayne killing, 
but admitted to knowing both Silas and 
George Jayne personally. 


Call Drug Abuse 'Minimal9 


The use of drugs in the four Dist. 59 


junior high schools is minimal, according 
to officials from each school. 


Only a few cases of drug abuse in the 


schools have been found in past years 
and none this year in any of the schools, 
thfey reported. 


None of the junior high schools have a 


structured drug abuse program, but all 
of them use films and some educational 
material throughout the year to inform 
the youngsters about drugs. 


The junior high schools are Grove and

Both also 
owned stables m this area and their ri- 
valry allegedly stems from a bitter busi- 
ness competition. 


Silas Jayne, as well as other members 


of the Jayne family, have been ques- 
tioned by investigators. 


The Palatine police are now working 


closely with the IBI, the Cook County 
Sheriff's Police and several other outside 
agencies including the State Police on 
the Jayne case. 


Jayne, 47, was killed by a single 30- 


cal. bullet firted through the basement 


window of his palatial home, which is 
perched on a knoll overlooking his three- 
acre estate. 


Police theorized the assailant parked 


his car near Tweed Street (the closest 
street to the basement window) and ap- 
proached the house under the cover of 
darkness 


Jayne was playing cards with bis wife, 


Marion, their daughter, Linda and her 
husband, Mickey Wright of Chicago at 
the time of his death. 


The family get-together was called to 


cel'ebrate the 16th birthday of George 
Jayne Jr., who was upstairs when hfs 
father was killed

MRS. RACHEL MOORE, the unrse at 


Grovfi Junior High School, said, "We 
have not caught up with any problem if 
there is one We know that the kids are 
knowledgeable about the drug terminolo- 
gy but as yet we have not found any 
drugs in the school " 


Mrs. Moore also said that no students 


had come to her seeking medical aid af- 
ter taking drugs. 


She added that the only instance relat- 


ing to drugs occurred last year, when the 
administration caught a group of stu- 
dents sniffing glue 


Drug abuse at Dempster Junior High 


School is "very, very minimal," accord- 
ing to Dennis Berner of the social studies 
department, which does make use of 
some drug abuse material throughout the 
year. 


Berner said that they have found five 


or dx students at the most who have ex- 
perimented with drugs at Dempster in 
the past, although none have been found 
this year 


He also said that students have tried to 


pass off harmless green matter as mari- 
juana to show off in front of their 
friends 


RICHARD JENNESS, principal at 


Holm'es Junior High School, said, "To 
our knowledge it is not a serious prob- 
lem It is certainly not out of control." 


He estimated that a "very small per- 


centage of the students used drugs" but 
that none had been found this year. 


Jenness also urged parents who heard 


rumors to call him for clarification and 
asked them not to ever "assume things." 
He added, "An awful lot is mis- 
represented through small discussion 
groups "

A west 
coast resident by birth, she is now living 
in Arlington Heights. 


The deaconess position dates back to 


the New Testament era. The word is de- 
rived from a Greek word that means to 
"serve." According to Eileen, "deacon- 
esses In the early church were primar- 
ily widows who had decided to marry 
again." 


TODAY, the qualifications required of 


deaconesses are much more stringent. 
Eileen has a bachelor's degree in theo- 
logy, a minor in sociology and a smatter- 
ing of clinical training in psychology. 


In all, Eileen's college training totals 


five years Between her junior and senior 
year she spent a one year internship in 
the Bronx of New York. 


"Most of my time that year was spent 


visiting people who didn't come to 
church," said Eileen. "Some people don't 
come to church because they feel it is 
dead or they have forgotten who Christ 
is." 


The key to her job, according to Ei- 


leen, is "to share Christ as I know him 
with other people. And it involves caring.

Crisis Center 
Opening Soon 


A new youth counseling and drug treat- 


ment center to serve the Buffalo Grove- 
Wheeling areas is scheduled to open In 
the near future, according to one of the 
group's organizers. 


Art Applequist, a representative of the 


Youth Counseling Service and Environ- 
mental Health Laboratory, said the or- 
ganization is currently looking for space 
to begin its operation. He said a definite 
location should be announced by the end 
of the week 


According to Applequist, the counseling 


service is "a non-profit health service or- 
ganization, composed of professional 
people." 


"The service is designed to help teen- 


agers who use drugs and try to prevent 
them from getting a police record and 
ending up in the Audy Home," he said 


APPLEQUIST SAID the treatment and 


counseling center will depend on what 
the needs of the individual are "The per- 
son will be evaluated by qualified people 
to determine what kind of help the per- 
son needs." 


A 24-hour "care intervention center" 


will eventually be established, Applnquist 
said The center will not be a telephone 
service but a place where policemen can 
take youths who they suspect are under 


the influence of drugs for diagnosis and 
treatment. 


However, Applequist added that in the 


beginning, the center would only operate 
in the evenings and Saturdays would be 
staffed by professional volunteers. 


"The Buffalo Grove and Wheeling Po- 


lice have been quite enthusiastic about it 
(the center). In general they feel that 
this is something that has long been 
needed," Applequist said. 


HE SAID THAT fees will be charged 


and a system is currently being worked 
out to keep them as low as possible. Lat- 
er federal and state aid will be sought to 
operate the service, Applequist said. 


Wheeling Police Sgt Ted Bracke said 


he had met with Applequist about the 
proposed center. Bracke explained that 
the laboratory would bo helpful in identi- 
fying a particular type of drug police 
suspect a person has taken. 


"Such a laboratory could be of use to 


police," he said. 


Buffalo Grove Police Chief Harold 


Smith also said he has been in contact 
with Applequist. Ho added the center 
"would aid in solving the drug problem." 
Smith said he got the Impression from 
Applequist that the service would be a 
psychiatric counseling center, 


Osprey Joins Ecology Toll

BIGFORK, Mont. (UPI)-The osprey, 


n large fish-eating hawk, may be on the 
brink of extinction at Montana's Flat- 
head Lake 
Researchers blame pesti 


cides 


A study on the low reproductive rate of 


the osprey is in its fifth year at the Uni- 


versity of Montana Biological Station 
south of here. 


Graduate student Don MacCarter said 


t h e r e is no statistical information 
on how many osprey once nested on 
the lakeshore and its islands, but a good 
indication is abandoned nests. There are 
neaily 50 nesting sites surrounding the 
lake Only about half are occupied. 
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MacCarter, whose twin brother Dong 


joined the osprey research effort in 1968, 
estimates the birds are reproducing at 
less than halt the rate of a normal popu- 
lation. 


The brothers say the young that hatch 


usually survive, but egg productivity and 
hatching success are abnormally low. Of 
the eggs laid, only 45 or 50 per cent 
hatch. 


In the last four years at Flathead, the 


number of eggs per utilized nest has 
been 1.5. In comparison, the osprey popu- 
lation at Eagle Lake, Calif, produces 'an 
average of 2 75 eggs per utilized nest. No 
pesticide contamination has been found 
at Eagle Lake 


The MacCarters found that eggs that 


don't hatch at Flathead have thin and 
flaky shells Tests show the addled eggs 
contain an average of nearly 17 parts per 
million DDT residue The highest amount 
found in 'an addled egg was 135 parts 
DDT per million. 


The source of the pesticide 
con- 


tamination has not been pinpointed. The 
MacCarters say DDT had once been used 
abundantly for mosquito control on the 
lake, and it is believed large quantities 
of the pesticide came from the east shore 
where farmers spray acres of cherry or- 
chards. 


The brothers also speculate that tree 


spraying by the Forest Service was, or 
is, a contributing1 contamination factor. 


The young researchers said although 


they have have had no cooperation from 
cherry growers, Forest Service personnel 
or city and county officials as to what 
types of sprays are being used, they 
think ^the use of DDT in the area has 
dropped considerably in the past few 
years but say it may be too late for the 
osprey.

Traffic Diversion To 
Thacker 'Necessary' 


Plans to divert additional traffic onto 


Thacker Street are a necessary part of 
the redevelopment 
of downtown Des 


Plaines, Mayor Herbert Behrel and offi- 
cials of the Des Plaines Redevelopment 
Association last night told a group of 
about 50 local businessmen and resi- 
dents. 


At a city hall meeting called to give a 


progress report on downtown renewal, 
James Paroubek, association president, 
said a bridge linking Dempster Street 
and Thacker over the Des Plaines River 
was first proposed in 1894. 


"There's a definite need for east-west 


traffic in this area, and everything tends 
to show that that is the spot to do it," 
Peroubek said of the Thacker-Dempster 
linkup. 


Traffic and parking problems must be 


solved before the city can move ahead on 
the ambitious plans for multi-million-dol- 
lar downtown redevelopment, he said. 


Those plans include a huge "super- 


block" office and commercial building in 
the area bounded by Ellinwood, Lee, 
Prairie and Pearson streets, and another 
multi-story office building constructed on 
the air rights over the Chicago and North 
Western Ry. tracks. 


BEHREL SAID THE changes for Tha- 


cker Street, which could include an un- 
derpass at the outer belt tracks west of 


Wolf Road, will help take traffic off 
Northwest Highway and end the bot- 
tleneck at River Road and Miner Street. 


"True enough, the people who live in 


the residential area are going to have 
some (more) traffic, but we're not going 
to be doing that. The county's going to be 
doing it," Behrel said. 


Construction of the underpass west of 


Wolf would require removal of four or 
five homes, Behrel said. 


"If there's going to be a lot of heat 


generated about this, I don't know what 
the county's going to do. Remember, this 
is a county road," Behrel said. An under- 
pass would end traffic backups on Tha- 
cker caused by cars waiting for trains at 
the present grade crossing. 


City officials have agreed to meet Nov. 


12 with Thacker residents opposed to the 
underpass and the Thacker-Dempster 
Hnkup.

RALPH MARTIN, an official of Des 


Plaines Tomorrow Corporation, a sub- 
sidiary of the Redevelopment Associ- 
ation, told the audience last night that 
despite high-quality residential and in- 
dustrial growth in Des Plaines, the 
downtown area has not kept pace.

GOP Victorious In 4th Dist.

The Republicans saved the bad news 


for the last, Tuesday night, victimizing 
Democrat Kenneth Lindquist of Des 
Plaines in his bid to earn a seat in the 
Illinois House of Representatives. 


The final vote total was not official 


Wednesday but with all but two precincts 
in Maine and Niles Townships reported 
Lindquist will lose to incumbent Republi- 
can Arthur Simmons of Skokie by nearly 
2,000 votes. Aaron Jaffe of Niles Town- 
ship, a Democrat, was successful in his 
bid for election to the house and Robert 
Juckett, of Park Ridge, was reelected to 
his third term as representative. 


Lindquist's bad news came late Tues- 


day night when the results of traditional- 
ly Republican stronghold precincts began 
reporting in to Maine Township Demo- 
cratic headquarters, 1535 Oakton St., Des 
Plaines. 


Up until then it had been Jaffe and 


Juckett running 1-2 while Lindquist of 
1321 Willow Ave., was about 1,000 votes 
ahead of Simmons. But thte incumbent 
made a late charge at Lindquist, a his- 
tory teacher at Maine West High School, 
and closed the gap. 


At 1 a.m. Wednesday, Lindquist, 40, 


was ahead of Simmons, 65, by about 800 
votes, according to Democratic counters, 
with more than a dozen precincts yet to 
report. Then Lindquist went to bed, after 
assurances by party workers that these 
remaining results would probably not 
come in all night. They were correct. 


YESTERDAY MORNING the candi- 


dates were in Chicago for the official 
canvass of the votes by the Cook County 
clerk's office. A report by Linquist re- 
vealed that the results of 'eight precincts 
were still unaccounted for and that the 
counting would be continued later in the 
week. 


Although Simmons has apparently won 


reelection and will now serve his eighth 


term in the house, Lindquist made an 
impressive showing in predominantly Re- 
publican suburbia. 


Two years ago, the Des Plaines resi- 


dent ran fourth behind Simmons, then 
the top vote getter in the election with 
about 90,000 votes, Juckett, who finished 
with about 75,000 votes and Ed Warman, 
who had about 73,000 votes. Lindquist 
had about 62,000 votes in that election 


AT DEMOCRATIC headquarters Tues- 


day night there was optimism and spirits 
were high. 


"We're entering a new era," said Nick 


Blase, Maine Township Democratic com- 
mitteeman and Mayor of Niles, "when 
people are looking at the issues, not just 
party labels. Obviously we're happy." 


"Look at the splits," said Blase as he 


tried to explain the upsets that were tak- 
ing place in Maine Township in which 
the Democratic candidates were making 
a fine showing. "Where it was three and 
four to one in the past it's now one and a 
half and one and a quarter to one Re- 
publican." 


On the television, set up hi the corner 


of the room, U.S. Sen. Ralph Smith was 
being 
interviewed 
about 
his 
eating 


habits, especially during the campaign. 
He was now saying, "I have one basic 
philosophy: When I'm hungry I eat. 
When I'm not hungry I don't eat." 


Lindquist 
arrived 
at 
headquarters 


about 7:45 to check the vote count While 
looking at the big chart on the wall a 
precinct captain approached him, tapped 
on his shoulder and said, "I carried them 
all for you. We beat 'em all." 


LINDQUIST WAS carrying a piece of 


paper with the results from his home 
precinct (102), although he moved from 
that neighborhood after the voter regis- 
tration deadline. In that precinct, Lind- 
quist garnered 521 votes, to Jaffe's 134%, 
Juckett's 179% and Simmons' 157. 


Back at headquarters, Smith said on 


television he couldn't agree with the 
various projections at 8 p.m. about his 
opponent, Stevenson, being a clear win- 
ner. "It'll be a long night," Smith said. 


MORE RESULTS CAME in from tra- 


ditionally Republican strongholds in Des 
Plaines showing that the Democrats 
were gaining in popularity. And Lind- 
quist was encouraged by his showing in 
the 14th precinct, which showed he trail- 
ed slightly behind his opponents. 


Then Lindquist and Blase posed for a 


photographer. Blase got more results in 
from Des Plaines precincts and got up 
on a chair to speak. "These votes are the 
key to what could be the most fantastic 
victory we ever saw." Lindquist left min- 
utes later for a reception-party for party 
workers in his home. 


Wednesday morning Lindquist was still 


very optimistic, especially after they re- 
counted the votes. 


"Four of the eight precincts out- 


standing are in Park Ridge and four in 
Des Plaines," he said. "I'm confident of 
precinct 68 (in Des Plaines), 61 (in Des 
Plaines) could be a surprise, 13 (in Des 
Plaines) should be close, and 6 (in Des 
Plaines) I just don't know about. I ex- 
pect a pretty good showing in one of the 
precincts in Park Ridge. I'm up by about 
500 now," he said, "and I've been beat- 
ing Simmons in some places in Park 
Ridge, which is a surprise. The final out- 
come will be very close." 


LATE WEDNESDAY afternoon, a Her- 


ald/Day poll of the campaign headquar- 
ters in Maine and Niles Townships 
showed these unofficial results, with two 
precincts not reported in Maine Town- 
ship: 


Lindquist — 56,114 
Simmons — 57,852 
Jaffe — 77,550% 
Juckett — 64,989%

The Maine Township Diagnostic and 


Remedial Learning Center, a federally 
funded, three-year program might have 
these results, according to those who 
were involved: 


Johnny might not drop-out 


Susie might have a chance to do as 


well in school as her pretty classmate 
down the block 


Miss Jones, the teacher, might be able 


to stop a problem before it becomes 
serious 


The program was about "learning dis- 


abilities." These are the problems chil- 
dren of average or above average in- 
telligence sometimes have in developing 
the skills, needed to learn. 


These are the verbal abilities: being 


able to express oneself, being able to lis- 
ten, being able to differentiate between 
two different things. It is also the ability 
to remember, and to coordinate body 
movements, and the ability to identify 
obiects by touch. 


THESE BASIC SKILLS are necessary 


before a student can begin to learn. 
These skills are needed to read and un- 
derstand, they said. Lack of development 
of these means frustration for the stu- 
dents, and failure in classwork, they 
said. 


The program was an attempt to identi- 


fy students with problems early, and to 
develop methods of developing those 
skills, they said. 


The program's roots are in two tejich- 


ing philosophies developed during the 
last 10 years they said One is that edu- 
cation should be tailored to the needs of 
each student because each students' 
needs are different. 


The other :s that problems should be 


attacked early before they become large 
and serious 


During the first two years of the pro- 


gram, centers wore set up in the four 
participating districts, including 207, 62, 
63, and Pennoyer Dist. 79. More than 
5,000 students who have had consistent 
lack of success in school were served by 
the center, where they were diagnosed 
and treated. 


Sixty-one per cent improved consid- 


erably, 14 per cent stayed the same, and 
25 per cent, regressed, according to the 
program director, Thomas Telder. 


During the last year, 90 teachers went 


through an intensive educational pro- 
gram to teach them how to recognize 
learning problems, and how to deal with 
it in the classroom, program officials 
said. 


THE DECISION WAS made to switch 


to teaching the teachers during the last 
year, Telder said, to insure that the pro- 
gram would reach a greater number of 
children, through their teachers. 


During this final year program, teach- 


ers met with neurologists, psychiatrists, 
psychologists, 
language 
pathologists, 


physical therapists, optometrists, oph- 
thalmologists and others, they said. 


Teachers were shown the new mate- 


rials available for helping students to 
learn, including slides, videotape record- 
ings, records, and specially designed 
books. 


The Modalities Training Pile, devel- 


oped by the program, is a step by step 
program for dealing with specific prob- 
lems. It offers 760 activities for devel- 
oping seeing, hearing and touching skills. 


As the program came to an end, the 


Dist. 207 board budgeted $40,000 to con- 
tinue the program In the form of a four 
member "In-Service Educational Team" 
which is housed in the new center court 


of Maine East High School, Dempster 
and Potter. 


The new teams consist of individuals 


who were involved in the original pro- 
gram or in other learning disability pro- 
grams. They are Bob Jacobsen, Vic Cos- 
tanza, Dick Dervin and Judy Graham. 


THEY AID TEACHERS, plan specific 


coursework for students having difficul- 
ty, and examine new programs, under 
the direction of Michael Myers, adminis- 
trative assistant, according to the team's 
leader, Jacobsen 


Some of their services in this first year 


have been helping teachers improvf 
their teaching techniques. One way has 
been to videotape a teacher as he teach- 
es, and to play the tape back, examining 
the techniques critically, according to 
Costanza. 


Dervin has been developing a sociology 


course at East that uses very little read- 
ing material This kind of program helps 
students with reading problems to keep 
up with the rest of the class, and increas- 
es interest, without decreasing the possi- 
bilities of good education for the average 
or above average reader, he said. 


The team also helps in testing, and can 


advise teachers in choosing teaching ma- 
terials, Jacobsen said. 


Both of the elementary school districts 


serving Des Plaines are making use of 
some personnel who were trained during 
the 207 programs And they have made 
use of the research done by the recently 
ended programs. 


Both districts were developing their 


own programs before the 207 program, 
and both have expanded their own learn- 
ing disability program in recent years. 


Dist. 62 now has a learning disability 


teacher in each of the 13 schools. This 
teacher helps children individually and is 
available for consultation by teachers, 
according to Harry Eschel, district head 
of special education. 


DIST. «3, has four learning disability 


centers, where students can receive In- 
tensive aid, so they may return quickly 
to the regular classrooms, according to 
Donald Stetina, assistant superintendent. 


And a summer program, is sponsored 


by the Maine Township Special Educa- 
tion District at Plainfield, 1850 Plainfield 
and Forest, 1375 Fifth, according to Regi- 
nald Hawks the district's assistant direc- 
tor. 


About 250 students were involved in the 


learnings disability program last sum- 
mer, he said.

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New Life Safety Code For Kopp Pool 


Kopp Pool at Dempster Junior High 


School in Mount Prospect may be part of 
a county pilot project to change life safe- 
ty code requirements. 


The project was suggested hy county 


school official Robert Hayes when a life 
safety survey was made at the Dist. 59 
school, 420 \V. Dempster St., following an 
Incident there last month in which 29 
persons were treated after breathing car- 
bon monoxide fumes. 


Thr pool was closed Oct. 17 after mem- 


bers of a park district swim team and 
several other persons were overcome by 
the fumes escaping into the pool area be- 
cause of faulty ventilation. 


The pool, built by the Mount Prospect 


Park District, is adjacent to Dempster 
School. As a park district facility it is not 


regulated by the school safety code, a set 
of state standards to insure minimum 
safety requirements. However, since it is 
also used as a school facility, park dis- 
trict officials have agreed to make the 
necessary changes to insure safety. 


DISCREPANCIES arose in the life 


safety survey which have caused county 
school officials to reconsider the code, 
according to Dist. 59 architect, Fred 
Johnson. He was presenting information 
on the survey to Dist. 59 board of educa- 
tion members Monday night. 


Johnson specifically mentioned the in- 


stallation of a chlorine detector, whi hche 
recommended in his survey of the pool, 
but which is not included in the code. 


Johnson said Robert Hayes, county 


school building consultant, for civil de-

fense and pupil welfare and safety, 
"wants to use Kopp Pool as a pilot proj- 
ect." 


Johnson was to confer with Hayes yes- 


terday to receive further details. 


Items that Johnson said must be in- 


cluded to meet the code are a safety 
alarm system, controls on the furnace, 
and changes in thte boiler room. 


He said that the recommended and re- 


quired repairs would total $13,700, but ex- 
plained that park district officials have 
already ordered some repairs. 


AFTER THE incident, park district of- 


ficials said they wanted to reopen the 
pool by mid-November, but Johnson in- 
dicated that this was not probable. He 
said, however, that the normal deadline 
for repairs to meet the safety code was 
two years. Use of the facilities is allowed

High School Dist. 214 board meetings 


are not places of passion and fire. The 
meetings are generally quite long, and 
school business is usually technical and 
routine. 


It's not that the board lacks fiery 


board members; it's just that it doesn't 
run into men such as Vince Carioti every 
evening. 


Carioti is a counselor at Elk Grovo 


High School. Monday night, speaking to 
the board as a committee of the whole, 
Carioti lambasted certain district and 
nationwide educational trends. 


The meeting was called to discuss pro- 


posals for schedule changes and curricu- 
lum revision, and Carioti's first target 
was programs that offer too many spe- 
cialized courses to young students. 


"WE'RE LOSING SIGHT of the rela- 


tive maturity of children . . . we lose 
sight of that little cotton lickin' freshman 
is a lost soul," snapped Carioti. 


He asserted that today's high school 


student "is no more involved unless 
(things) are pointed out to him" and 
that teachers, In developing programs 
for students, depend on their own exper- 
iences, not on the immature students 
facing them. 


One solution is more testing of stu- 


dents, said Carioti. "We need to find out 
their hopes and expectations," lie de- 
clared: too many available courses only 
confuso thorn. 


Carioti was responding partially to pro-

posals to cut the length of courses down 
and to increase course specialization. 


One Comm 75 recommendation was for 


greater use of community resources. "It 
indicts us that we don.t have one voca- 
tional high school," he charged, "We 
want to go out to the community bee- 
cause we've failed to do our job here." 


HE POINTED TO the lack of student 


involvement through "apathetic" 18-21- 
year-old voter registration but he saved 
a special anger for parents who push 
their children too hard into special pro- 
grams: 


"He doesn't even have time to know 


Ills parents . . . we force him out of the 
family!" 


Perhaps we should slow down the pace 


for students, he said, charging that some 
students have no time for extra-curricu- 
lar activities because of heavy studies. 


"Peer pressure of acceleration is far 


greater than what wo ever expected," he 
charged. "It's an indictment of what 
we've done when kids can't find what 
they want (in high school)." 


LATER, CARIOTI, in responding to 


Supt. Edward Gilbert, said that he ob- 
jected to "overwhelming choices" for 
young students, but not to all optional 
courses. He added that certain controls 
were needed in any curriculum. 


Near the end of the meeting, Carioti 


said he wished his title could be changed 
from college counslor to "future life 
counselor." The title "turns off a large 
segment of our kids," lie said, and as- 
sorted it stcrs them too much twords 
one goal, college. 


Carioti did not gain applause from the 


audience as he lectured the school offi- 
ciak. After the meeting, however, ad- 
ministrators 'and teachers discussed Ca- 
rioti's outspoken opinions on education.

board so that Johnson could present it to 
the county for approval.

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Realtor Of Year Addresses Suburban Group 


There are few wrinkles in the soul of a 


successful real estate man. 


This was the opinion of a veteran real 


estate man, Morgan L. Fitch, as he ad- 
dressed last week's meeting of the North 
W e s t Suburban Board of Realtors 
(HWSBR) at the Camelot Restaurant in 
Des Plaines. Fitch was named Illinois 
Realtor of the Year for 1970. He is chair- 
man of the board of the Charles Ringer 
Co. in Chicago. 


"Selling real estate is not like selling 


any other product," said Fitch. "It's an 
art developed almost by psychic under- 


standing and hard work " 


He acknowledged his introduction as 


past president of the Illinois Real Estate 
Board, the Chicago Real Estate Board 
and the National Association of Real Es- 
tate Boards. "The only honor I did not 
achieve was to be listed on Cullerton's 
campaign committee," he said, referring 
to recent disclosures of political cam- 
paign support by members of the real 
estate field. 


Fitch said there is irony in the "great 


concern of the guardians of the public 
about Cook County assessment 
prac- 


tices." Listing 15,000 public 
housing 


units, highways and real estate tax au- 
thorities taken off the tax rolls, Fitch 
said, "It's significant of the times that no 
one has discussed reducing the cost of 
government, only increasing it." 


AFTER WARNING the Realtor group 


that the problems of housing in his area 


on the south side of Chicago will be the 
suburban problems of tomorrow, Fitch 
discussed real estate trends. 


"Urban renewal serves to. demolish 


more housing and will create new de- 
mands for suburban housing," said 
Fitch. He criticized "the game of socio- 
logical checkers being played in Chi- 


cago" as neighborhoods are being rede- 
veloped. 


Parallel to long demand and short sup- 


ply in the residential real estate market 
there is an increasing supply of other 
types of real estate, Fitch said. He cited 
the problems of the home mortgage bor- 
rower in competition with higher-paying 


corporate and government borrowers. 


FITCH HAS lectured and written es- 


says on the economic and sociological as- 
pects of real estate. His published essays 
include Free Speech; But When Do You 
Think; Come Let Us Reason Together; 
and Error and Opinion May be Tolerated 
When Reason is Left Free to Combat It.

Pal-Waukee Airport has taken numer- 


ous positive steps to encourage pilots us- 
ing the airport to fly as high as possible, 
over residential areas, according \o Wil- 
liam Yocius, airport Federal Aviation 
Administration tower chief. 


Yocius' comment was made in a de- 


tailed letter sent to Wheeling village offi- 
cials and William Rogers, head of a 
Wheeling citizens committee concerned 
about noise and safety from low-flying 
planes at the airport. 


He told the citizens and village officials 


"I am certain that we have accom- 
plished quite a bit in reducing the noise 
problem in the area," with the various 
airport programs. 


Here are some of the things Yocius 


said the FAA and the airport are doing 
to alleviate problems with low-flying 
planes and excessive noise. 


Inbound flights of student pilots have 


been routed into Pal-Waukee over Wheel- 
ing's industrial area and railroad tracks 
instead of over the main part of the vil- 
lage, he said. 


More than 2,000 letters have been 


mailed to pilots who use the airport in- 
cluding reminders to fly as high as is 


practical. 


Also reminders are included in a news- 


letter issued by the FAA tower and made 
verbally at pilot meetings for 250 to 300 
pilots held several times each year, he 
said. 


"LARGE PLANES or turbines which 


use the jet runway are asked by the con- 
troller to climb as rapidly as practical on 
takeoff or fly as high a final approach as 
possible," he said. 


Also, at monthly instructor meetings, 


instructors are encouraged to teach stu- 
dents to climb rapidly on take-off and 
use high approaches when landing. 


When a pilot appears to be dis- 


regarding those requests, a supervisor or 
the tower director will contact him per- 
sonally to discuss the request. Repeated 
offenders are reported to the General 
Aviation District offices in DuPage Coun- 
ty, Yocius wrote. 


CONTROLLERS AT Pal-Waukee dis- 


courage the use of the jet runway for 
arrivals and departures because 
this 


saturates the northern (Wheeling) area 


with noise. "This is done even though it 
increases the controller workloads and 
causes some delay to the aircraft," he 
said. 


"During recent rule making in Wash- 


ington, D.C., requests were jade to al- 
low additional air space over Pal- 
Waukee Airport to allow aircraft to 
operate at higher altitudes," Yocius said. 


"The request was made partly to allow 


turbine aircraft to maintain a higher alti- 
tude while circling to land," he said. 


As a result of that request an area was 


cut out of the Chicago terminal control 
area to accommodate Pal-Waukee plan- 
es. 


"This 'cut out' increased the O'Hare 


controller workload and requires O'Hare 
airport aircraft to overfly Pal-Waukee 
Airport at a higher altitude," he said. 


Other efforts to reduce noise have in- 


cluded getting corporate aircraft to avoid 
early or late arrivals or departures, and 
encouraging the airport owners to install 
a VASI (visual air slope indicator) light 
system to help pilots in making a visual 


approach. 


Traffic pattern reviews and airport 


owners reminders for noise abatement 
have also been part of the program, he 
wrote. 


ALSO, ARMY AUTHORITIES were 


contacted and agreed to have helicopters 
from the Arlington Army Base avoid the 
Wheeling area. 


"We have received excellent coopera- 


tion from almost all the pilots — one or 
two may forget, but they are reminded. 


"You can be assured we are aware of 


your concern and that we have the same 
concern for our neighboring commu- 
nities. We will continue to work toward 
making the area safe and as quiet as 
possible," Yoeius wrote.

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The Lighter Side 
Look Out For Backlash, Senator 


by DICK WEST 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - One of the 


services that journalists perform during 
an election campaign is notifying can- 
diates of contributions made on their be- 
half. 


During this year's campaign, for ex- 


ample, it is estimated that about $5 mil- 
lion was spent in certain senatorial 
races. Yet the candidates involved had 
not reported any contributions prior to 
the election. 


The reason for this is that candidates 


are only required by law to report contri- 
butions received with their "knowledge 
or consent " And usually they are the 
lost to know. 


In fact, there arc many cases in which 


a candidate probably would never have 
found out about a contribution had not 
some kindly newsman helpfully called it 
to his attention. 


LET US SAY, for illustration purposes, 


that the chairman of the Senate subcom- 
mittee on thongs and lashes is running 
for re-election. Where upon the National 


Association of Buggy Whip Manufac- 
turers contributes $5,000 to his campaign. 


A reporter learns of the contribution 


and, being touched by such an act of gen- 
erosity, writes a news' story about it, 
pointing out that the subcommittee han- 
dles legislation of interest to the buggy 
whip industry. 


Where upon the chairman issues a 


statement saying he was unaware of the 
contribution. 


Well, gee, if anyone does anything nice 


for me, I like to know about it. So I think 


a candidate should be grateful to a re- 
porter for letting him know about a con- 
tribution. 


But, surprisingly, newsmen rarely get 


thank-you notes for writing stories of 
that nature. 


THIS BRINGS UP the question of why 


the Buggy whip association itself did not 
inform the senator that it was contrib- 
uting to his campaign. 


"The senator might have gotten the 


wrong idea if we had told him about it," 
a spokesman for the buggy whip lobby 


will explain. "He might have felt obli- 
gated to return the favor by supporting a 
bill to repeal the buggy whip tax We 
certainly wouldn't want that to happen 


"It is our feeling that all buggy whip 


legislation should be considered strictly 
on its own merits. Therefore, we tried to 
make the contribution in such a way as 
to avoid any possibility of influencing 
the senator's vote " 


This spirit, I'm sure, is behind most 


unreported contributions. It makes you 
feel all warm inside.

A Veterans Administration survey re- 


vealed that one-third of tho nation's, vet- 
erans continue insurance coverage by 
converting their Servicemen's Group Life 
Insurance (SOLD to commercial policies 
after military discharge 


"This was considerably higher than ex- 


pected,'1 commented 
Administrator of 


Veterans Affairs Donald E Johnson. 


He also noted that 46.3 per cent of the 


veterans surveyed had other insurance 
and did not convert their SGLI, while an- 
other 20 3 per cent had no insurance at 
all. 


While In service, men and women arc 


covered under the SGLI program which 
Is supervised by the VA, but adminis- 
tered by a commercial primary insurer 
uith 600 other private insurance com- 
panies participating 


Johnson pointed out that most veterans 


have 120 days after military discharge to 
convert to a commercial policy at stan- 
dard rates without having to take a phys- 
Iclal examination. 


VETERANS WHO ARE totally dis- 


abled at separation have up to one year 
while still totally disabled to convert 
their SGLI. 


Veterans are not required to pay insur- 


ance premiums during the 120-day or 
one-year grace periods. 


The VA administrator pointed out that 


a veteran with a service-connected dis- 
ability is also eligible for a low-cost 
"RH" life insurance policy issued by VA, 
if he was separated from service after 
April 1951 The veteran must apply with- 
in one year of the date VA notifies him of 
his disability rating 


Johnson added that "RH" life insur- 


ance provides coverage for many dis- 
abled veterans who would otherwise find 
it difficult to obtain commercial life in- 
surance except at prohibitive rates,

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Scheffres Losses; Had Carroll Sweating

;At 11:45 p.m. Tuesday night, it looked 


like Allen ScheHres was about to accom- 
plish a miracle. 


'Scheffres, candidate for state senator 


from the fouv^h district, sat absolutely 
still In his headquarters at Oakton and 
Wnukegan. in Niles. His head rested on 
the wall behind him. His eyes were 
heavy from exhaustion, and his long thin 
face was without emotion. 


He was living in the possibility of a 


miracle, and his campaign workers 
came up one by one to exchange a few 
Words with him, to touch him on the 
shoulder and tell him how happy they 
were. Eyes kept turning towards the tele- 
phone. A man in a striped shirt, kept one 
hand on the phone so he could pick it up 
before the first ring ended. 


"It Carroll is sweating, the campaign 


was worth it," Scheffres told his work- 
ers. 


At 11:45, with the votes of 209 out of 


226 Maine and Niles precincts recorded, 
Scheffres was 980 votes ahead of the in- 
cumbent, John Carroll. Scheffres had led 
for hours. 


PART OF THE MIRACLE unfolding at 


the Scheffres headquarters was the vote 
he had received from tradititionally Re- 
publican Maine Township. He was re- 
ceiving almost as many votes in Maine 
as Carroll was receiving in the more 
Democratic Niles. In the last election, 
Carroll, a Park Ridge publisher, had 
trounced his opponent by 20,000 votes. 


The phone rang at 11:48, and the mir- 


a c I e 
turned 
into 
a 
near-miracle. 


Scheffres scribbled out the new tallies on 
a yellow legal 
pad. 


His face betrayed nothing. He did not 


smile or frown. The workers around 
him, 


many of them college age students, look- 
ed at him hopefully. 


Scheffres asked for the figures to be 


repeated. 


It was over, Carroll was 1,000 votes 


ahead with Maine precincts yet to report. 
The 
thirty 
workers 
massed 
around 


Srheffres to shake his hand and to tell 
him how sorry they were, and what a 
good race he had run. 


SCHEFFRES STOOD ON a chair and 


thanked his workers, his wife, his father. 


In the car, driving towards the Niles 


Democratic headquarters in Skokie, his 
voice was strained from exhaustion. 


"Maybe Carroll will go out now and 


talk to the people," he said, Scheffres, 
the 34 year old president of the Niles 
Township Young Democrats, had based 
part of his campaign on his claim that 
Carroll ignored the interests of all the 
suburbs but his native Park Ridge. 


"I think this shows that party labels 


aren't enough. I think it shows that if you 
go to the people and talk about the real 
Issues, they will respond." 


The Adlai Stevenson landslide made a 


difference in Maine Township, he said, 
but he felt his campaigning "in places 
where they've never even seen a Demo- 
cratic candidate," also made a differ- 
ence. 


"I think we were striking nerves." 


Scheffres had campaigned on a platform 
of more money for education, increased 
programs to prevent drug abuse, and 
transportation reform. 


IT WAS RAINING heavily outside at 


the Democratic headquarters. "There he 
is," someone said, as he walked through 
the door. 


"You 
came so close. It was a good 


race." a woman said. 


Aaron Jaffe peered over the makeshift 


counter of the Niles Township Regular 
Democratic organization, of which he is 
committeeman, His large, sleepy eyes, 
looked even sleepier than usual. 


It was 10 p.m. election night, and the 


totals scribbled in magic marker on the 
Niles Township tally chart indicated that 
Jaffee was far ahead of the other candi- 
dates for the fourth district state repre- 
sentative seats. 


"I think it's safe to say now that I 


have won," he said. "Our tallies out of 
Maine show that I came out about 1,000 
down. I think its even nip and tuck that 
Ken Linquist will get a seat, too." 


JAFFE SAID HE had done even better 


than he had expected in Niles and Maine 
townships. A reporter asked him why he 
had done so well. 


"Well, maybe that isn't my place to 


say." He was smiling. A nearby precinct 
captain said he'd won because Jaffe had 
good workers and people are tired of the 
Republicans. 


"As I said before, I think people voted 


on the pocketbook issues. They're tired 
of this inflation and unemployment." 


What would he do in office, someone 


asked. "I'd work towards the human is- 
sues. I wouldn't push towards the sensa- 
tionlistic issues like law and order, not 
repression. I'd look towards solving the 
causes of crime In our society." 


He began another sentence, but a 


phone rang in the back room, and before 
he could continue, a short, white haired 
woman, grabbed him by his shirt sleeve, 
and he was gone. 


A precinct captain was wide eyed, and 


talked 
to another 
precinct 
captain. 


"Thirty years I've lived in that precinct, 


and its always solid Republican. Tonight 
. . . tonight, would you believe it? A Ste- 
venson majority." He smiled, shook his 
head and laughed. 


ED WARMAN headquarters seemed 


populated by college kids. There were 
young girls in slacks and jeans, and 
bearded young men in open neck shirts. 


Warman was due to arrive at the head- 


quarters, and the first tallies were com- 
ing in from Evanston. The headquarter's 
manager was busy with his adding ma- 
chine. 


The room had many posters. On the 


far wall was a hand painted "Warman 
for Congress" sign on a piece of wrap- 
ping paper. The sign was red, white and 
blue. The blue was a peace dove with an 
olive branch in its mouth. 


Warman walked through the dcor and 


was immediately 
surrounded 
by his 


workers. Warman reached down to pick 
up his young son, who asked "Are we 
winning." 


"We don't know yet," he said. 
Warman said there would be several 


differences between this election and the 
last special election in 1969, when he lost 
to Phillip Crane in the 13th District, race 
for U.S. Representative.

The Wav We See It 
Voters Selective 


Northwest suburban voters, who 


traditionally have cast their ballots 
for Republican candidates, showed 
a new face Tuesday. 


Rather than pulling the lever at 


the top, voters in the suburbs se- 
lected their candidates race by 
race and, although the results were 
disappointing to local Republicans 
in many cases, there are reasons 
for optimism and confidence that a 
two-party system is coming closer 
to reality. 


The number of split ballots in the 


suburbs was unparalleled. While 
Adlai E Stevenson III was attract- 
ing close to 50 per cent of the vote 
throughout the area, Republican 
candidates were winning with 60, 
65 and 70 per cent of the vote. 


That was a clear indication that 


voters here were not abandoning 
the Republican Party that has held 
their loyalty for so many years, 
but instead were being selective in 
the candidates they supported and 
were not following the party dic- 
tates right down the line. 


If this is the way suburbanites 


will vote in the future, and we hope 
it is, it should serve warning that 
no party can take the suburban 
vote for granted. Each must offer 
strong candidates and can win in 
the suburbs based on their merits, 
rather than just their party label. 


It should serve as 
encour- 


agement to suburban Democrats to 
seek the best candidates available 
for suburban races, because now, 
with the 1970 race to prove it, sub- 
urban voters will vote for Demo- 
crats. 


Tuesday's election also should be 


proof enough that the voters will 
reject low level campaign tactics. 


To be sure, there were reasons 


for disappointment in Tuesday's 
results. Foremost was the defeat of 
Robert P. Hanrahan, Cook County 
superintendent of schools, who had 
made an excellent record in four 
years but who could not weather 
the Democratic storm. 


Also, the defeats of Robert 0, At- 


cher, James Peterson, C. Bernard 
Carey and other qualified Republi- 
cans are losses which are disturb- 
ing to suburban residents. 


The victory of Michael J. Bakalis 


over Ray Page for state superin- 


tendent was particularly pleasing 
and should result in a fresh ap- 
proach to education in Illinois. 


Overall, the outcome of Election 


Year, 1970, is a reaffirmation of 
the effectiveness of the American 
governmental system. The people 


had their say and the party in pow- 
er, regardless of how strong or how 
much pressure it applies, is at the 
mercy of the voters on election 
day. That makes it all worth while, 
even in the face of disappointing 
results.

Meeting Law Often Abused

Tonight, the Des Plaines City Council 


will meet in closed session for the second 
time in recent weeks The meeting has 
been called to discuss city personnel and 
salaries for the 1971 fiscal year. 


The closed session is being held under 


a provision of Illinois' much-abused open 
meetings act, a law that with a few ex- 
ceptions requires local government bod- 
ies to meet, deliberate and take formal 
actions in public. 


Like many laws, the open meetings act 


is an easy one to get around, if public 
officials really want to do so It's often 
more comfortable to decide a con- 
troversial issue in private and avoid 
what could be an embarrassing debate 
on it at a later open meeting 


THE PUBLIC HAS no way of knowing 


what goes on at announced closed-door 
meetings and can only hope that officials 
stick closely to the law and discuss those 
things they are allowed to discuss. When 
an unannounced meeting takes place, the 
law is being violated. 


What follows is taken from a summary 


of the law written for the Illinois Munici- 
pal League members by two league at-

First, and foremost, they say, the open 
meetings act requires that all meetings 
of the governing bodies of cities, villages, 
counties, townships, school districts and 
other municipal corporations must be 
open to the public 


The attorneys list six exceptions to the 


law 


—Personnel matters or collective nego- 


tiations between public employers and 
their employes or employe representa- 
tives on employment matters 


—Meetings where purchase of real es- 


tate is being considered or where pend- 
ing court action is being discussed Only 
the part of the meeting where those sub- 
jects are discussed can be closed 


—Where the constitution provides for a 


secret meeting. 


—When federal regulations require a 


closed meeting. 


—WHEN THE appointment, hiring or 


dismissal of an employe or official is 
being considered. 


—A professional advisory committee to 


a public body may hold a closed session 
to consider matters of professional ethics 
or competence 


School boards are also allowed to hear 


student disciplinary cases during closed 
sessions. 


The act goes further, the attorneys 


say, by requiring public bodies to give 
notices of regular and special meetings 
to news media that ask for them. If no- 
tice is not given as required, the meeting 
can be declared invalid and any actions 
taken may be null and void, the attor- 
neys say. 


If the law is not followed, a court order 


can be obtained forcing the public body 
to open its meetings and to abide by oth- 
er provisions in the open meetings act 


College Standards 


'Great Training Robbery' 


by LEROY POPE 


NEW YORK UPI — A Columbia Uni- 


versity professor, Dr Ivar E. Berg, Jr , 
accuses universities of perpetrating "a 
great training robbery" on young people 


He says colleges educate young people 


for jobs which they ultimately discover 
are commonplace and don't require use 
of knowledge gained in school Dr. Berg 
says this makes more and more students 
cynical about the value of education 


An aptitude expert, Charles Rudman, 


director of Klein Institute in New York, 
agrees. "Companies still are insisting on 
college graduates for jobs which obvious- 
ly do not require a college education," he 
said 


Prof Paul Hollander of University of 


Massachusetts at Amherst said in a let- 
ter to The New York Times that the stan- 
dards of college are being lowered by the 
cfimate of permissiveness 
in society 


This is causing, he said, a disastrous in- 
crease in the number ef unqualified de- 
gree holders. 


Professor Hollander told United Press 


International he did not have the prob- 
lems of business specifically in mind m 
making his criticism. As a sociologist, he 
is concerned about the political and so- 


cial impact of the educational problem. 


DR. BERG, who teaches business ad- 


ministration, also is concerned about po- 
litical and social impacts. He says the 
trend to attach excessive importance to 
higher education "adds to the sense of 
alienation that is spreading 
through 


American society." 


Aptitude expert Rudman says top man- 


agement usually a to blame for the in- 
sistence in business on college degrees 
for routine jobs. Some executives may 
know a high school grad or a vocational 
school grad would do a better job but 
somebody up above insists on a degree 
holder "who can grow with the com- 
pany." 


Trouble is the company doesn't grow 


fast enough so the bored coHege gradu- 
ate either quits or is trapped by reces- 
sion conditions in a job that doesn't real- 
ly suit him 


Business is seeing the light at last, 


Rudman said. "In the future there will 
be more realistic hiring standards for 
people, from salesmen to top managers " 
But if management is going to hire more 
extensively from high schools or commu- 
nity colleges, Rudman said, more atten- 
tion will have to be devoted to aptitudes. 


Pony Express To Return?

NEW YORK UPI - The Post Office 


Department wants to bring back the cel- 
ebrated Pony Express of 1860 — but with 
wings 


And several private courier companies 


are hoping to become part of the new 
express mail service. 


The original Pony Express ran for a 


year between St Joseph, Mo., and the 
Pacific Coast William "Buffalo Bill" 
Cody was one of the hell-bent-for-leathei 
riders who earned rush letters for $5 
plus a IG'-cent stamp Completion of the 
transcontinental telegraph line put the 
Pony Express out of business. 


The Post Office Department revealed 


its plan to 3,000 businessmen at the Na- 
tional Postal 
Forum 
in Washington 


recently The details weien't spelled out 
but, in general, what the department has 
in mind is a contract door-to-door service 
with 12-hour delivery at a charge of $25 
for the first thousand miles and a max- 
minimum of $45. 


THE COURIER companies already are 


providing such service to some extent at 
fates cheaper than the Post Office is 


proposing, according to J Kevin Mur- 
phy, president of American Courier 
Corp, and Tom Kole, president of REA 
Express, Inc 


Murphy said the Post Office should 


make use ot private courier companies 
or permit them to extend the idea — the 
couriers carrying the express mail will 
ride commercial airliners — to many 
areas where the Post Office doesn't in- 
tend to operate the service itself. 


REA's Kole took a somewhat different 


tack He accused the postal department 
of "playing with the taxpayers' money" 
and said if it intended to compete with 
private carriers, the department should 
be compelled to cut costs and operate at 
a profit and to file tariffs with the Intel-- 
state Commerce Commission. He also 
accused the postal department of trying 
to skim the cream off the market in 
small sized packages, leaving the private 
fn ms to handle the cumbersome parcels, 
and of seeking air express rates for itself 
up to three times as high as the Civil 
Aeronautics Board will allow private car- 
riers. 


Murphy said the Post Office should fol- 


low the 1968 recommendation of the Kap- 
pel Commission and exempt such private 
carrier operations from the old law re- 
quiring postage stamps on every letter 
carried for hire by private express and 
courier services This requirement grow- 
ing out of the government's monopoly on 
carrying letters has been a stumbling 
block to the development of the common 
carrier courier business, he said. 


Murphy said it no longer makes sense 


for the government to insist on its mo-

The strategy session was held in 01- 


ympla Fields to stait lining up the sup- 
port necessary for the adoption of a uni- 
form building code in Illinois Represen- 
tatives of the Home Builders Absociation 
of Illinois (HBAI) and other builder 
groups attended the meeting 


Industry spokesmen agree the build- 


ing Industry is leady for a change in 
building codes Originally \vntten to in- 
sure a safe place to live for everyone, 
building codes have often been revised to 
exclude lower income groups or certain 
types of housing As a result the builder 
has to cope with several bundled vari- 
ations of codes within the state 


"The biggest problem is the lack of 


uniformity," said Lynn Kiause, legisla- 
tive director for HBAI and secietaiy of 
the Home Builders Association of Chi- 
cagoland (HBAC) "Nobody knows fiom 
town to town what is required in building 
materials, and the consumer has been 
paying the price of using diffeient mate- 
rials in different aieas to do the same 
job." he said

The organization is a branch of the 


Masons for girls between the ages of 12 
and 20 who are related in some way to a 
Mason. The teachings of the order are 
based on the Old Testament Book of Job, 
but a good part of Job's Daughters is 
social. 


DURING NANCY'S six-month 
term, 


which began in June, the girls have had 
a luncheon, a spaghetti dinner, a mother- 
daughter campout and get-togethers with 
the Demolays, a Masonic order for boys 
of the same age. 


They also have been rolling news- 


paper, which they sell, and serving as 
waitresses at Masonic functions to raise 
money for the Bethel. 


Nancy became interested

"You

Safety's Magic Formula

NEW YORK (UPI) - In the home, on 


the highway, in the office, on the side- 
walk, the magic formula for accident 
prevention combines courtesy and com- 
mon sense. 


Through 25 years of preaching accident 


prevention, that formula is the one that 
works best, according to Mrs. Marjorie 
May, 


Mrs. May, who this year marks a 


quarter of a century as head of the 
Greater New York Safety Council's Edu- 
cation and Home Division, made that 
point in an Interview, 


"Courtesy is the safety guard," she 


said. "The old Golden Rule, if you will. If 
you stop to consider the other person, for 
example, you won't shove and elbow 
your way in a crowd, you won't follow 
the 'me first' way of driving — an ap- 
proach frequently implicated in auto ac- 
cidents." 


MRS. 
MAY WAS a health educator 


with the New York City Health Depart- 
ment before joining the safety council. 


Her master's degree is in safety, earned 
at the New York University Center for 
Safety. 


She is somewhat dismayed to note that 


regard for the Golden Rule seems much 
less in contemporary times than it was 
25 years ago. 


"Nobody seems to give a darn about 


anybody these days," she said. "It's a 
case of rudeness begets rudeness." 


Much of the preachment about home 


accident prevention has gotten through. 
If the level of safety awareness had re- 
mained at the 1928 rate, last year there 
would have been roughly twice as many 
fatal accidents in the home. 


MRS. MAY ISN'T satisfied, since most 


accidents are preventable. Reading di- 
rections on new products, using com- 
monsense and following the Golden Rule 
more could further reduce accidents on 
the homefront. 


The number of public deaths, deaths 


outside the home from other than motor 
vehicles, incidentally, was exactly the 
same in 1969 as in 1928 - 21,000. But the

A child will learn only if he is inter- 


ested in learning. 


Schools today must strive to function 


as learning centers where children are 
free to learn when they want to and not 
as jails where children are compelled to 
learn because traditionally, school is the 
place where one learns things. 


The education theory that children 


learn faster when they have a choice in 
how and when they will learn is being 
promoted by John Holt, author of "How 
Children Learn" and a former teacher 
from Boston. 


"I am not in favor of compulsory 


school attendance," Holt told 450 school 
social workers attending a conference at 
Arlington Park Towers this week. 


"If, on a given day, a school child feels 


he is being held in jail, he's not going to 
learn much that day. And probably he is 
arranging things so that others will not 
learn much either." 


THE SOCIAL WORKERS asked Holt 


how he would get his non-compulsory 
school theory across to parents and the 
public. 


"The 
decision that schools should be 


jails, that everybody must attend school, 
is a public decision. Through the state 
legislature it has become law," he re- 
plied.

or a two-year-old child, is running a uni- 
versity with a student body consisting of 
one person, 


"Two-year-olds are 
competent self 


educators, They are not coerced into 
learning. They learn quickly because 
they are deciding themselves what to 
learn." 


THROUGH EXPERIENCES, the child 


develops his own "mental model" of 
what the universe is, Holt told the social 
workers. No one can have the experi- 
ences for him. He must learn by ex- 
periencing life himself. 


Communities are fearful of this ap- 


proach to learning: "Schools are ham- 
pered by suspicion and distrust between 
teachers and parents. The first step is to 
acknowledge this fear between them ex- 
ists and then remove the reason lor the 
fear."

Holt, who has taught kindergarten chil- 


dren as well as graduate students, said 
school people falsely assume they know 
what parents think about education when 
they should actually be making an effort 
to find out parents' attitudes. 


"School people oscillate from one ex- 


treme attitude of 'we are the profes- 
sionals and parents shouldn't interfere' 
to the other extreme, 'we are your 
humble public servants and you tell us 
how you want your kids taught'," Holt 
said. 


EDUCATORS SHOULD be somewhere 


in between the extremes: they should ac- 
knowledge the parents' right to know 
what is happening to .their children and 
accept their suggestions, but they should 
not allow parents to dictate how children 
should learn. 


"Parents have the Puritan idea that if 


kids have a good time in school, they will 
pay for it later," Holt said. "The parents 
didn't have fun in school, so they ask 
why should kids today have it so easy?" 


DESPITE PUBLIC resistance, schools 


must go ahead and make learning inter- 


esting to students. Eventually, the volun- 
tary learning process should be available 
to everybody, not just children in school, 


Holt urges. 


"Learning has to come out of the inter- 


est of the learner, but if we wait until 
everyone is ready to learn that way, 
we're never going to get started." 


To help the education field get started 


with his learning theory, Holt said- 
he recently organized a group of con- 
sultants. They work out of his Boston of-, 
fice and are available to school districts; 
to help explain and change public educa- 
tion to the learning by experience theory.

Has your child been sleeping more 


than usual? Has he been unable to get 
rid of the "snlfffcs?" 


You probably think he is coming down 


with a virus. And you may be right. But, 
if his personality is also changing, if he 
is withdrawing, you may have a more 
serious problem. 


Your child might be on drugs. 


These are the most apparent symp- 


toms of drug usage, according to Tom 
Jaust, counselor at the Dist. 26 River 
Trails Junior High School. 


"At least 70 per cent of the school chil- 


dren 
today are 
experimenting with 


drugs," according to Jause. "And this 
area (Northwest suburbs) is more in- 
volved with drugs than many parts of 
Chicago."

JAUST ATTENDED a meeting of the 


Dist. 26 school board Tuesday, to explain 
the current drug abuse program at the 
junior high school and to proposed ex- 
pansion of the program. Currently, he di- 
vides his time between the school and 
the Northwest Human Resources Devel- 
opment Center, which he operates in 
Rolling Meadows. 


"The drug scene isn't small. It ranges 


from young kids to middle-aged adults. 
My fifth grader was offered 'speed' on 
the playground. Drugs are in every part 
of the community," said Jaust. 


According to Jaust the drug scene "is 


a new development, a product of our 
modern, drug oriented society. 


"We could all go to our medicine cabi- 


nets and clear out a lot of drugs that we 
really don't need. Affluence is part of the 
problem. And so is the greater sophis- 
tication of education today." 


But the real root of the problem, ac- 


cording to Jaust, is the parents: "Adults 
have to understand that permissiveness 
just isn't making it. Kids can't take too 


much freedom. Many need more paren- 
tal control." 


Control doesn't mean moralizing, said 


Jaust. "If you start talking about what is 
good and bad, the kids won't listen. And 
if you tell them not to use drugs becouse 
you didn't they'll just call you a 'juice 
freak.' " 


KIDS HAVE TO BE approached truth- 


fully and they have to be given the facts 
said Jaust. "The biggest thing drug edu- 
cation does is put the situation in per- 
spective. And the kids are receptive to 
the program." 


Currently eighth grade students at Riv- 


er Trails Junior High study drug abuse 
for 2VS weeks, as part of a nine-week 
health program. 


Both Jaust and Louis Bissa, instruc- 


tor of the heath program, agree the pro- 
gram should be expanded. "We need 
more time for discussion and to integrate 
the program with counseling," 
said 


Jaust. 


"I also think the drug abuse program 


has to go lower than the junior high 


school.. Children are aware of what is 
happening. They need to be educated 
about the dangers of drugs." 


"In class we teach the kids that all 


drugs aren't medicine," said Bissa. "We 
don't frighten or threaten the kids. We
